Former POW denies colonel's collaboration charges

Army Staff Sgt John Young, the for- 


mer POW charged by a fellow prisoner 
with aiding the North Vietnamese while 
being held prisoner, said yesterday he's 
not a traitor. 


"I've done nothing against the United 


States, its people or Constitution," said 
Young, adding "It makes me angry to 
hear such things." 


YOUNG. WHO IS now living in Arllng- 


ton Heights, spoke to a crowd of students 
at Conant High School in Hoffman Es- 
tates yesterday and answered formal 
charges made by Air Force Col. Theo- 


dore W. Guy in a press conference fol- 
lowing his speech. Seven other former 
prisoners have also been named in Guy's 
charges. 


Charges from Guy that Young aided 


the enemy while in a Hanoi prison camp 
are "completely 
illegitimate," said 


Young. He said Guy has disregarded 
"my right to have my own personal be- 
liefs." Young said he was opposed to the 
war in Vietnam and "I have to abide by 
my conscience." 


Young said statements he allegedly 


made while a prisoner were "not propa- 
ganda" but refused to say what the 


statements were because his attorney 
was not present. "The military does not 
want to prosecute, that's what I've been 
told," he said. ' 


"I am opposed to the war, to our In- 


volvement in the war. It has torn our 
country apart," said Young. 


YOUNG CALLED Guy's charges "dis- 


graceful." Earlier yesterday, he told the 
Herald they were "totally ridiculous." 


"I cannot Imagine why Col. Guy is 


making these charges. I have nothing 
against Col. Guy personally, but he is 
dragging up this whole thing, the entire 
war before the American people, and ev- 


eryone is sick of it," he told the Herald. 


Guy has charged that some POW's ex- 


posed his efforts to organize the prison- 
ers secretly and as a result he was tor- 
tured. 


Young said he "never made a derog- 


atory statement" against Guy. "On the 
contrary, I have done things to put my 
own neck on the line," he said, and 
added that he was also tortured during 
his five years as a prisoner. 


Young, 27, is a paratrooper in the 


Green Berets. He was ambushed and 
captured while leading a patrol in 1968 
and was released two months ago. He is

now on convalescent leave from Fltzsim- 
mons Army Hospital In Denver, Colo. 


YOUNG SAID earlier yesterday that 


he has not seen a copy of the charges 
against him but that he is now represent- 
ed by David Addlestone, an attorney with 
the American Civil Liberties Union. 
Young denied Guy's charges that he 
sought political asylum in North Vietnam 
and that he made model airplanes for 
target practice by the North Vietnamese. 


Young appeared in dress uniform dur- 


ing his appearance at Conant yesterday 
and saluted as the American Hag was

the gathering, held a rally yesterday at 
the federal building and then met with 
Susan Kelly, research analyst for the U. 


S. Attorney's office, to present their com- 
plaints. 


Later, Miss Kelly said evidence pre- 


sented by the group will be reviewed by 
assistant U. S. attorneys. Miss Kelly also 
referred the group to the FBI for a pos- 
sible investigation, she said.

Misconduct charges filed Tuesday 


nguliut eight former POW's, Including 
an Arlington Heights man, were not offi- 
cially encouraged several Pentagon 
sources said yesterday. 


The former prisoners of war were ac- 


cused of aiding the enemy during their 
imprisonment In North Vietnam by Air 
Force Col. Theodore Guy. The Pentagon 
sources stressed that Col. Guy was act- 
Ing on his own. 


According to a Defense Department 


spokesman, charges against the men will 
bo forwarded to their service branches, 
where decisions will be made on taking 
any action agnlnst the ox-POW's. 


The spokesman said the charges could 


bo dropped without any Investigation. In 
any case, the accusations by Col. Guy are 
expected to be given high priority. 


The Pentagon sources Indicated that 


military brass did not try to promote the 
charges against the men. Including Army 
Staff Sgt. John A. Young of Arlington 
Heights. 


"NO ONE IN THE Pentagon has or- 


chestrated these charges or encouraged 
Col. Guy to make them," an official said. 


Many former POWs had been advocat- 


ing a forgive and forget attitude toward 
any misconduct by the men who were 
held captive In Vietnam. 


Among the proponents of this line of 


reasoning Is Brig. Gen. John P. Flynn 
the highest ranking former POVV. 


United Press International reported 


that more charges of misconduct might 
bo made against other POWs, including 
commissioned officers. All of the men 
charged Tuesday were enlisted men. 
Three are Marines, while the remaining 
five are members of the Army. 


UPI also reported that no timetable 


has been established to handle the 
charges. It is expected that the accusa- 
tions will be given high priority.

"This Is your country," said Young, 


"yours to guide, yours to take care of 
and yours to love." 


THE CHARGES against Young came 


after the dedication ceremony was 
planned. According to a board member 
and administrator at High School Dist. 
211, the school never considered cancel- 
ing the ceremony. 


Anna Countryman, Dist. 211 board 


member, told the Herald, "In America 
you're not guilty until you're proven guilt 
y." Ronald Porsche, assistant principal 
at Conant, said the administration had no 
second thoughts about inviting Young to 
the ceremony. "After all, the guy was in 
a POW camp for five years," Persche 
said. 


Conant student Rob Larson welcomed 


the crowd yesterday, saying, "We some- 
times tend to forget the fact that there is 
still a war going on" and many soldiers 
are missing. "We as a school acknowl- 
edge and honor what they have done for 
us and our country," he said. "We must 
not let our political views Interfere with 
our moral views. These men deserve our 
respect and honor."

Universal oil Products Co. of DCS 


Plalncs yesterday announced 1U in- 
tendon to export petroleum technology In 
a pioneer business deal with the Peoples' 
Republic of China. 


John Logan, UOP president and chief 


executive officer, disclosed that a dozen 
company officials have just finished a 
week of talks with Chinese leaders and 
said prospects now appear good for a 
multimillion-dollar agreement. 


The Chinese, Logan said at a Chicago 


press conference, wont to moke use of 
UOP's technological expertise to design 
petrochemical complexes to produce 
fuel, fiber and fertilizer. Several UOP of- 
ficials have remained in China and the 
company has been assured that the talks 
will continue, he said. 


"The Chinese don't say what their pri- 


orities are," said Logan. "But they need 
to solve their petroleum problems to get 


on with their fiber and fertilizer produc- 
tion. They are Interested In UOP because 
wo are a constant source of new tech- 
nology." 


THESE ENERGY SOURCES, said Lo- 


gan, would enable the technology-starved 
Chinese to industrialize further and help 
meet the needs of the country's 800 mil- 
lion people. 


The proposed petrochemical complexes 


will convert crude oil into fuels and raw 
material for the production of fibers and 
fertilizers. 


"The idea for tho trip started a year 


ago when some of our people sensed 
there would be opportunities In China," 
said Logan. "We had a contact with 
China via Pakistan (through a former 
CIA agent) and subsequently we have 
worked with the Chinese Embassy in Ot- 
tawa. We also used the services of the 
new U.S. liaison office in Peking." 


Explaining that the Chinese don't

make decisions very quickly but meth- 
odically plod a course of action step by 
step, Logan felt they would speed up the 
talks with UOP because of an immediate 
need which must be filled. 


"We know, for example, that the Chi- 


nese have had contact with other major 
companies. We also read in the Japanese 
newspapers that the Chinese have been 
uncovering new sources of crude oil. 


They have the intermediate petroleum 
technology. They know what's going on 
but they don't necessarily know how to 
apply this knowledge to building plants. 
They are setting up means to bring in 
technology and plants to China." 


LOGAN SAID THE agreement would 


call for UOP to supply the technological 
"know-how" to the Chinese, who would, 
in turn, use their own resources and 
equipment to build the facilities. He said 
the Chinese would probably purchase 
special equipment and construction ma- 
terials from other countries and employ 
foreign construction supervisors. 


He said the agreement would be part 


of an overall plan by the Chinese which 
could cost them nearly a half billion dol- 
lars to complete. The Chinese will "milk 
the world supply" to achieve their goals, 
Logan said. 


Logan explained that the trip to Pek- 


ing, which was first discussed about a 
year ago, and the subsequent talks with 


Chinese leaders, followed a similar pat- 
tern the company has followed in several 
meetings with the Soviet Union. UOP's 
British outlet, said Logan, has sold some 
products to the Russians. 


UOP, ACCORDING TO Logan, is the 


only petroleum company which received 
a formal invitation to enter into talks 
with the Chinese. Other companies have 
dealt with China through Japanese con- 
tacts, he said. 


As a result of the trip, Logan said, 


UOP will form what he called a UOP 
East-West Trading Co. to "focus UOP 
activities on the very important and 
growing Asian markets" and "assist our 
customers and business friends in pro- 
moting their products and technologies in 
the East, particularly China." 


Logan said this might spark American 


interest in dealing with the Chinese, 
something he feels is lacking despite the 
fact that relations with that country have 
begun again.

This is a de- 
crease of 6.1 per cent A home assessed 
at $10,000 will carry a tax bill of $647.80 
as compared to $689.80 last year. 


THE TAX RATE for Buffalo Grove 


residents, living in the Buffalo Grove 
Park District, School District 96 and the 
Wheeling Rural Fire Protection District 
was set at $6.533 per $100 assessed valu- 


ation, compared to $7.021 last year. This 
is a seven per cent decrease. A home 
assessed at $10,000 will have a tax bill of 
$653.30 as compared to $702.10 last year. 


The tax rate for residents living in

Approved by Illinois House 
Bill requires proof of 'hospital need9 


The Illinois House approved a bill by a 


3 to 1 margin yesterday which requires 
hospital developers to prove a need for 
their facilities before the state will grant 
permission to build. 


Tho House bill also calls for the estab- 


lishment of a 13-mombor committee to 
review plans for new hospitals and ex- 
iirnlno general planning In the health 
caro field. 


If the bill Is approved by the state sen- 


ate, It could affect plans to build a 200 to 
300 bed hospital In Hoffman Estates. 


The legislation, House BUI 1403, was 


sponsored by State Rep. Michael Modi- 
gun, D-Chlcago. 


The bill, which has been commonly 


known as "certificate of need" legisla- 
tion may face tough sledding in the Sen- 
ate, said Rep. Eugenia Chapman, 
D-Arllngton Heights. An Identical bill 
was Introduced In the Senate, but Its 
sponsors have delayed action on It and 
were awaiting the outcome of the House 
bill.

REGNER SAID after the first year 


that provision likely would be removed, 
and all applicants would take a written 
test. This could be considered a grand- 
father clause, Regner agreed, but said it 
is standard procedure to have such a 
measure when the state first starts li- 
censing any profession. The oral exam- 
ination would allow Investigation of any 
complaints against a builder, and would 
benefit some contractors who may not be 
"too articulate," said Regner. 


Schlickmnn opposes Regncr's bill be- 


cause it docs not provide any com- 
pensation for the home buyer who has 
suffered from shoddy workmanship. His 
"bill Is for the new homebuylng public, 
and the Rcgncr bill is for the new homo 
builder," Schlickman said. 


But Regner said some builders operate 


on such a low profit margin they could 
not contribute an escrow fund. And his 
bill provides for revocation of a license 
or a fine, he noted. 


"Just by upgrading the industry, that's 


where the relief to the home buyer 
comes in. Let's clean up the Industry 
rather than have all sorts of individuals 
filing suits. Let's get tho bad contractors 
out of business in tho state," Regner 
sold.

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Plane crash levels high school—for a disaster drill

HCSCHO workers - operating quickly, 


methodically, carefully — removed vic- 
tims from the rubble of Maine Bust High 
School. Ambulances from several subur- 
ban fire departments waited, ready to 
race victims from the scene. 


At Lutheran General and Holy Family 


linipllnl.s. doctors, nurses and other per- 
sonnel moved swiftly to administer aid 
nml treatment to the hysterical, the un- 
conscious and the maimed. 


The disaster and carnage nt Maine 


East was Imagined — a result of a mock 
airplane crash last week. 


TIIK OMINOUS circumstances wcro 


part of an exercise designed to test the 
effectiveness and speed of Civil Defense, 
hospital and school disaster procedures. 


The drill, coordinated by tire two hospi- 


tals Involved more than 500 rescue and 
hospital workers, and the 82 Maine East 
students who acted as crash victims. 


Though It was only a drill, a sense of 


purpose and seriousness was evident on 
the faces of most of the participants. 


The student volunteers groaned and 


grimaced as they were helped from the 
makc-bcllcvo debris by firefighters from 
DCS Plalncs. Arlington Heights. Elk 
Grove Village. Park Ridge, Nilcs and the 
North Maine Fire Protection District. 


An ambulance from the Glonview Nav- 


al Air Station also was supplied as part 
of Civil Defense mutual aid agreement 
which would summon police and fire- 
fighters from many North and Northwest 
suburbs In n real disaster. 


MANY OF 
THE students donned 


makeup to simulate burns, cuts, bruises 
and gashes. Others feigned the hysteria 
that would have overcome a shock vic- 
tim. 


With a chicken bone and makeup, one 


student pretended go have an open leg 
fracture. Another girl, lying on a gymna- 
sium floor made herself up to look as 
though she had a pencil stabbed In her 
chest. 


Most of these students were selected or 


volunteered from Maine East drama 
classes, according to school principal 
John Clouscr. 


U. Richard Arthur, Illinois Civil De- 


fense Director and chief of the DCS 
Plalncs Fire Prevention Bureau, thought 
t h e v i c t i m removals had "gone 
smoothly." 


As the victims arrived at the hospitals, 


workers wasted no time in wheeling 
them Into emergency rooms where their 
simulated injuries were diagnosed. 


"We wanted to determine how well the 


hospitals and rescue teams would work 
together In a disaster," said Susan Bur- 
rows, a spokesman for Lutheran General 


Hospital, which accepted 51 of the vic- 
tims. 


PART OF THE interest in testing 


emergency procedures, she said, was 
spurred by last December's crash of a 
North Central airliner at O'Hare Airport, 
which claimed 10 lives. 


In the event of a real disaster, she said 


120 doctors could be called into service 
within minutes. Nine operating rooms 
would also be available and if necessary, 
storage areas could be transformed into 
makeshift operating rooms. Normally 
scheduled surgery would be canceled. 


Routine hospital procedures were not 


interrupted during the drill, Mrs. Bur- 
rows said, as some of the victims were 
wheeled through the corridor to the 
emergency room. 


Some were given pretend treatment or 


X-rays, others were removed for simu- 
lated surgery or placed in one of the 677 
hospital beds. 


"You can't come In here," called a 


nurse as reporters entered the emergen- 
cy room to view the procedure. Then 
smiling, she said, "That's only what I 
would tell you If this were for real.'.' 


"There may have been a little con- 


fusion if -tills were really happening," 
said Harold Kurtz, another Lutheran 


General spokesman. "But I think we 
could have accommodated them all." 


AT HOLY FAMILY Hospital, where 31 


of the pretend patients were taken, "the 
kids put on their act so well we had a 
hard time getting information about 
them," said Jim Kirk, chairman of the 
Holy Family disaster committee. 


"Some kids were mocking hysteria and 


unconsciousness and it was hard for us 
to communicate with them," he said. 


He said employes at both hospitals 


were told there would be a disaster drill 
but were not told what time of day it 
would be or how many people would be 
involved. 


"Civil Defense observers and hospital 


personnel watched the procedure and 
gave good critiques on how it was han- 
dled," Kirk said. 


Kirk said additional workers could be 


called in at Holy Family if a real dis- 
aster occurred 
although none were 


needed for the exercise.

Family spokesman said a special roDm 
has been set aside for press facilities 
equipped with phones so reporters could 
call their information out on special 
lines. 


"This was done," he said, "so press 


people wouldn't be running all over the 
hospital. We would have the information 
brought to them. 


A Xerox telecopy system, In use for 


the first time during the drill, relayed 
names and addresses of victims between 
both hospitals to inform frantic parents 
of the whereabouts of their children. 


A hospital employe at each hospital 


would verbally record each patient's 
name and extent of injuries into a tele- 
phone and the telecopier would print out 
the information on paper at the other 
end. 


TO TEST THE system, Shulte said, 


parents of the students were asked to 
call the hospitals and inquire about their 
children's injuries. 


Shulte also said meetings have been 


scheduled between representatives of 
both hospitals to discuss and evalutc 
problems and make necessary adjust- 
ments in disaster procedures. 


"In order to find out what the prob- 


lems in a disaster would be," Shulte 
said, "we had to make the drill as realis- 
tic as possible."

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Political notes 
Nine Regner-sponsored bills approved, sent to House 


In a day of major effort to clear Its 


calendar, Iho Illinois Senate Icut week 
passed nine bills sponsored by Sen. Da- 
vid J. Rcgncr, R-Mount Prospect, and 
sent them to Iho House of Representa- 
tives. 


Included in the bills approved by the 


Senate was one authorizing the state to 
deed n ID-acre campsite near Bartlett to 
the Northwest Educational Cooperative 
Association. The cooperative serves ap- 
proximately 230 special education stu- 
dents from Northwest suburbs including 
Elk Grove, Palatine, Schaumburg and 
Wheeling townships. 


Also approved by the Senate was a 


Regncr bill creating the Residential Con- 
tractors Licenses Act, to provide a statu- 
tory system for the registration and 
regulation of persons engaged in residen- 
tial construction. The bill sets forth 
grounds for the suspension and revoca- 
tion of licenses and provides for in- 
vestigation of complaints against license 
holders by units of local governments. 


Tho Senate also approved a Regner bill 


that would require annual and recurring 
departmental budgets to be introduced in 
the General Assembly by April 1 and 
passed by the house in which they are 
introduced by June 1. 


"This Is the same bill I introduced list 


year," said Regncr, "and is not aimed at 
Gov, 
Walker. Approaching the major 


portion of the state budget piecemeal and 
the staggering consideration of hundreds 
of bills over a long period of tlmo de- 
prives the legislature of the opportunity 
to deal with the budget as a whole." 


Rcgncr said similar legislation was 


recommended by the Commission on tho 
organization of the General Assembly in 
1967. 


OTHER REGNER bills approved by

• A bill to provide that complaints

sesscd must designate the school dis- 
tricts and municipalities within which 
tho property is located. 


• A bill creating a Land Use Study 


Commission to establish policy for land 
use throughout the state, with particular 
emphasis on environmental consid- 
erations and balanced usage. 


• A bill to repeal the act requiring 


clerks of cities, villages and towns to 
print a list of registered voters and to 
post those lists at least five days before 
municipal elections. Regner noted that 
the Information is available to the public, 
and the printing costs are unnecessary. 


• A bill to require that all bonds pur- 


chased by the state be consolidated un- 
der a blanket bond to be contracted for 
by the Department of Finance. Regner 
said the bill would be similar to one 
passed last year under which all vehicle 
Insurance purchased by the state was 
consolidated, and estimated that it would 
save the state $300,000 per year. 


• A bill to recreate the State Property 


Insurance Study Commission, which ex- 
pires on June 30, to continue studies of 
modernizing state insurance practices. 


• A bill requiring trucks transporting 


radioactive materials be marked in the 
same manner as trucks carrying ex- 
plosives or flammables. 


Special mobile home tax levy 
to pay for local government 


SPRINGFIELD (UPI) - Tho Illinois 


Senate voted to levy a special tax on mo- 
bile homes to help pay the cost of local 
government. 


On a 39-0 vote, tho Senate passed a bill, 


sponsored by Sen. Karl Bemlng, 
R-Deerfleld, that would tax mobile 
homes at a rate ranging from 15 cents to 
20 cents per square foot depending on the 
ago of tho home. 


"Wo have removed the personal prop- 


erty tax, so mobile homes are no longer 
taxed," said Sea James Sopcr, R-Clccro. 
"Under this bill mobile homeowners 
would carry their fnlr share of the load." 


Under tho bill, the tax would be paid 


annually to the county whore the home Is 
located. Persons over ego 65 would be 
granted a 20 per cent tax reduction. 
• • • 


TUB ILLINOIS SENATE, with little 


debate, rejected a proposed "right to 
work" law for state employes. 


The bill, sponsored by Sen. Hudson 


Sours, R-Pcorin. would have prohibited 
the state from firing employes or refus- 
ing to hire persons to state Jobs for fall- 
Ing to join a labor union. 


Sours said the bill would provide sim- 


ilar protection to state employes engaged 
in union activities. The bill failed 22-26. 
• » • 


AN INCOME TAX deduction for per- 


sons paying alimony was approved by 
the Illinois Senate. 


On a 32-1 vote, tho Senate approved the 


bill, sponsored by Sen. John Cbnolly, 
R-Waukogan, that he said would give 
taxpayers tho same alimony deduction 
on tho Illinois income tax as is granted 
on tho federal Income tax. 


"This money is only earned once," 


Connolly said. "It should be taxed only 
once." Objection came from some sena- 
tors who estimated tho deduction would 
cost the state about $1 million a year in 
lost taxes. 
• • • 


AN ILLINOIS SENATE subcommittee 


recommended rejection of flvo bills de- 
signed to reinstate the death penalty for 
certain crimes In Illinois. 


On a 3-1 vote, tho subcommittee, head- 


ed by Sen. John B. Roe. R-Rochclle, rec- 
ommended that tho Senate Judiciary 
Committee defeat the five proposals 
passed by the Illinois Mouse. 


"I don't think the state should be In the 


business of killing people," said Sen 
Bradley Glass, R-NorthflcId, a subcom- 
mittee member. "I think those favoring 
tho death penalty are In It for retribution 
and for revenge. I do not see It as an 
effective deterrent of violent crimes." 


Tho flvo bills each would reinstate the 


death penalty for murder under various 
circumstances. The U.S. Supreme Court 
had ruled capital punishment uncon- 
s t l t u t l o n n l on basically technical 
grounds.

Jet crash 
probe report

lision of two airliners at O'Hare Airport 
last Dec. 20 are expected to be released 
within two months. 


Ed Slattery, National Transportation 


Safety Board public affairs officer, said 
yesterday the report is coming along 
ahead of schedule. He said the board is 
making considerably better headway 
than expected, since there have been no 
major air crashes in the last several 
months. 


The NTSB is called to investigate all 


air disasters in the United States and 
must often sideline other matters when 
the accidents occur. 


Slattery said the NTSB investigation 


was also aided because the crews of both 
planes involved in the crash were able to 
testify at public hearings in January, be- 
fore a board of Inquiry. 


It will be on that testimony and the 


testimony of more than 30 other wit- 
nesses that the board will make Its find- 
ings. 


Ten persons were killed In the crash 


that took place in an early-evening fog at 
the airport. All ten were passengers 
aboard a North Central Airlines DC-9 jet 
which collided with a Delta Airlines Con- 
valr 880.

the two weeks of hearings, the Delta jet 
was crossing an active runway on its 
way to a holding area as the North Cen- 
tral plane was taking off on that same 
runway.

goals suggested for the school district. 


Thirteen goals, formulated by com- 


mittees of teachers, students and parents 
at each of tho district's seven schools 
with help from the central adminis- 
tration, will be the subject of a public 
hearing Tuesday nt fl p.m. nt the district 
administration building, 799 W. Kensing- 
ton Hd.. Mount Prospect. 


The district has drawn up the goals for 


students as tho first part of a new pro- 
gram for state recognition and super- 
vision of Illinois schools adopted by State 
School Supt. Michael Bakalls. The gener- 
al student goals and more specific goals 
about operation of the schools must be 
turned In to Bakalls' office by Jan. 1, 
1974. 


The district also must submit to Bak- 


alls' office by Jan. 1 a plan for Improv- 
ing its education and for meeting its 
goals. The recognition program Is used 
by the state to determine if Illinois 
school districts arc eligible for state 
school aid. 


William Warner, administrative assist- 


ant to Supt. Edward Gilbert, said the 
general student goals arc deliberately 


worded as "ideals." In its plan for Im- 
proving education, Warner said, the dis- 
trict will set more specific objectives to 
be reached in a certain length of time. 


THE THIRTEEN goals drawn up for 


the hearing are: 


• To further tho ability to cope effec- 


tively with change in a complex society. 


• To further knowledge of and respect 


for culture and heritage. 


• To further an understanding of and 


respect for democratic principles. 


• To further an awareness of and ap- 


preciation for the creative nature of 
mankind — his literature, art, music and 
technology. 


• To further the acquisition and devel- 


opment of the basic tools of learning. 


• To develop an awareness of how 


areas of knowledge are Interrelated and 
an understanding of the methods by 
which knowledge is obtained, tested and 
utilized. 


• To develop a sense of values and the 


ability to make reasonable decisions. 


• To learn further how to develop rela- 


tionships with other people and the ablli- 
ty 
to maintain these relationships 


through meaningful and open commu- 
nication. 


• To further develop, maintain and 


value good mental health and physical 
health. 


• To foster activities which will pre-

of why some people win at bridge. West 
was the late Sidney Silodor, one of the 
greatest players of all time. He opened 
the king of spades against South's four 
hearts. 


Nothing remarkable so far. Anyone 


would make the same lead. East played 
the nine and South the six. 


Sidney led a second spade. Nothing re- 


markable about that either. East had 
played the nine. But there was something 
remarkable about the spade he did lead. 
He led the queen! 


South took his ace and led his 10 of 


diamonds. Sidney went right up with the 
ace and gave his partner a spade ruff. 


South was able to finesse against East's 
king of trumps later on but the damage 
had been done since East's ace of clubs 
provided the setting trick. 


Suppose Sidney had led a low spade at 


trick two. South would have been in dum- 
my with the jack and been able to pick 
up the trumps before east got in a ruff. 


Would any other lead have done Sidney 


any good? No, it wouldn't. A club lead 
would have let East in with the ace to 
lead back a spade, but South would get 
to dummy, pick up trumps and discard 
dummy's third spade on a club while a 
diamond or trump lead would be equally 
futile.

Butchers need 


legal push 


One of the most archaic food 


merchandising traditions in Illinois 
is under challenge once again, this 
time by our legislature. 


For years, it has been impossible 


in Cook County to purchase red 
meat after 6 p.m. It's not a law, 
but the arbitrary decision of the 
Amalgamated Meat Cutters and 
Butcher Workmen union, whose 
membership has supported the 6 
p.m. closing time. 


However, there's a bill current- 


ly cruising through the legislature 
to repeal this cut-off time, and we 
heartily support and urge its pas- 
sage. 


Sponsored by State Sen. Terrel 


Clarke, R-Western Springs, the bill 
requires food stores to make all of 
their products available for sale 
during the hours they are open — 
including red meat. 


In other words, if you can't shop 


for meat during the day or on Sat- 
urday, the bill would require the 
butcher behind the counter to sell 
you what stock he has — regard- 
less of the lateness of the hour. 


Already, the bill's passed the 


Senate by a 32-4 vote. According to 
its sponsor, it would not jeopardize 
present union contracts — and thus 
would not go into effect until the 
present contract expires. 


The butchers in Cook County will 


be upset by Clarke's proposal, for 
theirs is a business which seems 
reluctant, at least in Cook County, 
to accept the fact that the modern 


customer is a mobile creature. 


Witness the popularity of the con- 


venient-type stores, which cater to 
off-hour shoppers, and witness the 
popularity of the chain stores 
which remain open until midnight. 


We sympathize with the butch- 


ers' desire to be home with their 
families at night. Although the im- 
pact of Clarke's legislation might 
require some butchers to work 
longer hours, it also creates the op- 
portunity for more butchers to be 
employed by more stores. 


Besides, why do the butchers war- 


rant the special kind of protection 
that all other service industries 
lack? If food stores remain open 
into the evening, who services 
them? Obviously, men and women 
who are not home with their fami- 
lies at night — although they may 
be home with them during the day. 


We share a sense of concern for 


the butchers, who are in part the 
v i c t i m s of skyrocketing meat 
prices and subject to the wrath of 
male and female shoppers alike 
who don't like to pay astronomical 
prices for all kinds of red meat. 


Still, the butchers have a public 


obligation that shouldn't be termi- 
nated at 6 p.m. We'd prefer that a 
law not be necessary, but such is 
not the case, at least as far as our 
local union is concerned. So, we 
support Sen. Clarke's bill — as it 
requires butchers to conform to 
the public interest, just like every 
other merchant 


Commuter violence 


The Japanese are so polite and 


formal in their everyday dealings 
with one another and so law-abid- 
ing — Tokyo is one of the safest 
cities in the world — that is diffi- 
cult to visualize thousands of 
rampaging commuters 
battling 


with thousands of police, as hap- 
pened the other day in Tokyo. 


The cause was union slowdowns 


in service on the national rail- 
roads, which have been continuing 
off and on since the beginning of 
the year. 


• The worst outbreak of violence, 
sparked by the prospect of a week- 
end strike, saw angry commuters 
smashing train windows, beating 
up railroad employes and sacking 
ticket offices. An entire train was 
burned in one Tokyo suburb. 


Actually, your average Ameri- 


can, who grouses and gripes at the 


slightest inconvenience, may be 
more uncomplaining in the face of 
this kind of general adversity than 
the supposedly docile Japanese. As 
long as he knows that everyone 
else is in the same boat, the Ameri- 
can will put up with almost any de- 
gree of imposition. 


Witness the good-humored be- 


havior of New Yorkers, for in- 
stance, during subway strikes or 
garbage strikes or power blackouts 
or whatever. 


Then again, it has to be consid-

Who's to control - 
covert schemes?

The trouble with espionage Is that it Is 


habit-forming. 


The trouble with surveillance as a 


means of gathering information is that it 
is often non-productive, and leads to 
more drastic steps, such as bugging and 
wiretapping and cute little tricks like hir- 
ing prostitutes to get closer to the guy 
you're following. 


The trouble with "covert" operations Is 


that they as often as not must be covert 
because they involve the violation of lo- 
cal, state, national or international law. 


The trouble with creating secret agents 


who have authority to operate outside the 
law is that you don't always know how 
far they will go — and can't afford to. 


Consider: "At about the time the (Spe- 


cial Investigations Unit within the White 
House) was created, Daniel Ellsberg was 
identified as the person who had given 
the Pentagon Papers to the New York 
Times. I told Mr. (Egil) Krogh that as a 
matter of first priority, the unit should 
find out all it could about Mr. Ellsberg's 
associates and his motives. Because of 
the extreme gravity of the situation 
and not then knowing what additional na- 
tional secrets Mr. Ellsberg might dis- 
close, I did Impress upon Mr. Krogh the 
vital importance to the national security 
of his assignment. 


"I did not authorize and had no knowl- 


edge of any illegal means to be used to 
achieve this goal." 


Translation: I want that guy hung, and 


I don't want to know bow you do it 


Consider: "However, because of the 


emphasis I put on the crucial import- 
ance of protecting the national security, I 
can understand how highly motivated in- 
dividuals could have felt justified in eng- 
aging in specific activities that I would 
have disapproved had they been brought 
to my attention." 


Translation: I had guys trained in this 


sort of thing and I didn't have to draw 
them any pictures. 


Consider: "It now appears that there 


were persons who may have gone beyond 
my directives, and sought to expand on 
my efforts to protect the national secur- 
ity operations in order to cover up any 
involvement they or certain others might 
have had in Watergate. The extent to 
which this is true, and who may have 
participated and to what degree, are 
questions that it would not be proper to 
address here. The proper forum for set- 
tling these matters is in the courts." 


Translation: If you get caught, you're 


on your own. 


Consider: "I want to emphasize that 


this statement is limited to my own re- 
collections of what I said and did relat- 
ing to security and to the Watergate. I 
have specifically avoided any attempt to 
explain what other parties may have 
said and done. My own Information on 
those other matters is fragmentary, and 
to some extent contradictory. Additional 
Information may be forthcoming of which 
I am unaware. It is also my under- 
standing that the Information which has 
been conveyed to me has also become 
available to those prosecuting these mat- 
ters. Under such circumstances, it would 
be prejudicial and unfair of me to ren- 
der my opinions on the activities of oth- 
ers; those judgments must be left to the 
judicial process, our best hope for ach- 
ieving the just result that we all seek." 


Translation: I wonder how much else 


they know.

NEW YORK - It's rare lo find a cor- 


poration head who Is downright hostile to 
llarvard MBAs and to masters of busi- 
ness administration In general, but Jay 
Monroe, president of Tensor Corp. Is one. 


Monroe's the man who created the 


boom In high intensity lamps a few years 
ago and followed up by pioneering steel 
and aluminum tennis rackets. He now is 
working on a covcrlcss. complex plastic 
tennis ball he says will revolutionize 
amateur tennis. 


Monroo admits that his dislike of 


MOAs Is partly emotional. One thing that 
turned him against them was the com- 
ment by Chairman David Rockefeller of 
tho Chase Manhattan Bank that "Amer- 
ica should reach some accommodation 
with the Arabs." Monroe blamed that on 
some of Rockefeller's MBA advisers, but 
he promptly took Tensor's account out of 
Rockefeller's bank. 


Ho followed up by making a speech be- 


fore the New Enterprise Club of the Har- 
vard Business School that gave the whole 
MBA concept a verbal lashing. He 
' charged that teachers at Harvard and 
other business schools routinely put prof- 
its ahead of morality and even ahead of 


' sound management. 


"IT'S WISHFrL thinking to believe 


that a young MBA from Harvard can 
help n business that's In trouble or oven 
If It Isn't in trouble," Monroe said. 
"What they learn in the MBA course Is 
useless to most businesses. It's almost 
like expecting a boy to go out and play 


varsity football just on the basis of read- 
Ing about the game, without coaching or 
practice." 


Monroe told United Press International 


that tho trouble with MBAs Is they have 
an exaggerated Idea of the importance of 
their obligation to the stockholders. "I 
don't think management's obligation to 
the stockholders is any greater than its 
obligation to the employes and custom- 
ers," he said, "and not as great as the 
obligation to follow sound long-range pol- 
icies." 


He said the "bottom line" net earnings 


preoccupation of MBAs, espelcally the 
Harvard breed, made them overcautious 
and inclined them to unwise penury in 
management. 


"THEY ALWAYS want to skimp on ad- 


vertising and on research and devel- 
opment costs," he said, "and the plain 
truth Is that for many companies, sound 
and adequate spending on advertising 
and research and development is the 
very breath of life." 


Maximizing profits sounds fine and 


may work for a few years but it also can 
put a company on the road to the ceme- 
tery, he said. 


Tensor currently does about $3.5 mil- 


lion with Its metal tennis racket busi- 
ness. Monroe feels that his plastic tennis 
ball, which "bounces higher but flies 
slower" than the standard covered ball 
will prove to be what "the soft ball is to 
the hard ball in baseball" and utllmately 
will cause a lot more people to take up 
tennis — a game Monroe plays avidly.

Ask the man who bought a lot and then 


consulted his attorney, who found that 
the lot couldn't be reached from the pub- 
lic road. Or the customer who agreed if 
she fell behind on payments for a new 
color TV set, the seller could repossess 
the set and any other merchandise he 
sold to her on credit. Or the accident vic- 
tim who began to feel pain after she had 
released the negligent party's Insurance 
company from any further liability. 


They will tell you the time to see your 


lawyer is before — not after — you get 
into legal trouble and certainly before 
you sign any legal document that com- 


mits you to a major obligation or signs 
away your rights. 


The situations which arise in life which 


call for good sound legal advice are 
many — and woe be the person who sim- 
ply puts off seeing his lawyer until It's 
too late or who is too quick to assume 
that everything is in good legal order 
when it isn't, or the person tries to be his 
own lawyer rather than go to the trouble 
or expense of getting professional advice. 


There Is an old saying: He who acts as 


his own attorney has a fool for a client. 
More often than not, the "client" ends up 
the worse off financially. 


Of course, as any lawyer will tell you,

many people who arrive in attorney's of- 
fices with trouble at their heels are per- 
fectly Innocent of any intentional over- 
sight or procrastination. They simply 
failed to recognize and to heed the warn- 
ing signals which said there was lr>gal 
trouble ahead. 


It is especially to these people the Illi- 


nois State Bar Association has addressed 
a free pamphlet on the law entitled: 
"Know Your Lawyer: He Can Help You 
In Many Ways." 


In the pamphlet some of the occasions 


on which you will want to consult an at- 
torney are pinpointed: 


— When you are in an accident In- 


volving serious injury: 
The lawyer 


should be contacted immediately so he 
can establish your rights and determine 
the extent of liability on your part or on 
the part of other persons. He will collect 
testimony and other evidence to protect 
your interest or support your claims for 
damages. Don't be like the woman who 
accepted a check from an insurance 
company for minor medical treatment 
only to discover too' late she was suffer- 
ing from a more serious injury that 
wasn't at first apparent. She had to pay 
her own doctor bills. 


— When you buy or sell real estate: 


You should have the lawyer examine the 
purchase agreement before you sign it. 
He will make sure that it specifies a clos- 
ing date and date for possession, that 
taxes and insurance expense are proper- 
ly pro-rated and check other details. 


Also, he may want to see a recent sur- 
vey. Ask the man who bought the in- 
accessible lot about this one. 


— When you make a will: The lawyer 


will draft a will that is legally correct, 
avoids problems for your beneficiaries, 
takes advantage of any possible inher- 
itance or estate tax savings and min- 
imizes the cost of administration. ThM 
twice before you decide to draw up your 
own will. One man who did so failed to 
get the required number of signatures of 
witnesses. The result: his will was in- 
valid, the property passed by law to his 
children and a nephew whom he had pro- 
vided for in the will, got nothing. 


— Whenever you sign a contract: noth- 


ing is more legally binding than your 
name on the dotted line. If the stakes arc 
at all high in terms of your pocketbook, 
ask your lawyer first and sign later. The 
woman who signed a sales contract 
which permitted the seller to repossess 
her other credit purchases from him if 
she fe!l behind on her TV-set payments is 
a case in point. She did fall behind in her 
payments but fortunately she also con- 
sulted a lawyer. He won a reprieve for 
her by getting a court judgment nullify- 
ing the repossession clause as being an 
"unconscionable bargain."

Home building will continue at high rate 


Since pro-historic man first drew pic- 


tures on the walls of his cave, man has 
sought to Improve his dwelling. However, 
the majority of home owners today, after 
they have made a decision to modernize 
or remodel their home, face the hard 
reality that money must be provided in 
one way or another to pay for the Im- 
provement. 


If the home owner has surplus cash, of 


course, there Is no problem, but If he 
must borrow the funds then careful con- 
sideration should bo Riven as to the best 
sources available to him. 


According to Mr. E. T. Butler, vice 


president of FBS Financial, Inc., home 
improvement lending specialists, today's 
home owner is more fortunate than his 
predecessors in that he probably has a 
wider selection of finance plans than any 
other prospective purchaser of goods or 
services. 


What lie should do Butler advises, Is to 


determine his needs and then select the 
best type of financing to suit those needs. 
His choice of a plan will depend largely 
on the extent of the job and Its cost, and 
the size of the monthly payments his 
budget can handle. 


If his property Is not already mort- 


gaged and the job Is a large one, he 
might consider the possibility of obtain- 
ing a mortgage. If he has sufficient 
equity, he could perhaps refinance his 
present mortgage. Sources for these 
funds can be banks, mortgage In- 
stitutions, savings and loan associations, 
or other lending agencies who specialize 
In real estate mortgages. 


THE MORTGAGES CAN be cither the 


typo that is Insured by the Federal Hous- 
ing Administration or the so-called con- 
ventional type. After the home owner de- 
termines his needs he merely makes ap- 
plication to the lending Institution of his 
choice. 


Terms of repayment and rates of in- 


terest may fluctuate with the lending in- 
stitution. However, those mortgages in- 
sured by the Federal Housing Adminis- 


tration carry rates and terms that are 
fixed under FHA regulations. 


Whether the home owner is obtaining a 


new mortgage or refinancing he should 
inquire as to additional costs such as 
title Insurance, attorney's fees, recording 
fees, and other such charges Incidental 
to the mortgage which the lending in- 
stitution normally collects over and 
above the interest charges on the mort- 
gage itself. 


The most popular type of home im- 


provement financing, Butler points out, 
Is the shorter term installment credit 
that has become such a part of modern 
American living. This means terms of 
say, up to five years and amounts up to 
$3,500. Probably the best known plan of 
this type Is Title I of FHA. 


These loans are made by installment 


sales finance companies, banks, savings 
and loan associations and other approved 
lending Institutions. Generally speaking, 
they cover the Improvement or modern- 
ization of any existing structure, and also 
the construction of certain types of new 
structures such as garages, service 
building, etc. 


TERMS MAY BE HAD up to five 


years for eligible Improvements except 
where the property is for the use of two 
or more families. Then the term may be 
extended to seven years. Maximum 
amounts are $3,500, except for multi-fam- 
ily dwellings when the amount Is $2,500 
per living unit, with a maximum of 
$15,000. The finance charge Is five per 
cent discount per year up to $2,500 and 
four per cent discount per year from 
$2,500 to $3,500. This rate Is fixed under 
FHA regulations. 


Some lending Institutions have similar 


plans which closely parallel FHA. The 
advantage to these Is that they are more 
flexible and permit some types of im- 
provements not eligible under FHA regu- 
lations. 


Often the rates are somewhat higher 


than FHA Title I. These installment 
loans can be obtained directly from the 
lending institution by the homeowner, or

which he plans the improvement itself. 


For the third consecutive year, more 


than two million units will enter the 
housing Inventory. Housing starts in the 
coming year, expected to approach 2.2 
million units, will be only 10 per cent 
below the current record pace. Of this 
total, single family starts will hold 
strong, while multi-family starts will 
bear the brunt of the decline, according 
to the DuPage Realtor. 


Starts were buoyant throughout 1972, 
despite some major retrenching in Fed- 
eral home subsidy programs. Earlier 
this year these programs, oriented most- 
ly toward new construction, entered a pe- 
riod of reexamlnation. The decline in 
subsidized starts, however, was more 
than offset by increased demand in the 
unsubsidlzed sector. While such pro- 
grams may experience a resurgence In 


the future, they will not be a major mar- 
ket factor in the year ahead. 


The volume of FHA home mortgage in- 


surance loans has declined markedly in 
recent months, due in great part to re- 
strictive regulations accompanying such 
loans, but also to strong competition 
from privately insured conventional fi- 
nancing.

states Bock.

well, as-long as he does not unlawfully 
pollute the groundwater or deplete it for 
the malicious purpose of drying up his 
neighbor's supply. 


Subsurface groundwater rights can be 


transferred by deed to others In the 
same manner as that used to transfer 
partial real estate Interests such as coal 
rights or, easements for power lines, says 
Bock. However, if there are no reserva- 
tions In tho deed, landowners would prob- 
ably have no rights In such water and 
could legally be prohibited from using 
any of It. 


Some agreements may contain ex- 


ceptions such as "excepting domestic 
water necessary for livestock and house- 
hold uses." Such an exception might not 
be as comprehensive as it appears, cau- 
tions Bock. 


For example, (his exception would 


probably not permit Irrigation by the 
landowner. And it might not permit wa- 
ter use by any kind of non-agricultural or 
non-household enterprise. It is possible 
such a restriction might substantially af- 
fect a future sale of the real estate. 


Bock recommends having any contract 


for sale of water rights carefully checked 
and analyzed by an attorney. This en- 
ables the landowner to clearly under- 
stand the meaning and scope of what he 
Is selling. 


He says that most contracts contain a 


clause indicating that terms apply to all 
"heirs, administrators, executors, suc- 
cessors, and assigns" of the contracting 
parties. This means the buyer can retain 
these water rights and use the water as 
long as he or any succeeding buyer de- 
sires. 


Subsurface groundwater is a potential- 


ly valuable property right, concludes 
Bock. Therefore, landowners should thor- 
oughly understand the terms and scope 
of the contract before they sign it.

A fire extinguisher In the home or 


apartment seems like a good idea. And 
don't forget one for the car. In most 
areas an extinguisher IB required on a 
boat. 


Out what kind? Go shopping for an ex- 


tinguisher and you find yourself faced 
with a wide assortment of equipment. 


Most arc good. None will put out all 


types of fires. Some arc more versatile 
than others. Some arc overly expensive, 
others arc cheap but not worth the mon- 
ey at any price. 


FIRE KXTINGUISIIKK-S arc rated ac- 


cording to the kinds of fire they can put 
out. The ratings were developed by Un- 
derwriter Laboratory tests. Be sure to 
look for the UL label on any equipment 
you decide to purchase. 


A Class A fire Is one fueled by wood, 


paper, textiles, similar composition ma- 
terials; Class B fire, fueled by flam- 
mable liquids such as oil, grease, gaso- 
line; Class C fire, a fire that Is elec- 
trically "line," an appliance that Is 
plugged In or house wiring carrying cur- 
rent. Once the power Is off It Is a Class A 
fire. A Class D fire deals with com- 
bustible metals such as magnesium. 


The extinguishers you arc likely to buy 


will deal with Class B and C fires. Class 
D fires arc rare in the home. Class A 
fires arc beyond the capacity of a small 
extinguisher although an extinguisher 
can help If only small surface Is in- 
volved. 


TIIK EXTINGUISHER will IMS rated 


for the types of fires It can handle. 


The dry chemical type Is used for 


Class B and C fires. The chemical Is 
stored under pressure or uses the pres- 
sure of a gas cartridge. The powder 


Do-it-yourself 
jobs cause big 
medical losses 


PROVIDENCE. R.I. (UPI) - Rhode 


Island health officials arc concerned 
over do-it-yourself casualties which they 
say cost persons large amounts in medi- 
cal expenses each year. 


Robert F. McDonald, chief of the In- 


jury Control Division of the Rhode Island 
Department of Health, sold It Is Impos- 
sible to determine how many persons 
were Injured In the stale last year 
through do-it-yourself projects, but he es- 
timated that medical costs ran into the 
"hundreds of thousands of dollars." 


He said health department records 


show that home accidents resulted In 104 
deaths In 1072. McDonald said, "We are 
trying to get hospitals In the state to 
keep accurate records of Injuries caused 
by home accidents so that the health de- 
partment can set up detailed statistics." 


"The ladder Is the most dangerous 


piece of equipment In the home," he 
said, "and 53 persons were killed last 
year because of Injuries suffered In 
falls." 


• HE SAID another dangerous activity 
of the do-it-yourself home fixer is work- 
Inn with electricity. 


McDonald said only one person was 


killed In Rhode Island last year by elec- 
trical current, but the records do not 
show how many novice repairmen were 
Injured or how many fires were caused 
Injuring others. 


He said more and more people are 


doing things themselves, such as making 
home repairs, home Improvements or re- 
nuxlcllnt;. Some do this as a matter of 
economic necessity, he said, to beat the 
high coil of labor and others for a hobby 
or relaxation. 


"No matter what the reason mav be," 


he said, "there arc many hazards con- 
nected to do-lt-yoursclf projects." 


IfK UttnED HOME repairmen to 


"know what you are doing" before start- 
Ins any do-lt-yoursclf Job. Unless a per- 
son has the skill to complete a home re- 
pair job, it could be cheaper and safer to 
call In professional help, he sold. 


"In 
the do-lt-yoursclf 
process," 


McDonald said, "you arc exposed to the 
hazards of ladders, household chemicals, 
paints, cleansing agents, hand and power 
tools and the general cluttering." 


McDonald said plans arc under way to 


Implement 
<i 1072 recommendation by 


the National Safety Council. 


He said the council recommended the 


establishment of a State Home Safety 
Committee which would coordinate acci- 
dent prevention efforts by similar groups 
on the community level.

Perhaps you bought it when your family 
was larger, and now It's too big for you. 
Or maybe the chores of keeping It up are 
too much for you. If so, perhaps a small- 
er home Is In order, one that offers 
maintenance services, such as lawn care 
and snow and leaf removal. 


On the other hand, you may have a 


sentimental attachment to your home. 
The mortgage may be paid, and your liv- 
ing expenses are low. And you may like 
keeping up the place, working In the gar- 
den, and puttering in the basement. 


• Does your neighborhood suit you? 


You may feel out of place in a neighbor- 
hood filled with plenty of active children. 
Perhaps the noise and tumult are up- 
setting to you. You didn't mind it when 
you had a family growing up, but now 
things are different. 


Maybe, though, you like being in a 


young neighborhood. You may even like 
the idea of earning extra money by baby- 
sitting. Perhaps having so many young 
children around keeps you feeling young, 
and you don't mind the noise a bit. 


• Arc you aware of the tax con- 


sequences of selling your home? Chances 
are good that you'll sell your home for 
more than you paid for It. If so, Uncle 
Sam will want you to pay a capital gains 
tax on the difference — unless you buy a 
home of equal or greater price within 12 
months or build a house of equal or 
greater price within 18 months. (If you 
sell after you reach 65 you will be eli- 
gible for certain exemptions. For details 
check with your accountant or the Inter- 
nal Revenue Service.)

Instead of buy, be prepared to pay the 
tax if you have a tax liability. You may 
wish to put the remaining profit into a 
savings account and use the Income to 
help meet your living expenses.

bors and living expenses. 


"Many former homeowners feel cram- 


ped hi an apartment, and also feel a lack 
of privacy," Miss Scott says. "Con- 
versely, a person who's lived in an apart- 
ment may feel that a home in the coun- 
try is too isolated." 


One way to check out a prospective 


new kind of home is to talk to people like 
yourself who have made the switch, and 
see how they feel. Another is to try to 
arrange for temporary accommodations 
for a month or so, to see how you like it. 


• Is another part of the country better 


for you? Perhaps a warmer climate, es- 
pecially in the winter, sounds attractive. 
Before you move, get an idea of what the 
weather is like year-round. That spot 
that sounds so attractive in the winter 
may be unbearable in the summer. 
Also consider that you'll be moving 


away from your family and friends In 
most cases, and will have to make new 
friends. Some people like this idea, oth- 
ers don't. 


Also remember that moving to a new 


part of the country can be expensive, 
and you may not be able to afford to 
move back. While you're figuring out ex- 
penses, also find out how much it costs to 
live where you're thinking of moving. 
You may find that these costs are much 
higher than where you are now. 


If at all possible, check out a prospec- 


tive location in another part of the coun- 
try by living there temporarily at vari- 
ous times of the year. It's a lot easier to 
change your mind under these circum- 
stances than it is after you've moved for 
good. 


• Should you consider a retirement 


community? If you like living among 
people who are your age or older, that 
may be for you. When you look into re- 
tirement communities, consider such 
things as health care and overall living 
costs. 


"There are no hard and fast rules 


about retirement living that apply to ev- 
eryone," the Oak Park Federal advisor 
says. "It all depends on you, your finan- 
cial resources, and what you want out of 
retirement." 


Financial resources being Important, 


it's always good to have money on hand 
— In savings account, pension fund, or 
other investments — so that you can 
afford whatever housing choice you 
mako 


Probably the most sensible, and eco- 


nomical, way to remodel a little privacy 
into a suburban, pocketsized lot is 
through the judicious use of screens and 
fences. Well built, attractive fences not 
only pay off in right-now dividends of 
privacy, but they also increase the worth 
of your home and increase its resale val- 
ue. 


Most homeowners know that redwood 


Is completely at home In any garden set- 
ting because it is a rugged, durable ma- 
terial and the heartwood is naturally in- 
sect and decay resistant. 


Fewer know that California redwood is 


available in a variety of grades and 
prices — the lower-cost Garden Grades 
of redwood, with their rustic texture of 
knots and sap streaks, are so natural and 
organic in appearance that fences seem 
almost to have grown there. 


The ideal fence is one that unobtrusive- 


ly shields the owners from street and 
neighbors without interfering with the 
landscape design. The ideal fence — a 
redwood fence — can also be used as an 
area separator to split up patio spaces 
into use areas. 


For example, a simple redwood screen 


might be used to shield a service and 
storage area from the entertaining area 
of a patio. 


THE GARDEN Grades of redwood — 


Construction Heart, Construction, and 
Merchantible — are all that you need to 
know when ordering lumber for fencing. 
The actual construction of fences should 
follow one simple, but occasionally over- 
looked, rule: If it's white, don't put it in 
the ground. 


This means that the wood used in 


ground contact applications — posts and 
bottom rails — must be a heartwood 
grade of redwood. Heartwood grades, 
such as Construction Heart redwood, do 
not contain the llghtcolored splashes of 
sapwood that are present in other red- 
wood grades. This sapwood, while nomi- 
nally durable, does not contain the ex- 
tractives which render redwood heart- 
wood naturally insect and decay resis- 
tant. 


Do-it-yourself fence builders came Into 


their own with the advent of the gasoline- 
powered posthole digger and things 
haven't been the same since. Popularly 
priced power tools came next and the 
drudeerv of hand sawing was virtually 


eliminated. Mangled thumbs are the last 
vestige of old-fashioned fence building. 


THE D-I-Y FENCE builder should 


keep several considerations hi mind 
when planning and constructing his own 
fence: 


Check local building codes. Height and 


setback restrictions are common in 
many areas. Check codes before build- 
ing 


Confer with neighbors. In the case of • 


property line fence, it's wise to discuss 
the fence design with your neighbor. He 
might even volunteer his assistance. 


Plan the fence to last. If you live in a 


windy area the fence needs to be strong- 
er than usual. If the fence is to be built 
along a slope, you might have to plan on 
some movement of the soil into the 
fence, for unusual situations, check with 
an engineer or architect. 


Select a fence design in keeping with 


existing architecture and suitable for the 
intended purpose. If your house has hori- 
zontal siding, you'll probably not want to 
attach a diagonal fence to it. 


Paint quantity 


for exteriors 


A few simple rules of thumb will ease 


the job of calculating the paint quantity 
needed for exterior paint jobs. 


Just multiply the length of each wall 


by its height from foundation to eaves. 
Add the wall figures together to get the 
number of square feet to be covered. If 
there are gable ends, multiply the length 
of each gable by one-half its height 
(measured from the eave line to top). 


Add this figure to the wall area. Divide 


the total by the estimated paint coverage 
per gallon (listed on the paint can label) 
to find the number of gallons needed. Do 
not deduct for windows unless they mea- 
sure more than 100 square feet. 


There's also a simple formula for de- 


termining the quantity of trim enamel 
needed to cover windows. The area of 
the sash and frame of a window is gener- 
ally thirty-five feet. Multiply this figure 
by the number of windows, then divide 
the product by the estimated paint cov- 
erage figure.

largest population centers not served by 
a large "theme" amusement park — 
may soon have two of them. 


Both would have an impact on rapidly 


growing north and northwest suburbs.

bcrn Productions, the world's largest 
film animation studio; Cincmoblle Sys- 
tems Inc., supplier of on-locatlon film 
production equipment and producer of 
motion pictures; Taft Travel Agency; 
and Jack 
Rhodes Productions, dis- 


tributors of syndicated TV programs. 


Taft owns and operates the Kings Is- 


land Amusement Center near Cincinnati, 
which was opened In 1072 and enter- 
tained more than two million visitors 
during Its first season. In addition to five 
major thcmcd amusement and entertain- 
ment areas, Kings Island complex in- 
cludes a 200-room motor inn, two 18 hole 
golf courses and a 300 site campground. 


TIIE BROADCAST firm Is now com- 


pleting a merger agreement to acquire 
Cedar Point Inc., a large amusement 
park located on Lake Erie at Sandusky, 
0.. which has the largest ride capacity 
of any park in the U.S. 


Top Value, with nationwide merchan- 


dise distribution facilities for premium 
and continuity merchandise, is the sec- 
ond largest U.S. trading stamp and busi- 
ness incentive company. Its parent, the 


fastest-growing and most lucrative seg- 
ment of the leisure industry. They ac- 
count for 25 per cent of the business pro- 
duced by the nation's 1,750 amusement 
parks. 


Such developments are not without 


their problems, however. 


THE LOCAL impact of such projects is 


enormous, and frequently there is local 
concern over the negative aspects of 
such major developments. 


Marriott encountered strong opposition 


to its Lake County project, and Taft is 
certain to find some resistance to its 
plan for Kane County. Local residents 
express concern for the possible strain 
on basic community services and alter- 
ing of the community's "character." 


Park promoters discount such worries, 


however. Taft officials point to the ex- 
ample of Kings Island, where local fears 
of crime and traffic problems have not 
materialized. 


And they are quick to emphasize the 


local benefits — new construction, new 
jobs, population growth, higher property 
values, and expanded sources of tax rev- 
enue. 


Both Marriott and Taft said they chose 


Chicago for their projects because it rep- 
resents virtually an untapped market po- 
tential. 


Since the closing of Riverview Park 


several years ago, the burden of family 
entertainment has fallen on kiddielands, 
miniature golf courses, and a scattering 
of smaller "theme" parks such as San- 
ta's Village in Dundee and Adventure 
Land in Addison. 


THE ROYAL FOUNTAIN and Eiffel Tower replica high- 
light International Street, part of the giant new Kings 
Island amusement center near Cincinnati. An 800-acre 


"theme" park similar in concept to Kings Island has 
been proposed for a sit* northwest of Elgin. 


Kroger Co., is the nation's third largest 
food retailer. 


Family Leisure Centers is currently 


building Kings Dominion, a large family 
recreation center north of Richmond, Va. 
This park and the one proposed for the 
Chicago area is similar in concept to 
Tnft's Kings Island center in Cincinnati. 


FINAL DECISION on the Kane County 


proposal will be made after completion 
of a feasibility study now under way. If 
developed, the park will serve primarily 
the area of southern Wisconsin, northern 
Illinois and northwest Indiana. 


The Marriott and Taft projects are ex 


tensions of the new one-theme family 
centers which have been spawned by the 
phenomenal success of Disneyland in 
California, Disney World in Florida, and 


the Six Flags centers in Texas, Georgia 
and Missouri.

He 
puts his conversation on "hold" by de- 
pressing and releasing the hang-up de- 
vice, speaks to his visitor, activates the 
door-opening device and returns to the 
interrupted call.

These are cres- 
cent shaped plastic components that are 
attached to leads on the ends of the cab- 
les to be connected. They are designed so 
that one can readily plug in to the other 
for easy attachment. The concept allows 
connectors to bo assembled on the cable 
before running It through small openings. 
After assembly, with the mating con- 
nector, the diameter of the connection is 
approximately the same size as the 
cable.

Extra blood sugar will spill into urine 


Dear Dr. Lamb — Last year I had a 


glucose tolerance test and It read 135. 
My doctor said this was still In the nor- 
mal range and did nothing more about It. 


This year he sent mo for a three-hour 


glucose tolerance test and sold the test 
won normal, but I did spill some sugar. I 
also asked 1! I should watch my sugar 
Intake and he said no. 


I would like to know If I am considered 


a prcdlabctlc and If so should I watch 
my intake of sugar and starches. 


Also If one Is a prcdlabctlc and watch- 


es his intake of sugar and starches can 


ho prevent the disease from ever happen- 
ing? 


Please explain lo your column. There 


are many people In the dark about this 
disease. 


P.S. Please explain low tolerance to 


sugar. 


Dear Reader — When the blood sugar 


level reaches about 170, sugar begins to 
spill out in the urine. This is nature's 
way of enabling the kidney to eliminate 
excess amounts of chemicals in the 
blood.

People 65 and older who haven't al- 


ready signed up for the medical insur- 
ance part of Medicare have through 
April 2 to enroll at any social security 
office, according to Norman R. Thoro- 
scn, manager of the Arlington Heights 
social security office. 


Medical insurance helps pay doctor 


bills and other medical expenses. It b 
the voluntary part of Medicare, funded 
by individual premiums and general rev- 
enues from the Federal Government. 
Tho baste premium is $5.80 a month 
through June, 1973. It will be increased 
to $0.30 a month, starting July 1,1973. 


"You have seven months to sign up for 


tho medical insurance part of Medicare 
the first time," Mr. Thorcsen sold. "You 
can apply in the three months before you 
arc 65, the month you become 65, or the 
three months thereafter. But you must 
apply during the three-month period be- 
fore you're 65 to have protection begin- 
ning the month you become 65. Other- 
wise, your protection will begin with a 
later month. 


"After your first signup period ends," 


Mr. Thorcsen said, "you can sign up only 
during a general enrollment period, the 
first three months of every year. If you 
delay signing up for more than a year, 


however, you pay a higher premium." 


TIIIS YEAR'S general enrollment peri- 


od has been extended through Monday, 
April 2, because March 31 falls on Satur- 
day. 


"Previously," Mr. Thoresen said, "you 


had to sign up in an enrollment period 
that began within three years after you 
became eligible for medical insurance or 
within three years after your protection 
stopped because you cancelled. The 
three-year deadline was eliminated by 
the 1972 amendments to the social secur- 
ity law. 


"If you cancel your medical insurance, 


you can rcenroll only once," he said. 


Nine out of 10 people 65 and over are 


enrolled in the medical insurance part of 
Medicare. Last year, the medical insur- 
ance program paid over $2 billion in 
benefits on behalf of more than 10.5 mil- 
lion people. 


The medical insurance part of Medi- 


care supplements the Medicare hospital 
insurance program which helps pay for 
hospital bills and certain post hospital 
expenses. 


Medicare is administered by the Social 


Security Administration of the U. S. De- 
partment of Health, Education and Wel- 
fare. 


sumlng limited amounts of sweets will 
not have a rise of blood sugar much 
above this level but almost all normal 
people who consume a large 'amount of 
sweets, as would occur with drinking the 
glucose water for a test, will have the 
blood level rise to about this level or 
slighty above. 


During this Interval sugar will be 


spilled into the urine. It does not mean 
that the person has diabetes. It only 
means that they have rapidly absorbed 
enough sugar from the Intestinal tract to 
cause a sudden sharp rise in the level of 
blood sugar. Other than on these occa- 
sions there will be no sugar in the urine. 
Such individuals are not classified as 
predlabetics. 


A diabetic not only has a sharp rise in 


the blood sugar level but it stays high for 
a longer period of time than occurs in 
normal people. A prediabetic may have 
borderline blood sugar levels. This 
means the response to the test wasn't 
sufficiently high to be classified as dia- 
betic but it wasn't sufficiently low as to 
be considered entirely normal. Some 
variations on the test use additional 
chemical stress medicine in an effort to 
bring out a tendency to diabetes. 


ANYONE who Is truly classified as a 


prediabetic or a borderline diabetic 
should pay some attention to his diet. 
High on this list is controlling body 
weight by eliminating any evidence of 
excess fat from the body whatsoever. 


Usually attention to weight control is 


adequate to delay or prevent the devel- 
opment, of full-blown diabetes in a large 
number of these individuals. 


Let me say again that the fact that 


sugar was found in the urine on a glu- 
cose tolerance test by itself does not 
mean that you are a diabetic, a pre- 
diabetic or a borderline diabetic. It only 
means that you are normal and that the 
blood sugar level momentarily exceeded 
the threshold of the kidney's* filtering 
mechanism,

placed children are all part of the alco- 
holic toll. 


So Is an annual loss of $15 billion to our 


economy. Of this, $10 billion is due to lost 
work; $2 billion to health and welfare 
services and $3 billion to property dam- 
age, medical expenses and other over- 
head. 


Alcohol is a killer. If it doesn't get you 


as one of Its 25,000 au'.omoblle deaths or 
Its 800,000 auto crashes it may prod you 
into severe depression, suicide, cirrhosis 
of the liver or mouth and/or throat can- 
cer. Over-all, the alcoholic takes 10 to 12 
years off his life as compared to the life 
expectancy rate of a non-alcoholic. 


THERE IS a popular linage of the al- 


coholic person as a skid row derelict but 
this group actually comprises only about 
five per cent of the total number. There 
are alcoholics in responsible positions in 
business, government, education, the 
clergy and of course, in the home be- 
cause there are alcoholic parents. In 
fact, fifty-one per cent of all alcoholics 
come from families where one or both 
parents were alcoholics. 


Alcoholism is a consequence of a com- 


plex Interaction of biological, psy- 
chological and sociological factors. It is a 
disease. It is widespread and It is treat- 
able.

ALL IlRANCH offices arc closed for 


the summer months, and the central of- 
fice will be staffed by a secretary only 
during this time. 


Other business of the bureau was the 


honoring of two volunteers of the month, 
Buck Warren and Dorothy Goldberg. 


Warren, known as the 'O'Harc Poet,' 


employed by United Air Lines as a me- 
chanic, has been n very active volunteer 
within the school districts with his pre- 
sentation of poetry in classrooms and as- 
sembly halls. Pat KImball, Branch Di- 


rector of the Mount Prospect Branch Of- 
fice, presented Mr. Warren to the 
Board for his award. 


MRS. GOLDBERG, a grandmother 


who lives in the Lincoln School area in 
Palatine, was presented to the board by 
Helen Gustafson, branch director of the 
Palatine-Rolling Meadows branch office, 
who commented on her quality services 
in tutoring at Lincoln School In addition 
to other services. Mrs. Goldberg has no 
children In the school system and states, 
"my experience In Lincoln School with 
the children Is very satisfying to me. I 
really love It." 


Jean Black, paid staff specializing In 


the resource file which catalogued com- 
munity human resources available for 
enrichment programs and career presen- 
tations, presented a report on her assign- 
ment on updating and expanding the re- 
source file. 


Sandy Hebron, employed at the Arling- 


ton Heights branch office since January, 
also reported on her assignment. Mrs.

Canadian commemorative to honor Prince Edward Island's entry 


Tho Canada Post Office will mark (lie 


100th anniversary of Prince Edward Is- 
land's entry Into confederation with (he 
release of an 8-cent stamp on June 22. 


The seventh province to enter the con- 


federation. Prince Edward Island Is a 
crescent-shaped island of 2,184 iquoro 
miles lying In the Gulf of St. Lawrence 
and separated from the mainland by 
Northumberland Strait. 


Agriculture Is the base of the economy 


on the Island which became a British 
possession under the Treaty of Paris In 
1763 and was placed under the jurisdic- 
tion of Nova Scotia. In 1769 it was de- 
tached from Nova Scotia and given an 
independent administration. During this 
period of British rule, the bland was 
known as St. John's. In 1799 It was re- 
named Prince Edward In honor of the 


Pflncn Edwtrd tehmd 
thfOg-f>i!rtc«.&iou«f(l 


Duke of Kent, father of Queen Victoria. 


THE COMMEMORATIVE stamp was 


designed by Anthony Mann of Halifax, 
Nova Scotia and is being printed in a 
quantity of 24,000,000 by the British 
American Bank Note Company of Ot- 
tawa. 


Marginal Inscriptions, Including the de- 


signer's name, appear on the four cor- 
ners of each pane of 50 stamps. The en- 
tire production will bear the "General 
(Ottawa) Tagging." 


Collectors desiring first day cancella- 


tions of the commemorative 8-cent 
Prince Edward Island stamp should ad- 
dress their requests to "First Day Cover 
Service, Canada Post Office, Ottawa, On- 
tario K1A DBS." Be sure to enclose the 
proper remittance (In Canadian funds) 
which is the cost of the stamps to be 
affixed plus a 5-cent service charge for 
each cover requested. If the value of the 
stamps to be affixed is 16 cents or more, 
the service charge does not apply. 
* * * 


THE CANADA Post Office has an- 


nounced that a special Royal Train can- 
cellation will be available to collectors 


when Queen Elizabeth II and the Duke of 
Edinburgh tour several southern Ontario 
communities by rail on June 27 and 28. 


During the 1937 Royal Visit, collectors 


were able to obtain a special Royal Train 
cancellation. However, on the 1951 tour, 
the post office accepted and canceled 
mail on board the Royal Train only for 
those people actually on the train. 


The Royal Train cancellation will be 


applied to all covers by hand with the 
postmark dated June 28,1973. There will 
be a service charge of 25 cents per cover 
for this special cancellation, in addition 
to the 8-cent Canadian postage required 
on each cover being serviced. 


For customers living outside Canada, 


the post office will affix the current 
8-cent. definitive (Queen Elizabeth) 
stamp to each cover provided the post- 
age value is included In the customer's 
remittance. 


Collectors should send their self- 


addressed envelopes, under cover, to 
"Royal Train, c/o Station Manager, 
Postal Station 'A', 17 Front Street West, 
Toronto, Ont., M5W 1AO." 


All remittances must be in Canadian 


funds In check or money order payable 
to the Receiver General for Canada.

Altered-mint letter coins circulating 


The Counterfeit and Unauthorized Coin 


section of the "Encyclopedia of U.S. 
Coins" docs not show the 1913 Barber- 
head dime with a laid on mint letter "S" 
which raises its value from $28 to about 
$196 In uncirculated condition. This Is 
certainly not a new attempt at creating a 
phoney 191.1-S dime, but It Is one of the 
few times more than one specimen has 
been found at one time In two or three 
different collections. 


Uncirculated 1913 Barber-head dimes 


are available for the asking at anything 
from $13 to $18, although the Red Book 
shows a top value of $25. By skillfully 
applying the mint letter "S" for San 
Francisco, the selling price Is Imme- 
diately Increased to $190 for an average 
uncirculated specimen, or $225, for a 
more perfect specimen. 


WITH TODAY'S technical know-how, 


such alterations arc beginning to pop up 
all over the country and In quantities 
that stagger the imagination. For that 
reason, any purchase of a high-value 
coin strictly because of a mint mark 
should bo supported by all of the certifi- 
cation possible. 


Please do not accept the word of the 


dealer without some evidence that his 
word Is based on recognized expertise In 
the field of altered and counterfeit coin- 
age. 


Oddly enough, few dealers and still 


fewer collectors are experienced In de- 
tecting "fakes." True. I hey are begin- 
ning to learn, but their learning should 
not be at the customer's expense. There 
are authentication services available for 
a fee determined on a percentage of the 
market value of the coin In question. And 
most dealers will cither send the coin to 
one of these service centers at the 
request of tho buyer, or provide the buy- 
er with the address and proper proce- 
dure for submitting a coin for veri- 
fication. 


HOWEVER, anyone with a copy of the 


second printing, revised edition of the 
"Encyclopedia of U.S. Coins." will be 
able to detect most fakes and forgeries, 
and some of the more obvious altera- 
tions, after studying Chapter IX, "Count- 
erfeit and Unauthorized Coins," and 
Chapter XI. "Verification Tests." After 
which, of course, It would be advisable to 
have someone double-check your findings 
until you are absolutely sure each step 
has been executed correctly. Counter- 
feiters hove been known to bo taken In 
by their own "fakcry" and If an altera- 
tion is done well. It may be extremely 
difficult for oven an export to detect. 


Bicentennial Coinage 


The way things arc going, our 200th 


birthday may well go. by without so 
much as a by-your-leave. The American 
Revolution Bicentennial Committee ap- 
pointed by the President has accom- 
plished absolutely nothing to date, and as 
a result the entire committee is being 
replaced by an "Administration" to be 
headed by an "Administrator" appointed 
by the President with consent of the Sen- 
ate. 


The new administrator will serve at 


the pleasure of the President with a sala- 
ry fixed at level III of the Executive 


Schedule. He will have one deputy and a 
five-member staff all on payroll, but they 
will have to work closely with a 25-mem- 
ber "Advisory Board," also appointed by 
the President but compensated only for 
travel and per diem expenses.

Most of 
us wouldn't object to using one less gal- 
lon of gasoline per week, as Interior Sec- 
retary Morton has recommended. 


The thing that makes us balk Is the 


realization that if we voluntarily give up 
one gallon a week, your cousin Fermus, 
and thousands like him, will start using 
an extra gallon. How then can gasoline 
be conserved? 


To anyone who studies the situation 


carefully there is but one answer — the 
draft. If the government can't get enough 
people to volunteer for gasoline con- 
servation, it will have to draft them. 


WHAT I HAVE in mind is a Selective 


Suffering System. 


Computations would be made to deter- 


mine how many motorists would have to 
be deprived of gas in order for the rest 
of us to have enough to go around. 


Then wo would all put our driver's li- 


censes in a flshbowl. Those whose num- 
bers were drawn would be barred from 
buying gas when they drove into a ser- 
vice station. 


They could still get their windshields 


cleaned and use the rest rooms. 


ADMITTEDLY, the system Isn't per- 


fect. Many motorists with low draft num- 
bers probably would move to Canada. 
But exemptions and deferments could be 
granted In certain cases. 


If, for example, you had religious 


scruples against riding a bus you would 
be reclasslfled as a "conscientious com- 
muter." Which would make you eligible 
to join a car pool.

Filion boasts remarkable record 


DRIVING FORCE

WESTBURY, N. Y. - To the high roll- 


en who can look right down on the finish 
line of Roosevelt Raceway from behind 
plate glaM, while caressing their filet 
mlgnon, he Is sometimes called "Oy 
vay." 


That'« Yiddish for "ouch, It hurts." 
The true Gallic pronunciation Is "cr- 


VAY." That's for Hcrve Filion, the 
world's highest paid athlete. 


More often than not he absorbs the 


cost of their filet, and then some, so the 
"Oy vay" is the same as "Them Bums" 
was to Brooklyn. An endearment. 


Horve Filion at the ago of 33 has won 


more than 4,000 races, the highest total 
In the history of harness tracks in the 
Western Hemisphere, for purses which 
have already exceeded $10 million! 


Last year, his bustllngcsl yet. he went 


to the post 2,663 times, led the field at 
the finishing pole 60S times, collecting 
S3.473.263 — of which It's safe to say he 
banked more than half, since he alia 
owned the winning horse 60 per cent of 
the time. All these figures are nll-llmc 
U.S. Trotting Association records. 


It's fcarsomo just to contemplate what 


kind of frenetic schedule Herve must 


have led, and is still leading, to compile 
those kinds of figures. At Aurora Downs, 
just outside Chicago, for Instance, he 
handled the sulky reins In 20 races In one 
day! Afternoon and night. 


He has raced on three different tracks 


In different states and even In different 
countries (the U.S. and Canada) the 
same day! 


What makes Hervc, who never got be- 


yond the fifth grade, run? 


A crafty, poor French Canadian kid's 


genuine hunger for money and security. 
Beyond that, .a curiously provoked 
psyche. 


For that you have to explore with him 


(lie Filion origins in a little, remote Que- 
bec farming community, Angers. 


"We had workhorses and road horses," 


he says, "because'we didn't have a car. 
In those days my father would do any- 
thing to make a buck, to raise 10 kids — 
eight boys and two girls. When I was 
born, he left to go to work in the woods 
with three horses for three months, as a 
lumberjack.' 


"My father started racing as a hobby, 


on Sunday. Back In 1949 when I was nine 
years old, lie bought his first horse for 
S300.

His future life was committed but with 


a special mission. Papa Filion, who had 
increased his own stable to five horses, 
had blackened the family name. 


"He had a' horse which was a six-year- 


old and he changed the name and put 
him as a three-year-old," recounts Herve 
frankly. "He put a ringer in. He got 
, caught after four months and he was out- 
lawed for 10 years. It reflect on all the 
kids. You come into the track and they 
mention the name of Filion — t'ief or 
something like that — around Quebec 
and Montreal. 


"So I said to myself, I like to push 


myself, be real successful in 'arness rac- 
ing so they'll remember the name of Fl- 
llon as long as there's 'arness racing. 
That was my drive." 


In 1961, at the age of 21, he carried his 


campaign south across the border, to 
Vcrnon Downs, N.Y. All he could say in 


English was yes and no. (Later he mar- 
ried an English-speaking girl, Barbara, 
from Toronto, and now he can express 
himself volubly, with a quaint French- 
Canadian accent.) 


"I was making 10,12 t'ousand a year," 


he remembers, "and I was dreaming — 
for a kid who quit school in the fifth 
grade and had no education. I was the 
only t'ing I could do. 


"I never dreamed one day I'd win over 


$100,000 a year. I never fought about 
that. I tell you somet'ing — back in 1964 
I had ten t'ousand in the bank and I 
owned t'rree horses.

The Filion fortune today, barely a dec- 


ade later, encompasses Capital Hill 
Farm, which is valued at over a million 
dollars and includes 128 race horses. He 
owns a 46-acre farm In LaChute, Quebec, 
and plans to buy a big spread in New 
Jersey to house his racing stock. He also 
has a mod wardrobe, a big limousine, a 
$400 hairpiece and a growing family of 
three children to which he hustles home 
after the last race each night. 


And the Filion name after all of this? 
"It means the biggest thing in 'arness 


racing, in Quebec. I was named Cana- 
dian at'Iete of the year free times. 
Trudeau gave me the Lou Marsh trophy 
in '69. That puts me with people like Bob- 
by Orr, Phil Esposito and Gordle 'owe."

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'Murph' Mayberry belongs 
with big names in racing

M O N T E R E Y , Calif. - William 


"Murph" Mayberry is an even-tempered 
40-year-old man who makes his living 
tinkering with cars. 


Not your normal everyday Mustangs, 


Chargers and Gremlins but cars that 
cost upwards of $30,000 and travel In ex- 
cess of 180 m.p.h. 


Mayberry is a racing mechanic — cur- 


rently the chief mechanic for Hognn Rac- 
ing Limited. He has been involved with 
automobile racing for 20 years, working 
with some of the biggest names in the 
sport, among them Jackie Stewart, A. J. 
Foyt and Al Uiucr. 


Mnyhcrry. of course, is hardly a house- 


hold word — even among racing aficion- 
ados — but most of the professionals In 
the snort consider him one of the two or 


three best, If not the best, mechanic In 
racing. 


Mayberry's main concerns at present 


arc two Lola T330's. 


Both cars arc basically the same — 


open-cockpit, single-seat, open-wheeled 
racers similar to the type that race In 
Uic Indianapolis 500, except that the en- 
gines ore smaller. But the two drivers in 
the Hogan team — David Hobbs and 
Brett Lunger — have different person- 
alities and different driving styles, and 
most of Mayberry's time is spent tailor- 
ing each car to meet each driver's indi- 
vidual specifications. 


"When most people think about racing 


mechanics, they think about pit stops," 
Mayberry said recently. "But only a 
very small part of our over-all job takes 
place in the pits during the race. There 
are no pit stops as such in Formula 5000

racing. Technically our job is over as 
soon as the race begins, and starts up 
again as soon as the race ends." 


Like many mechanics in auto racing 


today, Mayberry once entertained no- 
tions of becoming a driver and for 
awhile, in the mid 1950s, raced his own 
Porsche Spyder at some of the major 
tracks around the country. "I gave up 
driving," he said, "because too many of 
the people I knew were getting banged 
up and because I never liked racing in 
the rain. I don't regret it. I accept the 
fact that the driver is the star but I get a 
tremendous kick out of getting the car 
ready." 


According to Mayberry, who estimates 


that his own personal tool "kit" Is worth 
$15,000, the most Important quality a 
man can bring to the mechanical side of < 
racing is desire. 


"It's not how much you know that 


makes you a good mechanic," he says. 
"It's how much you care. You're con- 
stantly checking details. There is simply 
no room for oversights or mistakes. Any- 
thing that can go wrong with a regular 
car can go wrong with a racing car, ex- 
cept that if it happens during a race, 
when the car is going 175 miles an hour, 
you're In for trouble." 


Mayberry adds that the glamorous Im- 


age often projected by auto racing — the 
parties, the prelty girls — rarely, If ever, 
filters down to the mechanics. 


"We just don't have the time to play 


when we're In a series," he says. "If 
we're not actually racing, we're testing 
— constantly trying to shave seconds, 
constantly working to eke out every 
ounce of fuel. Then there's always the 
chance of the unexpected — a crash or a 
blown out engine. 


"I can remember weekends when 


we've worked 30 hours straight trying to 
get a damaged car back in shape for a 
race. That's the sort of drama the gener- 
al public never sees — the long distance 
calls, the scrambling around for parts. 
But it goes on at most races." 


Mayberry and the other four members 


of his crew (one of whom is Carl Hogan 
Jr.) travel from place to place in a huge 
van that houses both cars, as well as a 
veritable warehouse of spare parts and 
tools. He cannot estimate the number of 
motels he has slept in or the roadside 
dinners he has eaten in. His "home" is in 
Lime Rock, Conn., where Hogan Racing 
has its headquarters but from February 
to early fall, he's on the road. He was 
married once, but only for two months. 
"It just didn't work out," he shrugs. 


To Mayberry, who was raised In a 


Philadelphia orphanage, it is the "team" 
aspect of racing that appeals to him as 
much as anything else about the sport. 


"Until I got Into racing," he says, "I 


never really understood what it meant to 
belong to something, to feel part of a 
small group. A racing team like ours is 
probably closer than most families. The 
only way we can. work together is to 
have absolute confidence and trust in 
each other. I don't think there's another 
sport where you find this ctosensss."

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Climbing the eternal mountain

She Is a tall, very slender young wom- 


an with long brown hair and wide green 
eyes. Her fragile looks deceived me at 
first for I soon learned she had tcnsllo 
strength and an unbounded determina- 
tion. 


She was my neighbor for a short time, 


ami now, because I was caught up In her 
magic, she Is my friend for life. Our 
families used to take early spring walks, 
and she would pause every step or so to 
marvel at this rue anemone and that 
saw-tooth violet. She loves nature, wheth- 
er It Is gentle or harsh. 


She planted a primrose path in her 


garden and her life is a continual search 
lot Shangri-La. 


When she first told me about her lovo 


for mountains, I was puzzled by her pas- 
sion. But her eyes would grow very large 
and their color would pale, and I almost 
Imagined I could see rainbows reflected 
in them. 


.She hnd already climbed Mount Kenya, 


Mount Kilimanjaro and the Ruwcnznri 
when I met her. She showed me slides of 
(he climb In the Ugandan Mountains of 
the Moon and described the pre-dawn 
struggle to reach the perpetually cloud- 
covered summit. At the peak, miracu- 
lously, the mists rolled back and the 
Mountains of the Moon gifted her with 
one- of their three clear days of the year. 
It was, to her, a small taite of Shangri- 
La. 


Her dream was to climb In the Hima- 


layas. The trip took careful planning for 
she was determined to Include, not only 
her husband, but their two teen-age chil- 
dren. Two years of charting went into 
t h e i r treasured expedition half-way 
around the world. They went under the 
auspices of a California group called 
Mountain Travel. 


There were IS climbers who met In 


Srlnagar. Kashmir, and began the month 
of climbing that was to climax with the 
10,000-foot peak, Haramukh. Led by 
Jules Elchorn, they set forth on ground 
that was never level and made almost 
Impassable by tho mud churned up by 
the monsoon*. 


Their Kclty packs were engineered for 


weight distribution because they were 
negotiating 14.000-foot passes dally. The 
backpacks were portable survival kits 
since tho climbers trekked in pairs, or 
alone. And somehow, they found eocR 
other at the campsite as each day ended. 


Parkas and arctic gear were peeled 


away If the day was warm. Ponchos pro- 
tected them from the unseasonable mon- 
soons. They washed in cold mountain 
streams: drank the water, purifying It 
with halazonc. They scrubbed their 
clothes on the rocks, wrung them out and 
nut them on wet, to dry by body heat In 
»'ie tent at night. There were only'three 
dry days on the month's trip. 


The guide trained them for Haramukh 


with glacier climbing. My friend learned 
ollssading, travcrslon and cutting steps. 
And she practiced. You know she prac- 
ticed because she was so close to her 


The pnrty mndc Mends with the hen- 


na-boarded nomads whose trails they fol- 
lowed, giving tho men aspirin and bal- 
loons when their paths crossed. 


And. finally they came to Haramukh. 
"I loved her Immediately," my friend 


told me. "1 had never seen any pictures 
of her hut she was far more beautiful 
nnd gentle than I had Imagined. I knew I 
linit never In my life been In better physl* 
c.iI shape and the mountain was smiling. 
!• wnn n moment of great Joy." 


But she didn't climb her mountain. Ill- 


ness had plagued tho camp and tho lead- 
er was stricken tho day of the climb. It 
wns canceled. 


"Emotionally I had prepared myself 


for many things," she recalled. "I had 
accepted the possibility of monsoon or 
wind or hall; that wo might be injured or 
even killed. But I had never considered 
that under a clear sky and in perfect 
health and strength I would never get a

chance to try." 


Shn begeed her family to allow her an 


hour on the montaln alone. "And I 
climbed.

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UOP boss rode gusher from 
to executive suite 


by JAMES VESELY 


Tlio year was 1931 and America 


seemed to have made a big bellyflop into 
misery. 


There were men walking the land who 


were tough enough — and hungry enough 
— to chew sand and spit glass. 


It was rough all over but nowhere was 


it rougher than in the town of Kilgorc, 
Tex., where a convention of sinners and 
snake charmers assembled to cash In on 
the biggest oil boom In modern times. 


Oil was being pumped out of the cast 


Texas dirt. And the boom was putting 


juice back into the country's economy. 


It was a time and a place chosen by 


history to make uncommon men into gi- 
ants. In the oil industry, God licked His 
thumb and made a mark by 1931 so it 
would be remembered. 


It was the same year that John Logan, 


now a $140,000-a-year executive of global 
Universal Oil Products, walked out of 
Shurtieff College in southern Illinois with 
a degree in chemistry and mathematics. 


WHEN JOHN LOGAN Joined the Oiin 


Mntheson Co. to begin a 35-year career 
in corporate life, they were shooting each 


other over oil in Kilgore, Tex. 


So swift is a man's lifetime that John 


Logan can now sit in an exquisite office 
at Universal Oil Products headquarters 
in Des Plalnes and administer the giant 
petrochemical company white men who 
poked the first holes in Texas still 
rumble In their old age. 


You can measure America over the 


last 40 years in many ways, but one way 
is this: John Logan of UOP left college 
the same year a Texas Ranger named 
Lone Wolf Gonzaullas rode his black 
horse into Kilgore to sweep the streets

clean of trouble. In that span of 40 years, 
the power-brokers of the petroleum in- 
dustry have moved from tin' shacks In 
east Texas to executive suites and they 
have changed from tough hombres to 
corporate specialists. 


PETROCHEMICAL corporations are 


so diversified and so complex it is no 
longer enough just to pour crude oil into 
a refinery. For John Logan, oilis not a 
ten-gallon hat and alkali chaparrals. Oil 
is the lubricant to weave a corporate en- 
tity as Intricate as a cat's cradle spun on 
the fingers of a magician. 


The corporate entity is Universal Oil 


Products of Des Plalnes and the world. 
At age 63, Logan is president and chief 
executive officer of the giant $500 mil- 
lion-a-year firm. He took the top job just 
last year after the company's patriarch, 
Pete Venema, stepped down after a life- 
time with UOP. 


Logan's aim is to seize new markets 


with devices to clean up the environ- 
ment, and to look worldwide for new 
places to process oil and gas as it is 
pumped from the earth. 


Asia, Europe, Canada, South America 


are his hunting grounds as well as the 
underside of your car where soon a UOP 
converter may be installed to clean up 
gasoline emissions. 


As Logan puts it, the romance of the 


oil industry is now in big stakes with the 
world as the marketplace. Big stakes 
played with big cards against the top 
dealers in the world. And if you mis- 
calculate, the bumps can be hard. 


UOP WENT through a crisis beginning 


in 1969 when its large refinery under con- 
struction in Quebec ran into serious con- 
struction difficulties. Then a division of 
the company ran into trouble fulfilling a 
contract to build galleys for the new DC- 
10 jumbo jets. 


In 1968 earnings per share were $1.95, 


in 1969 earnings dropped to $1.29 and 
then an all-time low of 46-cents a share. 


To Logan, that's all behind him. "We 


are a stronger, more competitive com- 
pany than ever before," he maintains. 
"We are on the brink of enormous op- 
portunities." 


The target for those opportunities Is 


the American automobile. UOP is one of 
the few companies with the resources 
and technology to maybe, just maybe, 
bring a reduction in auto pollution. Lo- 
gan's corporation has the catalytic con- 
verter, a device which can be put under 
your car to make its fumes harmless, or 
nearly so. 


Think of the number of cars sold, think 


of the millions of cars which may have to 
be equipped with such a device. Not only 
would it be good for the air we breathe, 
it would solve a major technical barrier 
to the continued production of the inter- 
nal combustion engine. It is big enough 
to make the old veterans of the Kilgore 
011 boom seem like day-labor pipefitters. 


LOGAN IS THE man who is putting 


this corporate dream together. If he can 
pull It off - and it still is an If - UOP 
will be in better shape than ever. From 
its modern corporate headquarters in 
Des Plaines, the company could be the 
instrument for a clean, efficient automo- 
bile. Already a contract with Chrysler 
has been signed. Logan was in Japan 
last month for serious talks with Japa- 
nese auto manufacturers who also need 
the pollution-killer catalyst. 


So in the end, maybe the stakes and 


the romance are greater now than ever. 
Logan said the petrochemical industry is 
no longer solely the home of the great 
Individualists of industry. 


"It's so complicated now that a single 


man can't run the whole thing," Logan 
said. Years ago, a lone man could do it. 
Men with names like Carbon Petroleum 
Dubbs, for example, who got UOP start- 
ed at the turn of the century with the 
first refinery patents. 


OR MEN LIKE Dr. Gustav Egloff of 


UOP, who was called "Gasoline Gus" be- 
caused he lived for the stuff. 


No, it isn't what it used to be. Lone 


Wolf Gonzaullas, C. P. Dubbs and Gaso- 
line Gus are gone. They don't allow oil to 
come roaring out of the ground in a 
gusher anymore; too expensive. And 
men don't go gunning for each other ex- 
cept with proxies across a board table.

"I remember being in the chemical industry during World 


War II as a unique thing. We were all in the war together. We 
could do anything. We worked night and day and through it 
all there was a sense of participation in something enormous. 
I sense none of that now. The war on pollution? The spirit is 
not there. We are not together as we used to be, and I mean 
all of us."

"The oil from the (Alaskan) pipeline should be made avail- 


able to us. There's an environmental question there which I 
can't really comment on as an expert, but I know this, that 
oil can be used down here and it should be brought here." 


"A person who drives a Cadillac is not going to go out and 


buy a car with a Wankel engine to cut down on pollution. It 
just won't happen, or at least not quickly enough to have an 
effect. The answer is in the technology to make the Cadillac a 
clean car to drive. I just don't believe the day of the internal 
combustion engine is almost over."

"I think it helps to be a generalist if you want to be a 


corporate president. It's no good to specialize too much in 
just one part of the industry, although you have to be expert 
enough in all fields to do the job. For a while corporations 
were run by the founders, then the age of legalists —the 
lawyers — came, then financialists. I think a person with 
wide business experience is still better off."

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Pleasure craft thefts sour 
Psst... wanna buy a hot boat?

NEW YORK - "Pswt. Hey buddy, 


wanna buy a hot boat." 


Even crooks arc suffering inflation. 


Once they restricted themselves to being 
reefer entrepreneurs, or watch mer- 
chants. (Thoro was ono character on 
Maxwell Street In Chicago who took you 
aside and surreptitiously showed you the 
"hot" watch on his wrist. If you didn't 
like that ono ho kept raising his sleeve 
and showing you watches all the way up 
his arm. Most people left when he picked 
uphispantelcg.) 


Out pilfered boats arc now In vogue, 


like eye patches. And the boats arc sell- 
ing like hot cakes. You can probably pick 
ono up from the guy sitting next to you 
at your local bar. In fact, It might even 
be your boat. 


It seems that boat owners (whose num- 


ber In America has risen to nearly nine 
million) are some of the most dis- 
enfranchised people In this country, com- 
ing up hard on orange pickers. You'd not 
think this right off, since the impression 
of a boat owner In the public eye is ono 
of an Aristotle Onassls. 


BUT STATE GOVERNMENTS are 


relatively cavalier about protecting boat 
owners, It seems. There arc no uniform 
title and registration laws in the stales. 
And it might be tough to prove that a 
stolen boat is yours. Also, in many states 
it Is a felony to alter the serial number 
of an automobile but only a mis- 
demeanor to do the some thing to a boat. 


So modern pirates face lighter penal- 


ties than their atitothlcving brothers. All 
tho more reason to hijack a boat. 


From 1969 through 1071 (then period 


boat thefts In the United States have 
quadrupled, from 2,000 to 8,000 accord- 
Ing to Carl S. Clcbon, director of marine 
services for State Farm Fire and Cas- 
ualty Company. It Is estimated that in 
1071 $50 million worth of pleasure craft 
were purloined. 


Rarely, though, arc boats stolen where 


they should be stolen, in the brine. Oh 
yos, sometimes some fair-shooting 
thieves will push off in a dinghy by the 
light of tho moon and moke off with a 
boat. Mostly, though, the boatliftcr will 
work In your own backyard, or garage, 
driveway, or apartment parking lot. 


Something should be said about the 


boat owners themselves, this hardy 
breed of logoon-farcrs who suffer under 
a bum rich-man's image. 


THE TYPICAL U.S. weekend sailor, 


•aid Clchon, is the man who scrimps and 
saves to buy a $3,000 to $7,500 inboard- 
outboard runabout. Nothing spectacular, 
except to tho owner. He doesn't even 
have to live next to a water hole. (Ari- 
zona, for example, has the largest per 
capita boat ownership in U.S.) Often, he 
puts his boat on a trailer and drives SO to 
100 miles to a lake for the weekend. 


He begins to manicure, wash, scrape, 


paint, varnish and In general diddle with 
his boat in February, Imagining the 
smell of salt above the slush. 


He is in love with his boat and spends 


four hours fooling around with It for ev- 
ery hour It Is harbor-bound. He is a ro- 
mantic. Tho boat is his escape. Out there 
on that pond ho can be Captain Kldd or 
Lord Nelson or John Mascflcld's hero 
who said, "I must go down to the sea 
again, /To the lonely sea and sky /And 
all I ask Is a tall ship /And a star to 
steer her by..." 


Ho can bo the Master of his Fate, the 


Captain of his Ship — even though his 
wifo Is the first mate and his kids are the 
crow.

park your car at home, keep boat and 
trailer in garage or fenced area that can 
be locked; never park a rig on the 
street; a case-hardened steel rod or 
chain that passes through both trailer 
and wheels and is secured by a case- 
hardened steel lock also is helpful. 


If parked on water use a steel ball 


and cable to lock boat to dock; extra- 
sensitive mats may be used to set off an 
alarm; alarms come in various types, 
the most sophisticated are connected to 
wires. When a robber trips over it the 
alarm screams. "Help, police!" Another 
says, "Get off me or I will self-destruct 
in 10 seconds." 


Such devices, it is said, are the reason 


that in the last few years the number of 
boatnaper drownings has quadrupled.

Clever ways with meatless meals

Trimming the food budget for a meat 


and potatoes man (or woman) is a chal- 
lenging assignment. Substitutes such as 
cassorolo melange and tomato surprise 
ore apt to elicit groans and possibly 
downright rebellion in the ranks. But, 
cleverly handled, the exploration of al- 
ternate protein foods can be a taste-ex- 
panding adventure in good eating. Using 
less beef will not only help beat the budg- 
et, It also helps to lower a high cholester- 
ol count. Tho stern food traditionalist 
won't be swayed by these facts alone, 
though. The food technologists at Waring 
offer the following recommendations for 
meat altci natives. 


They agreed that the two most com- 


mon complaints about meatless meals 
arc: The substitute pretends to be some- 
thing it isn't; and It's often a hodgepodge 
of things so you can't tell what it is 
you're eating. 


The suspicious diner feels that some- 


thing awful Is being fobbed off on him 
and he doesn't like it. The way to banish 
these fears, says Waring, is to drop all 
pretense and honestly admit that what- 
ever you've prepared is not, steak. The 
other thing Is to make a single simple 
dish with everyday Ingredients that can 
be readily identified. 


Using these two bits of meat-eater psy- 


chology, Waring has created some man- 
tested meals that won't need ex- 
planations for serving them. At the same 
time, you'll expand your family's gastro- 
nomic horizons, save money and go easy 
on their arteries. 


Fix fish. It doesn't have to be the most 


expensive kind. Mackerel at about 30 
cents a pound in the can will stand In for 
tuna or salmon In most recipes including 
the following one for fish cokes: 


LET'EM EAT CAKE 


1 Ib. cooked fresh or canned fish 
1 small onion 
1 small stalk celery or H cup 


sliced celery tops 
Handful parsley, preferably flat Ital- 
ian 


V* cup (*4 stick) butter or margarine 
3 slices fresh bread 
ft teaspoon ground thyme 
2 eggs 


Salt & pepper to taste 
Blend all the Ingredients together in 


electric blender until just smooth. Flour 
hands and form mixture into four cakes. 
Place on a plate, cover and chill 30 min- 


utes or longer. Saute in melted butter or 
margarine until golden brown. Serve 
with lemon wedges if desired. Makes 4 
cokes. 


Slenderizing fish like this Is recom- 


mended because you don't have to pick 
out bits of bone or skin, two things that 
frequently cause complaints among non- 
compassionate fish farers. Any bits of 
bone or skin that might be in the fish 
can't be detected once they've been 
through the blender, and, their presence 
actually contributes to your nutrition by 
adding to the calcium content. Keep this 
In mind when buying canned fish for 
blender recipes. Whole sardines are not 
only cheaper, they do more for you than 
the skinless and boneless variety. 


PUDDING OF THE SEA 


2 eggs 
Vi teaspoon salt 
V4 teaspoon ground allspice 
1/8 teaspoon ground white 


(or black) pepper 


*/t cup cream 
1/3 cup nonfat dry milk powder

When In Los Angeles, visitors who 


don't get lost in tno smog, try to visit 
three of It5 most famous restaurants, 
Chascn's. where one usually gets a 
glimpse of some movie star, Scandla, a 
noted Sunset Boulevard spot, and Law- 
ry's, for prime rib. 


Chascn's at 0039 Beverly opened as a 


chill parlor to become one of the nation's 
best known restaurants. White it still 
serves its famous chill, perhaps more 
popular Is Potted Beef Bclmont. You'll 
need 8 pounds of well-trimmed serving 
pieces of beef short ribs. 


Put them In a large kettle and cover 


with cold water. Bring to boil and skim 
until liquid is clear. In a small piece of 
chccso cloth put a large sprig of fresh 
parsley, a bay leaf and 1 teaspoon thyme 
leaves. Tie and drop Into the pot. 


Cover and simmer ribs Itt hours or 


longer. Ribs must be tender. Add salt 
and pepper to taste, then dice 6 stalks 
celery, 4 scraped carrots, and white of 3 
leeks. Add to the pot. Next peel 12 small 
white onions and add whole. Simmer 15 
minutes. Skim off all fat possible. Dis- 
card herbs. 


Now add 4 ounce* medium noodles and 


simmer 10 minutes until noodles arc ten- 
der. Serve strained soup as a first 
course, then arrange beef ribs, noodles 
and vegetables on hot server for the 
main course. Enough for 8 generous 
servings and Chascn's accompanies the 
beef by passing cream horseradish and 
green tomato pickles.

Bcarnalsc sauce and Scandinavian dish- 
es, but to go with the potted beef, try this 
cucumber salad. 


Peel 2 firm cucumbers and slice thin. 


Sprinkle lightly with salt and weight 
down with a plate or heavy dish for 10 
minutes.

sugar and a pinch of white pepper. Lift 
cucumber slices draining juice and put 
them In the vinegar mixture along with 1 
tablespoon fresh minced parsley.

Other foods on the list Include eggs, 


dry beans, corn meal and corn (hominy) 
grits. 


When .freshly cooked and tossed In or 


served with a meat, fish or cheese sauce, 
pastas need only a salad to make a nutri- 
tious, inexpensive and quick meal. Added 
to casseroles, or turned into an exotic 
noodle cheese cake, the pasta family can 
add interest to dishes at a modest price. 


If pastas must be cooked in advance, 


moisten them with butter, milk, bouillon, 
tomato juice or a sauce to keep them 
from drying out. 


Always use a pot large enough to hold, 


without boiling over, water three times 
the volume of the pasta. For % pound of 
pasta, use not less than two quarts wa- 
ter, seasoned with two teaspoons salt. 
Bring water to a rolling boil. A table- 
spoon of oil in the water will help keep 
the pasta from clumping. Some say the 
oil will also deter the water from boiling 
over, but the theory has not been vali- 
dated. 


The pasta should be added to the water

Count thoughtless consumers among 


the hidden costs of grocery shopping. 


You'll find them at any hour any day 


in any supermarket. 


One Is the mother who pacifies her 


crying child with a banana to cat while 
sh« shops. Another Is the shopper who 
opens a package of cookies for the same 
purpose, then returns the opened pack- 
age to the shelf. 


Food losses from shoplifting, pilfering 


or stealing alone range from one half to 
two per cent of total sales annually in 


Thoughtless consumers ad d to food prices 


retail food stores, says the cooperative 
extension sen-Ice of Louisiana State Uni- 
versity, Baton Rouge. 


In a pamphlet, the service described 


some of the shoppers responsible for 
these losses. Maybe you know some of 
them. Maybe you've even been guilty 
yourself of behavior that helps elevate 
food prices. 


Like the time you left an unwanted can 


of tuna on the bread rack or a bag of 
fruit with the canned goods. Or worse 
still, left meat, frozen food or other per- 
ishables on an open shelf where spoilage 


began before a store employe found the 
products and could return them to the 
proper case. 


An unopened can of tuna won't spoil, of 


course, nor is the fresh fruit liable to 
suffer. But this problem is so prevalent 
that some stores hire extra help to pick 
up after sloppy shoppers. 


YOU MAY SAY the loss represented 


by the one small bag holding the fruit 
isn't much. True. But it adds up, if as 
many as 100 customers a day pull the 
same trick. That may well happen in 
some large stores which serve several 


thousand customers daily. The produce 
department is a high risk area in this 
respect. Some shoppers can't resist 
squeezing and pinching fruit to test it for 
ripeness. Some snap the ends off green 
beans, apparently trying to determine 
their freshness or crispness. Bruised and 
damaged fruits and vegetables are either 
thrown away or reduced in price. Either 
action contributes to price Increases to 
make up the loss. 


The extension service said produce 


managers make a new bed for apples, 
bananas and other fruit on the average 


of once every 40 minutes during a shop- 
ping day. In some stores, one or two ex- 
tra helpers are hired to keep displays in 
order, if shoppers frequently make a 
shambles of them by pulling one piece of 
fruit from the bottom layer. 


Meat costs spiral when packages have 


to be rewrapped because a shopper rip- 
ped, tore or punched holes in the original 
wrapping. The extra costs stem not just 
from packaging materials but also from 
the time needed to clear cases of dam- 
aged packages and rewrap them. 


Chances are you think of the place- 


holder at a checkout line largely as a 
nuisance who uses a childish ploy to get 
ahead of others. He or she expects to 
hold his position while he dashes off to 
cash a check, search for a forgotten item 
or have another weighed. 


Several such traffic jams, especially at 


rush hour, may lead a store manager to 
create extra work at extra pay by taking 
an employe temporarily off his regular 
job to open another checkout line. So the 
time you're tempted to adopt any of 
these shopping habits, resist it

Some commercially 
available products are relatively safe If 
used according to directions — electric 
starters with the Underwriter's Labora- 
tories label as well as some liquid and 
treated solid starters. 


—LAWNCUTTING. That powermower 


Is a great convenience, but Phil Dykstra 
has said It's probably "the most dan- 
gerous piece of machinery around the 
house." He Is homo safety director of the 
National Safety Council. The rotary 
mower is the biggest accident trap. It 
shoots out at bullet speed such things as 
stones and bits of wire. Some safety au- 
thorities figure blades rotate so fast that 
a hand or foot could be slashed 120 times 
in one second: That's how toes and fin- 
gers arc cut off. 


Some rules: keep kids away from the 


mowers. 


Children under 13 ate Involved In be- 


tween 20 to 30 per cent of the accidents. 
Tagging along after dad, or just romping 
within the firing line of things picked up 
and shot out, they get hurt. The National 
Safety Council says children should not 
be in the yard when a rotary mower is 
being used. 


Children have had skulls fractured by 


things shot at them by the powermower. 


For the operator: wear safety shoes If 


possible. Don't let the machine roll back 
on your feet — which can happen if you 
push up a hill. The way to mow a grade 
is to stay above the machine, mowing 
downward. Also watch pouring gasoline 
— if it splashes on an extremely heated 
engine you will have a fire or explosion. 
Always be sure the machine is turned off 
and the blade has stopped rotating before 
you Investigate any problems with the 
machine. 


—BACKYARD POOLS. Showing off, 


carelessness about fencing around a 
pool, drinking and swimming, mixing 
electrical circuits with all that water. 
These are things to avoid. All are on the 
list of probable causes of fatalities that 
happened in backyard pools in recent 
years. The National Safety Council's 
guidelines for a safe swimming party: 


—Alcohol and swim water don't mix. No 


more than one drink an hour around the 
pool or when contemplating any activity 
requiring judgment and skill. 


—Keep rotisseries, portable record 


players, radios and other electric devices 
away from the pool, even a wet patio. 
Water and electricity equal a lethal mix. 


—Keep pool area clear of glasses, bot- 


tles and other accident traps. 


—The host must see that everyone can 


swim. If non-swimmers want to get in 
the swim, keep them In the shallow part 
and supervised. 


—Keep rescue devices, life rings and so 


on handy. 


—Designate a responsible person a 


lifeguard. 


—Fencing must meet local specifica- 


tions. Generally, the fence should be 
built Into the ground and rise well above 
It. This keeps kids from crawling under 
or climbing over. Any gate leading to 
the pool should be equipped with a self- 
engaging latch out of reach of children.

Computers that spew bills mercilessly, 


even when a consumer has disputed a 
debt, moy find their "print-outs" grind- 
Ing to a halt. 


The Senate Subcommittee on Financial 


Institutions Is considering legislation 
aimed at establishing fair credit billing 
practices and strengthening the Truth In 
Lending Act. 


The proposals received strong support 


last week In testimony from Federal 
Trade Commission Chairman Lewis A.

Engmnn. Urging adoption of the legisla- 
tion, the FTC chief said it would alle- 
viate "consumer's frustrations at their 
Inability to communicate effectively with 
businesses about billing disputes." 


"It Is by now common knowledge," 


Engman said, "that a major factor caus- 
ing these frustrations is the advent of the 
ago of cybernetics. There are few of us 
who have not experienced the dis- 
satisfaction of attempting to commu- 
nicate effectively with a computer." 


Conceding that automated billing sys- 


tems have Improved speed and accura- 
cy, he said that nevertheless they have 
"often proven to be totally toadequatr 
when there Is a need for focusing atten- 
tion on an individual billing dispute." 


The proposed legislation, he said, 


would require that creditors acknowledge 
written Inquiries within 30 days. If a 
creditor cannot correct or explain the 
problem in that period, he has two com- 
plete billing cycles — but no more than 
00 days — to do so. 


In addition, tho creditor is prohibited 


from "reporting adversely" on the dis- 
pute until these requirements have been 
met, according to Engman. 


Engman told the subcommittee that 


the FTC considers adoption of the legis- 
lation "essential" to the Improvement of 
tho consumer marketplace. 


The proposals would also regulate the 


computing of Interest on revolving 
charge accounts and would require that 
charges for appraisal and credit reports 
bo Included in the computation of credit 
costs. 


In the case of a consumer transaction 


involving real property, disclosure of 
closing costs must be made at the time a 
creditor makes a commitment rather 
than at the time of closing.

• • 


MORE ON CREDIT: The Federal 


Trade Commission has prohibited the 
Commercial Credit Company, one of tho 
nation's largest Independent consumer fi- 
nance companies, from Inducing its cus- 
tomers to buy credit life and credit acci- 
dent and health Insurance. 


The FTC charged Commercial Credit, 


which has a branch in Arlington Heights, 
with falling to make tho optional nature 
of such Insurance known to customers 
and to obtain their permission before in- 
cluding It in the finance charge on the 
credit transaction. These are violations 
of the Truth In Lending Act. 


Specifically, tho agency charged that 


tho credit company: 


Quoted repayment figures which In- 


cluded credit life and credit accident and 
health Insurance coverage without stat- 
ing (hat the Insurance Is optional. 


Automatically Included coverage for 


such Insurance In the loan transaction 
unless tho consumer specifically ob- 
jected. 


Where the loan disclosure statement 


reads "I do ... do not... desire" credit 
Insurance, loan officials checked "I do" 
without asking the consumer's per- 
mission. 


Told customers to sign beside "Xs" 


which loan officials marked without ex- 
plaining that the signature indicated cus- 
tomer's desire to have credit Insurance. 


When tho Insurance was questioned by 


customers, officials discouraged them 
from declining it, saying that would de- 
lay the loan. 


The FTC order requires Commercial 


Credit to provide oral disclosure that the 
Insurance Is optional, and n written au- 
thorization in which the borrower selects 
from four options: no Insurance, credit 
life Insurance only, credit accident and 
health insurance only, or both. The 
monthly installment payments for each 
category must bo disclosed. 


Ono FTC commissioner dissented from 


tho agreement, arguing that it only pro- 
tects future customers of Commercial 
Credit, not customers of any other finan- 
cial institution or past customers of Com- 
mercial Credit. 


Tho order, she said, permits Com- 


mercial Credit "to continue to collect 
such premiums from consumers who In 
the past executed loan agreements" 
without having been given a choice in the 
matter. She added that the order "will 
nave no deterrent effect on other flnan-

THE FOOD AND DRUG Adminis- 


tration has extended its "temporary ap- 
proval" of the food sweetener saccharin, 
despite continuing unfavorable test re- 
sults which last year prompted removal 
of the additive from the Generally Re- 
garded As Safe list. 


Saccharin Is used predominantly In 


diet foods and beverages, especially diet 
soft drinks. 


Earlier tills month, the FDA released 


preliminary results of a study in which 
saccharin is being fed to rats in varying 
dosages. Of 39 animals in several group- 
Ings, 11 to 29 died before termination of 
the study. In the groups receiving the 
higher levels of saccharin, the FDA re- 
ported, three was depression of weight 
gain, decreased survival and three blad- 
der tumors that were "grossly visible in 
one mole and two females." 


Saccharin has been known since 1951 to 


produce cancer in rats, but has been 
heavily relied upon by the food industry 
since cyclamates were banned in 1969.

Dear Dorothy: I've got scorched pan 


trouble, simply because I'llkc hot milk — 
which I drink Immediately after taking 
the pan off the heat. My pans — all of 
them aluminum — arc a mess. Not only 
do I have scorch but the milk sticks to 
the sides of the pans. How and what, 
please?-Kcllth Witbcck 


Don't be too dismayed, Edith. Milk Is 


the hardest of liquids to heat properly. 
When the heat gets too high, the albumin 
(milk protein) sticks to the sides and bot- 
toms of the pans and quickly scorches. 
One way to heat milk is to rinse a pan 
out with Ice-cold water, then pour In the 
milk and keep the heat low and watch 
carefully for the first sign of a bubble. 


You can avoid mess altogether by 


heating milk in a double boiler. For the 
messy pans: filling them with a deter- 
gent solution and letting them soak over- 
night Is best. Then you can wash them 
out easily with a plastic scrubber or 
cloth.

Dear Dorothy: Thought you might be 


Interested In how I freeze strawberries. I 
hull and wash them, then place them on 
a cookie sheet In a single layer, trying to 
keep the berries from touching each oth- 
er. Then they arc covered and placed in 
the freezer. When they arc solid, I put 
them Into a large plastic bag in the 
freezer. It's easy to measure them this 
way and they hold their shape better 
when thawed. This method also allows a 
degree of variety of use.

Before I forget, let me remind you that 


in spite of the above poem's focus on 
planting In the rain, such a practice of- 
ten promotes fungus disease ... so don't 
do it. Stomping around in muddy soil 
also squeezes the air out of the earth. 


FINALLY A QUICK way to make 


straight rows without the bother of 
stringing line and pounding stakes: De- 
cide where you want a row, drop your 
rake and stomp on the wooden handle. It 
will leave a long, narrow depression, just 
deep enough for seed sowing. 


If you question this late date planting, 


let me tell you that I never pay attention 
to dates, only soil temperatures. With a 
soil thermometer, I wait until the ground 
temperature reaches 60, thereby avoid- 
ing all problems of mildew, damp-off and 
other fungus diseases that start from 
planting in too cold, wet ground. (A doc- 
tor from Washington state who came to 
see my garden and witnessed me plung- 
ing the soil thermometer in a weeded 
furrow, accused me of practicing medi- 
cine without a license, but that's beside 
the point.)

Program offered to prepare 


for adoptive, foster care 


Central YMCA Community College has 


formed an alliance with Uie state's oldest 
child welfare agency to offer sessions on 
preparing for adoptive and foster care. 


The program, set up with the Illinois 


Children's Home and Aid Society, is be- 
lieved to be a first of its kind in the state 
Sessions, to run during the Learning for 
Living summer term, begins Tuesday, 
June 12, at the college, 211 W. Wacker 
Dr., Chicago. They will be conducted by 
June Teason, director of the society's 
adoption program. 


Those who want to adopt a child or 


become a foster parent will be assigned 
to ICHAS caseworkers at the end of the 
eigho-sesslon course. Unmarried adults 
will be referred 
to those adoption 


agencies who make children available to 
single parents. 


THE ALLIANCE was formed because 


of the large number of hard-to-place chil- 
dren in the state. It was recently an- 
nounced that the Department of Children 
and Family Services will make 1500 old- 
er children 
available 
for adoption 


throughout Illinois prior to the end of the 
year, and many will be placed through 
the ICHAS. 


Besides adoptive homes, the society 


needs temporary foster care for children 
who come from broken homes or rela- 
tionships. 


Through this preparation series the 


society hopes to get prospective adoptive 
and foster parents together with an agen- 
cy that can make hard-to-place children 
available Immediately.

Former POW denies colonel's collaboration charges 


by KATIIERINE BOYCE 


Army Staff Sgt John Young, the for- 


mer POW charged by a fellow prisoner 
with aiding the North Vietnamese while 
being held prisoner, said yesterday he's 
not a traitor. 


"I've done nothing against the United 


States, Its people or Constitution," said 
Young, adding "It makes me angry to 
hear such things." 


YOUNG. WHO IS now living In Arling- 


ton Heights, spoke to a crowd of students 
at Conant High School In Hoffman Es- 
tales yesterday and answered formal 
charges made by Air Forco Col. Theo- 


dore W. Guy In a press conference fol- 
lowing his speech. Seven other former 
prisoners have also been named In Guy's 
charges. 


Charges from Guy that Young aided 


the enemy while In a Hanoi prison camp 
are "completely Illegitimate," said 
Young. He said Guy has disregarded 
"my right to have my own personal be- 
liefs." Young said he was opposed to the 
war in Vietnam and "I have to abide by 
my conscience." 


Young said statements he allegedly 


made while a prisoner were "not propa- 
ganda" but refused to say what the 


statements were because his attorney 
was not present. "The military does not 
want to prosecute, that's what I've been 
told," he said. 


"I am opposed to the war, to our in- 


volvement in the war. It has torn our 
country apart," said Young. 


YOUNG CALLED Guy's charges "dis- 


graceful." Earlier yesterday, he told the 
Herald they were "totally ridiculous." 


"I cannot imagine why Col. Guy is 


making these charges. I have nothing 
against Col. Guy personally, but he is 
dragging up this whole thing, the entire 
war before the American people, and ev- 


eryone is sick of it," he told the Herald. 


Guy has charged that some POW's ex- 


posed his efforts to organize the prison- 
ers secretly and as a result he was tor- 
tured. 


Young said he "never made a derog- 


atory statement" against Guy. "On the 
contrary, I have done things to put my 
own neck on the line," he said, and 
added that he was also tortured during 
his live years as a prisoner. 


Young, 27, is a paratrooper in the 


Green Berets. He was ambushed and 
captured while leading a patrol in 1968 
and was released two months ago. He is 


now on convalescent leave from Flbtsim- 
mons Army Hospital in Denver, Colo. 


YOUNG SAID earlier yesterday that 


he has not seen a copy of the charges 
against him but that he is now represent- 
ed by David Addlestone, an attorney with 
the American Civil Liberties Union. 
Young denied Guy's charges that he 
sought political asylum in North Vietnam 
and that he made model airplanes for 
target practice by the North Vietnamese. 


Young appeared in dress uniform dur- 


ing his appearance at Conant yesterday 
and saluted as the American flag was

Fire protection 
study weighed 
by village group 


by JOE FRANZ 


The fnte of fire protection in Buffalo 


Grove will be delayed further while a 
special committee "studies the study" 
made by an Independent consulting firm. 


Tlio independent study, finished sev- 


eral weeks ago recommends the village 
begin establishing a municipal depart- 
ment now and havo it fully operational 
within two years. 


The independent study was ordered to 


solve the controvcrsoy over who should 
provide fire protection to Lake County 
Buffalo Grove residents. Those residents 
ore now served by the Long Grove Rural 
Fire. Protection District, while the rest of 
the village Is served by the Wheeling 
Rural Fire Protection District. 


A. J. Sclla, of the National Loss Con- 


trol Service Corp. (NLCS) of Long 
Grove, the firm that conducted the study, 
told the village board Tuesday night that 
based on anticipated growth and indus- 
trial development, Buffalo Grove wilt 
need a municipal department. Tuesday 
was the first public discussion of the 
study. 


HE SAID unofficial projections of the 


1073 assessed valuations of the village in- 
dicate the tax base is enough to make a 
municipal department financially fea- 
sible. The Initial cost of a municipal de- 
partment is expected to be J158,500 an- 
nually, Sclla said. 


Sclla said the Buffalo Grove Fire De- 


partment Inc. has tho resources, man- 
power and equipment to meet the initial 
needs of a municipal department. The 
department is a private corporation, con- 
tracted by tho Wheeling district to pro- 
vide fire protection to Cook County Buf- 
falo Grove residents. 


Tho fire study recommends these steps 


In establishing a municipal department: 


• Assume tho assets of the Buffalo 


Grovo Firo Department Inc. 


• Dlsanncx tho Lake County portion of 


tho village from tho Long Grovo district. 


• Dlsanncx tho Cook County portion of 


tho village from tho Wheeling district. 


JIM KEARN, also of NLCS, told the 


board a municipal department can oper- 
ate on a largely volunteer basis, as the 
two deportments arc operating at pre- 
sent. Ho said tho village con gradually 
shift over to a full-time paid department 


as it becomes financially feasible. 
, "As long as adequate response is guar- 
anteed by volunteers, an all-paid depart- 
ment is not that important," he said. 


Much of Tuesday's discussion, how- 


ever, was not concerned with the type of 
department but to the dispute over the 
placement of fire stations, once a depart- 
ment Is established. 


The flro study said Instead of con- 


structing a station on Dundee Road, as is 
now planned, the village should consider 
constructing a station in the vicinity of 
the village hall. It also suggests a second 
fire station at Busch and Wieland roads. 


If the Dundee Road station is built, the 


NCLS said the village will eventually 
need three stations instead of two. Buf- 
falo Grovo Fire Chief Wayne Winter, 
however, says this is untrue. 


WINTER SAID a fire station on Dun- 


dec Road is necessary because of the 
high number of businesses and multi- 
family developments in the vicinity. "It's 
Imperative to get there quicker so we 
can get the fire while it's still small," he 
said. 


Having the fire station on Dundee 


Road will not Impair the department's 
response time to areas south of Dundee 
Road, Winter said. 


Sclla, however, disagreed. "I think we 


have to concern ourselves with the total 
village, not Just the southern part." 


The Illinois Rating and Inspection Bu- 


reau, which rates fire departments for 
insurance companies, agrees with Winter 
that Dundee Road is the best location for 
the station. 


Trustee Thomas Mahoney was some- 


what critical of the NCLS for not inform- 
ing tho village board of its objections to 
the Dundee Road site prior to the board's 
vote to allow it. 


"I can'T help but be critical. I 


think had we known this, it would have 
been a consideration before we annexed 
the Dundee Road station," said Maho- 
ney. The board approved the annexation 
of land for the station last month. 


Since the Dundee Road station has 


been approved, it is unlikely the village 
board can prevent construction because 
it is being built by the Wheeling district, 
over which the village has no control.

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Universal Oil Products seeking China export deal

Universal Oil Products Co. of Des 


Plaines yesterday 
announced its In- 


tention to export petroleum technology In 
a pioneer business deal with the Peoples' 
Republic of China. 


John Logan, UOP president and chief 


executive officer, disclosed that a dozen 
company officials have Just finished a 
week of talks with Chinese leaders and 
sold prospects now appear good for a 
multimillion-dollar agreement. 


The Chinese, Logon said at a Chicago 


press conference, want to make use of 
UOP's technological expertise to design 
petrochemical complexes to produce 
fuel, fiber and fertilizer. Several UOP of- 
ficials have remained in China and the 
company has been assured that the talks 
will continue, he said. 


"The Chinese don't say what their pri- 


orities are," said Logan. "But they need 
to solve their petroleum problems to get 


on with their fiber and fertilizer produc- 
tion. They are interested in UOP because 
we ore a constant source of new tech- 
nology." 


THESE ENERGY SOURCES, said Lo- 


gan, would enable the technology-starved 
Chinese to Industrialize further and help 
meet the needs of the country's BOO mil- 
lion people. 


The proposed petrochemical complexes 


will convert crude oil Into fuels and raw 
material for the production of fibers and 
fertilizers. 


"The idea for the trip started a year 


ago when some of our people sensed 
there would be opportunities in China," 
said Logan. "We had a contact with 
China via Pakistan (through a former 
CIA agent) and subsequently we have 
worked with the Chinese Embassy in Ot- 
tawa. We also used the services of the 
new U.S. liaison office in Peking." 


Explaining that the Chinese don't

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make decisions very quickly but meth- 
odically plod a course of action step by 
step, Logan felt they would speed up the 
talks with UOP because of an immediate 
need which must be filled. 


"We know, for example, that the Chi- 


nese have had contact with other major 
companies. We also read in the Japanese 
newspapers that the Chinese have been 
uncovering new sources of crude 
oil. 


They have the intermediate petroleum 
technology. They know what's going on 
but they don't necessarily know how to 
apply this knowledge to building plants. 
They are setting up means to bring in 
technology and plants to China." 


LOGAN SAID THE agreement would 


call for UOP to supply the technological 
"know-how" to the Chinese, who would, 
in turn, use their own resources and 
equipment to build the facilities. He said 
the Chinese would probably purchase 
special equipment and construction ma- 
terials from other countries and employ 
foreign construction supervisors. 


He said the agreement would be part 


of an overall plan by the Chinese which 
could cost them nearly a half billion dol- 
lars to complete. The Chinese will "milk 
the world supply" to achieve their goals, 
Logan said. 


Logan explained that the trip to Pek- 


ing, which was first discussed about a 
year ago, and the subsequent talks with 


Chinese leaders, followed a similar pat- 
tern the company has followed in several 
meetings with the Soviet Union. UOP's 
British outlet, said Logan, has sold some 
products to the Russians. 


UOP, ACCORDING TO Logan, is the 


only petroleum company which received 
a formal invitation to enter into talks 
with the Chinese. Other companies have 
dealt with China through Japanese con- 
tacts, he said. 


As a result of the trip, Logan said, 


UOP will form what he called a UOP 
East-West Trading Co. to "focus UOP 
activities on the very important and 
growing Asian markets" and "assist our 
customers and business friends in pro- 
moting their products and technologies in 
the East, particularly China." 


Logan said this might spark American 


interest in dealing with the Chinese, 
something he feels is lacking despite the 
fact that relations with that country have 
begun again.

"There is no such thing as that," he 


sold. "We had one squad, who made a 
stop on one subject who is known, but 
there is no one harawing him."

According to Maslnl, he has scheduled 


a meeting with his parole officer to dis- 
cuss the contempt charge. If his parole is 
revoked, ho will give himself up. "I 
won't run even though I have until 1985 
to serve," ho sold. 


MASINI SAID he will file civil rights 


suits against the sheriff's police and the 
Lake County state's attorney as soon as 
the contempt charge is settled. 


"I expect to file suit once I win that,"

brutality, search without warrants and 
violations of the freedom of assembly, 
privacy, scarch-and-sclzurc laws and 
duo process of law.

The rate for Buffalo Grove residents, 


living in the Buffalo Grove Park District, 
School District 96 and the Long Grove 
Rural Fire Protection District was set at 
$6,478 per $100 assessed valuation, com- 
pared to $6.898 last year. This is a de- 
crease of 6.1 per cent. A home assessed 
at $10,000 will carry a tax bill of $647.80 
as compared to $689.80 last year. 


THE TAX RATE for Buffalo Grove 


residents, living in the Buffalo Grove 
Park District, School District 96 and the 
Wheeling Rural Fire Protection District 
was set at $6.533 per $100 assessed valu- 


ation, compared to $7.021 last year. This 
is a seven per cent decrease.

This could be considered a grand- 
father clause, Regncr agreed, but said it 
is standard procedure to have such a 
measure when the state first starts li- 
censing any profession. The oral exam- 
ination would allow Investigation of any 
complaints against a builder, and would 
benefit some contractors who may not be 
"too articulate," said Regner. 


Schlickman opposes Rcgncr's bill be- 


cause It docs not provide any com- 
pensation for the home buyer who has 
suffered from shoddy workmanship. His 
"bill Is for the new homebuylng public, 
and the Regncr bill is for the new home 
builder," Schlickman said. 


But Rcgncr said some builders operate 


on such a low profit margin they could 
not contribute an escrow fund. And his 
bill provides for revocation of a license 
or a fine, he noted. 


"Just by upgrading the Industry, that's 


where the relief to the home buyer 
comes In. Let's clean up the Industry 
rather than have all sorts of individuals 
filing suits. Let's get the bad contractors 
out of business in the state," Regncr 
said.

Charges from Guy that Young aided

Young said he was opposed to the 
war in Vietnam and "I have to abide by 
my conscience." 


Young said statements he allegedly 


made while a prisoner were "not propa- 
ganda" but refused to say what the 


statements were because his attorney 
was not present. "The military does not 
want to prosecute, that's what I've been' 
told," he said. 


• "I am opposed to the war, to our in- 
volvement in the war. It has torn our 
country apart," said Young. 


YOUNG CALLED Guy's charges "dis- 


graceful." Earlier yesterday, he told the 
Herald they were "totally ridiculous." 


"I cannot imagine why Col. Guy is 


making these charges. I have nothing 
against .Col. Guy'personally, but he is 
dragging up this whole thing, the entire 
war before the American people, and ev- 


eryone is sick of it," he told the Herald. 


Guy has charged that some POW's ex- 


posed his efforts to organize the prison- 
ers secretly and as a result he was tor- 
tured. 


Young said he "never made a derog- 


atory statement" against Guy. "On the 
contrary, I have done things to put my 
own neck on the line," he said, and 
added that he was also tortured during 
his five years as a prisoner. 


Young, 27, is a paratrooper in the 


Green Berets. He was ambushed and 
captured while leading a patrol In 1968 
and was released two months ago. He is 


now on convalescent leave from Fitzsim- 
mons Army Hospital in Denver, Colo. 


YOUNG SAID earlier yesterday that 


he has not seen a copy of the charges 
against him but that he is now represent- 
ed by David Addlestone, an attorney with 
the American Civil Liberties Union.

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UOP seeking 
export deal 
with Red China 


by BARRY SIGALE 


Universal Oil Products Co. of Des 


Plalncs yesterday announced Its In- 
tention to export petroleum technology In 
a pioneer business deal with the Peoples' 
Republic of China. 


John Logan, UOP president and chief 


executive officer, disclosed that a dozen 
company officials have Just finished a 
week of talks with Chinese leaders and 
said prospects now appear good for a 
multimillion-dollar agreement. 


The Chinese, Logan sold at a Chicago 


press conference, want to make use of 
UOP's technological expertise to design 
petrochemical complexes to produce 
fuel, fiber and fertilizer. Several UOP of- 
ficials have remained In China and the 
company has been assured that the talks 
will continue, he said. 


"The Chinese don't say what their pri- 


orities are," said Logan. "But they need 
to solve their petroleum problems to get 
on with their fiber and fertilizer produc- 
tion. They ore Interested in UOP because 
wo aro a constant source of new tech- 
nology." 


THESE ENERGY SOURCES, said Lo- 


fton, would enable the technology-starved 
Chinese to industrialize further and help 
meet the needs of the country's 800 mil- 
lion people. 


Tho proposed petrochemical complexes 


will convert crude oil into fuels and raw 


material for the production of fibers and 
fertilizers. 


"The idea for the trip started a year 


ago when some of our people sensed 
there would bo opportunities in China," 
said Logan. "Wo had a contact with 
China via Pakistan (through a former 
CIA agent) ^nd subsequently we have 
worked with the Chinese Embassy in Ot- 
tawa. Wo also used the services of the 
new U.S. liaison office in Peking." 


Explaining that the Chinese don't 


make decisions very quickly but meth- 
odically plod a course of action step by 
step, Logan felt they would speed up the 
talks with UOP because of an immediate 
need which must be filled. 


"We know, for example, that the Chi- 


nese have had contact with other major 
companies. We also read in the Japanese 
newspapers that the Chinese have been 
uncovering new sources of crude oil. 
They have the Intermediate petroleum 
technology. They know what's going on 
but they don't necessarily know how to 
apply this knowledge to building plants. 
They ore setting up means to bring in 
technology and plants to China." 


LOGAN SAID THE agreement would 


call for UOP to supply the technological 
"know-how" to the Chinese, who would, 
in turn, use their own resources and 
equipment to build the facilities. He said

Revenue-sharing denial upheld 
Maine Township strikes out on funds 


l>y AL MESSERSCHMIDT 


Maine Township's seven-month battle 


to collect federal revenue sharing funds 
has ended with a big zero. 


Federal officials in Washington, D.C., 


In a letter dated Friday to Township 
Atty. Milton Tuttle, have upheld Maine's 
zero allocation, the Herald learned yes- 
terday. 


"I haven't received the letter," Tuttle 


told the Herald. "But, apparently the 
township's taxpayers are being penalized 


because we didn't levy any taxes for 15 
to 20 years prior to 1970." 


Township officials anticipated receipt 


of more than $100,000 based on alloca- 
tions to other area governments. 


Republican candidates for township 


posts had talked in April about revenue 
sharing fund use to cut the township tax 
levy or'to provide new programs in- 
cluding library support, mental health 
and counseling service and senior citizen 
aid. 


REVENUE FUNDS were denied, ac- 


cording to the letter from Arthur L. Hau- 
ser, revenue sharing office data man- 
ager, because Maine did not receive 
taxes before 1971. Revenue sharing allot- 
ments are calculated by the U.S. Census 
Bureau with a formula that includes "tax 
effort" — taxes levied and received by 
each governmental unit. The formula 
used to determine the first three revenue 
sharing payments include "tax effort" in 
1970. 


"We have researched your challenge . 
.. and have determined that the data we 
are using is correct," the letter to Tuttle 
states. "The Bureau of Census has in- 
formed us that according to the defini- 
tion of adjusted taxes used for revenue 
sharing, zero is the correct figure for fis- 
cal year 1971 for Maine Township." 


Maine can receive revenue sharing 


funds in the October 1973 payment be- 
cause last year's "tax effort" — when

I went to high school with Tom. We 


were In the same clique of AIl-American 
kids who were sports-minded, school 
spirit-oriented ami all wrapped up with 
being college-bound suburban teenagers. 


Tom was the fair-haired boy — popu- 


lar, a bit cocky — who wore his lettered 
school sweater every Friday. His great- 
est sins in those days were sneaking a 
few beers from the family refrigerator, 
helping to organize an unauthorized "ju- 
nior cut-school day" and staying out too 
late on a date the night before a football 
gnmo. 


Ever since Tom was a small boy he 


wanted to bo a pilot. Flying remained his 
dream as ho grew up and other boys be- 
gan plotting careers in business or the 
trades. 


AND FLY ho did. 
Tom went to college and then Into the 


Army — enlisting In that branch of the 
service so he'd have his chance to fly 
while fulfilling a military obligation. 


Vietnam became newspaper copy dur- 


ing our last years of high school. It was 
then that young men began to die In that 
small country halfway around the world. 


By the time Tom was inducted Into the 


Army, Vietnam was a dread place where 
war was rampant and pilots were 
needed. 


Tom was atslgned to Vietnam. He was 


to pilot a helicopter and help savo a na- 
tion. Ho left his family and friends with a 
smite: this was to bo an adventure, pala- 


table because Tom would be participat- 
ing from the air. 


The terrible reality of war crashed 


around his head once he was there. Tom 
was wounded twice, decorated and sent 
back up in his bird. 


The third time he was wounded he was 


sent home. 


He had been transporting Injured men 


back to their base. His helicopter was 
shot down In enemy territory. Tom was 
the only one who survived the crash. He 
waited, surrounded, near his broken bird 
and dead men. He waited for help with- 
out radio communication. He waited ... 
and after hours that seemed like days, 
was rescued. 


TOM'S adventurousness turned to fear. 


He returned to his home a different per- 
son. He could no longer ride in a plane, 
much less pilot one. His memories were 
nightmares; his war stories were filled 
with horror. 


The months passed and I lost track of 


Tom. I heard through the old high school 
grapevine that he had never gotten over 
his war experiences and still could not 
bring himself to fly. He had married and 
settled down to a straight business job 
and quiet suburban existence. 


A few weeks ago I talked to some 


friends who had attended Tom's wake. 
His life had been instantly snuffed out 
during an automobile crash. His chest 
had been caved In and he was dead. 


Tom's death is almost irrelevant to 


this story except that knowing about it 
brought the memory of this friend to 
mind Memorial Day. 


I stood during the memorial services 


and thought of Tom's supreme sacrifice. 
He left a part of himself In Vietnam and 
brought a part of that war home with 
him. 


And I wished that someone would say 


a few words about the Toms in this coun- 
try — those who had lost something to 
war other than a life. 


No comment on departure 
of school officials: board

Board members in River Trails Dlst. 


26 have refused to givo any reasons for 
Tuesday's surprise resignation of Supt. 
Thomas Warden and the acceptance of a 
leave of absence for Feehanville School 
Principal Arthur Adclbcrg. 


Asked if the board had requested War- 


den's resignation, Board Pres. Lloyd De- 
mcl said, "I would prefer not to com- 
ment on that." The only comment the 
board would make concerning Warden 
came In a written statement: "After full 
consideration of all educational aspects, 
the board's unanimous opinion was that 
it would be in the best interests of all 
concerned for tho board to accept the 
resignation tendered by the superintend- 
ent." 


Warden also refused to comment on 


tho reasons for tho resignation. 


Asked If tho board had pressured the 


Feehanville principal to request a leave, 
Dcmcl answered, '7 can honestly say 
no." 


THE BOARD VOTED on Warden's res- 


ignation and Adelbcrg's request for a 
leave after four hours In executive ses- 
sion Tuesday. It was the third executive 
session convened to consider the person- 
nel matters. More than 100 parents and 
teachers waited until closo to midnight to 
hear the announcements. Neither War- 
den nor Adclbcrg was present when the 
final votes came. 


In recommending acceptance of War- 


den's resignation, board member Wil- 
liam Haasc stipulated that the superin- 
tendent would draw a check for the re- 
mainder of tho school year (until June 
30) plus $14,000. This means that he 
would receive about $16,000 in total. 


According to Haasc, the board paid out 


tho $14,000 extra in order to, in effect, 
buy up Warden's contract. Though War- 
den' had only an oral agreement on a 
ycar-to-ycar basis with the district, he 
did have tenure. According to Ralph 
Miller, tho district's attorney, tenure is 
achieved by any certificated employe of 
tho district after two years' service. "Be- 
cause wo did not act by April 14 (the 
deadline for notification if a contract is to 
be continued or terminated), he (War- 
den) had tenure within the district and 
wo were obligated to employ him in the 
district at his present salary," Haase 
sold.

superintendent is appointed. According to 
board member Leora Rosen, the board 
hasn't decided specifically yet how it 
plans to go about finding a new superin- 
tendent. She said she thought plans for 
seeking candidates for the position would 
probably be made at Tuesday's board 
meeting or the meeting following that. 


ASKED IF HE would apply for the su- 


perintendent's post, Retzlaff said, "I 
have more than I can do right now just 
to keep the district going until the end of 
the year." Retzlaff will also be respon- 
s I b 1 e for administering Feehanville 
School from the central office until the 
end of the school year. 


When contacted about his request for a 


leave of absence, Adelberg said, "I can't 
make any comment." However, Wayne 
Glampletro, Adelberg's lawyer said, 
"let's just say that there was a personal 
conflict between Mr. Adelberg and some 
of the people involved." Glampietro said 
ho didn't know what Adelberg had 
planned for the two years' leave. "I don't 
think even he knows yet," he said. 


While on leave, Adelberg will receive 


no salary. However, he will be able to 
count the time on leave towards his re- 
tirement benefits, Mrs. Rosen said. 


In making the changes in staff, the 


board made a statement assuring continu- 
ance of the individualized approach to 
education in the district. "Personnel 
changes reflect no changes in the edrca- 
tional policy in tho district," Demel said. 


Tuesday's announcements may have 


brought some controversy to Dlst. 26, but 
it was nothing new for Warden or Adel- 
berg. Both of their careers have been 
plagued with controversy for years. 


IN 1969, WHEN Warden was principal 


at Forest View School in Elk Grove 
Township Elementary Dlst. 59, he was 
relieved of his duties and reappointed 
curriculum director. The Dlst. 59 board 
failed to make the reasons for the reas- 
signment public. 


According to Giampietro, In February, 


1969, when Adelberg was superintendent 
of Elmhurst Dist. 3, he pleaded guilty In 
DuPago County Circuit Court to two 
charges of sales tax evasion. 


He was fined for buying about $1,400 


worth of merchandise with school district 
money. The merchandise was bought, al- 
legedly, for Adelberg's personal use. 
Adelberg later paid the money back to 
the district, but did not pay any sales tax 
on the items purchased. School districts 
are exempt from the state sales tax. 


Two other charges were filed against 


Adelberg in June, 1969,' dealing with offi- 
cial misconduct, but'these charges were 
later dropped because of a missing wit- 
ness. 


According to Demel, Warden made no 


recommendation on Adelberg to the 
board before the April 14 deadline for 
terminating contracts without penalty. 
Asked if the board was aware of Adel- 
bcrg's having any problems at Feehan- 
ville, Demel would only say, "the board 
(s generally aware of parent and teacher 
attitudes in all the schools on a contin- 
uing basis."

the Chinese would probably purchase 
special equipment and construction ma- 
terials from other countries and employ 
foreign construction supervisors. 


He said the agreement would be part 


of an overall plan by the Chinese which, 
could cost them nearly a half billion dol- 
lars to complete. The Chinese will "milk 
the world supply" to achieve their goals, 
Logan said. 


Logan explained that the trip to Pek- 


ing, which was first discussed about a 
year ago, and the subsequent talks with 
Chinese leaders, followed a similar pat- 
tern the company has followed in several 
meetings with the Soviet Union. UOP's 
British outlet, said Logan, has sold some 
products to the Russians. 


UOP, ACCORDING TO Logan, is the 


only petroleum company which received 
a formal invitation to enter into talks 
with the Chinese. Other companies have 
dealt with China through Japanese con- 


tacts, he said. 


As a result of the trip, Logon said, 


UOP will form what he called a UOP 
East-West Trading Co. to "focus UOP 
activities on the very important and 
growing Asian markets" and "assist our 
customers and business friends in pro- 


moting their products and technologies in 
the East, particularly China." 


Logan said this might spark American 


interest In dealing with the Chinese, 
something he feels is lacking despite the 
fact that relations with that country have 
begun again. 


Township won't 
get any revenue 
sharing funds

the 
township levied taxes totaling 


$671,200 — will be placed on Census Bu- 
reau computers in July, Karen Spaight, 
of the revenue sharing office, told the 
Herald. 


Maine's revenue sharing troubles date 


to Dec. 10,1972 when first allocation lists 
were published without listing a township 
share here. Dec. 13, federal officials said 
the allocation was denied because a com- 
puter questionnaire to release funds was 
mailed incorrectly to Mazon, 111. 


Confusion 
followed confusion 
after 


Maine submitted a correct form in 
January 1973 and did not receive funds in 
the April allotment. 


TUTTLE ASKED federal officials, in a 


letter dated Jan. 26, to "not deny eligibil- 
ity" for funding. He argued that Maine 
Issued $170,000 in tax anticipation war- 
rants in 1970 and that the funds should be 
counted as "tax effort" although funds 
from the county collector were not re- 
ceived until June 6,1971. 


Maine did not levy taxes before 1970 


because Cook County townships auto- 
matically received 2 per cent of all taxes 
levied as a collection fee. In a widely 
publicized series of court cases, the col- 
lection fees were ruled unconstitutional 
in April, 1970. 


"We operated off the collection fee for 


15 to 20 years," Tuttle said. "When the 
court ordered us to return the money we 
had more than $600,000 on hand. 


"Suddenly we didn't have anything. Wo 


had no money to carry on our services, 
so we immediately made a tax levy 
($509,350). But, the money wasn't re- 
ceived until a year later so we issued tax 
anticipation warrants to operate from. 


"THE BASIS, as I understand it, for 


federal revenue sharing funds is tax in- 
come that a body received during a cer- 
tain period of time. During the qualifying 
period we did not receive tax revenue. 
They're apparently saying that sale of 
tax anticipation warrants does not quali- 
fy," Tuttle said. 


The township is allowed 60 days to ap- 


peal the latest federal ruling. 


"I have no further facts to present. It's 


true we did not levy taxes during that 
period. I have no doubt that we will not 
receive the funds if this is their opinion," 
he said. 


"It certainly doesn't seem right that a 


tax body that watched its expenses, 
spent its money wisely and saved funds 
should be penalized," Tuttle said. "I 
guess that can only be changed through 
legislation though."

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Former POW denies colonel's collaboration charges

Army Staff Sgt John Young, the for- 


mer POW charged by a fellow prisoner 
with elding tho North Vietnamese while 
being held prisoner, said yesterday he's 
not a traitor. 


"I've done nothing against the United 


States, Its people or Constitution," said 
Young, adding "It mokes me angry to 
hear such things." 


YOUNG. WHO IS now living In Arling- 


ton Heights, spoko to a crowd of students 
at Conant High School In Hoffman Es- 
tates yesterday and answered formal 
charges made by Air Force Col. Theo- 


dore W. Guy In a press conference fol- 
lowing his speech. Seven other former 
prisoners have also been named in Guy's 
charges. 


Charges from Guy that Young aided 


tho enemy while in a Hanoi prison camp 
are 
"completely illegitimate," said 


Young. He said Guy has disregarded 
"my right to have my own personal be- 
liefs." Young said he was opposed to the 
war In Vietnam and "I have to abide by 
my conscience." 


Young said statements he allegedly 


made while a prisoner were "not propa- 
ganda" but refused to say what the 


statements were because his attorney 
was not present. "The military does not 
want to prosecute, that's what I've been 
told," he said. 


"I am opposed to the war, to our In- 


volvement in the war. It has torn our 
country apart," said Young. 


YOUNG CALLED Guy's charges "dis- 


graceful." Earlier yesterday, he told the 
Herald they were "totally ridiculous." 


"I cannot imagine why Col. Guy is 


making these charges. I have nothing 
against Col. Guy personally, but he is 
dragging up this whole thing, the entire 
war before the American people, and ev- 


eryone is sick of it," he told the Herald. 


Guy has charged that some POW's ex- 


posed his efforts to organize the prison- 
ers secretly and as a result he was tor- 
tured. 


Young said he "never made a derog- 


atory statement" against Guy. "On the 
contrary, I have done things to put my 
own neck on the line," he said, and 
added that he was also tortured during 
his five years as a prisoner. 


Young, 27, is a paratrooper in the 


Green Berets. He was ambushed and 
captured while leading a patrol in 1968 
and was released two months ago. He is 


now on convalescent leave from Filzsim- 
mons Army Hospital in Denver, Colo. 


YOUNG SAID earlier yesterday that 


he has not seen a copy of the charges 
against him but that he is now represent- 
ed by David Addlestone, an attorney with 
the American Civil Liberties Union. 
Young denied Guy's charges that he 
sought political asylum in North Vietnam 
and that he made model airplanes for 
target practice by the North Vietnamese. 


Young appeared in dress uniform dur- 


ing his appearance at Conant yesterday 
and saluted as the American flag was

School tax rate expected to drop 


A review of tho proposed $14 million 


Elk Grove Township School Dist. 59 
budget for the 1973-74 school year is com- 
plete, although exact amounts for state 
aid and higher teacher pay are not yet 
known. 


The total tax rate for the district is 


expected to drop, even though the new 
budget is higher than this year's $13.4 
million budget. The drop is attributed 
mainly to higher property assessments in 
the district. 


Nine separate funds, each with a dif- 


ferent tax levy, are included in the budg- 
et. Total estimated tax rate for the pro- 
posed budget is $2.36 per $100 assessed 
valuation. The rate will Increase slightly 
If .a $1.25 million referendum for remod- 
eling is passed June 9. 


The estimated levy, without the refer- 


endum, is down 13 cents from the actual 
$2.49 rate for 1972. If the referendum 
passed, the rate would still be 10 cents 
lower than the 1972 rate, according to 
district figures. 


Allen Sparks, school board president, 


said estimates were made in the budget 
for the amount of state aid and increased 
teacher contracts. 


THE TEACHER'S council and the dis- 


trict are now negotiating for a new one- 
year contract. Negotiations, by mutual 
agreement, ore closed and no statements 
are issued on the discussions. 


Largest of the funds is the educational 


fund, which includes teacher salaries, 
will have to be paid from the educational

300 at Devon-53 public hearing 


More than 300 Elk Grove Village resi- 


dents attended the first session of a pub- 
lic hearing on the controversial $180 mil- 
lion Devon-53 housing project last night 
at Lively Junior High School. 


The developers of the 267-acre project, 


located near Devon Avenue and 111. Rte. 
53, are asking the village to annex the 
portion of the project in unincorporated 
Cook County and to rezone the entire 
project. 


Many residents are opposed to the 


project because it will bring high-density 
and high-rise buildings to the village. 
Residents grumbled privately to them- 
selves when they were told there would 
be four 12-story buildings and that the 
overall density would be 25.48 units per 
acre. 


The current village zoning ordinance 


allows 20 dwelling units per acre. The 
developers are asking for 30 units per 
acre. 


At 9:30 p.m., the developers began tes- 


tifying for the project that is expected to 
attract 13,000 persons. 


Robert DiLeonardi, attorney for the de- 


velopers, said the development would 
eventually generate $5.3 million in taxes 
each year for Elk Grove and Schaum- 
burg townships taxing bodies. This figure 
was computed on the 1971 tax rate and 
includes $457,000 annually in real estate 
taxes to the village, he said. 


DiLeonardi said while taxes to the four 


school districts which serve the area will 
total an estimated $3.8 million, the cost 
to educate the students in the project will 
be $1 million annually. 


THE PROCEDURE for the public 


hearing, which is expected to be contin- 
ued, started with the developers pre- 
senting their case to the plan commis- 
sion. 


The developers witnesses will be cross- 


examined by Frederic Flogberg, legal 
counsel to the plan commission. • 


Following the cross examination, con- 


sultants from the plan commission will 
present their evaluation of the project 
and- its impact on the- community. Resi- 
dents will be allowed to testify at the end 
of the public hearing.

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Universal Oil Products seeking China export deal

Universal Oil Products Co. of DCS 


Plalncs yesterday announced its in- 
tention to export petroleum technology in 
a pioneer business deal with the Peoples' 
Republic of China. 


John Logan, UOP president and chief 


executive officer, disclosed that a dozen 
company officials have Just finished a 
week of talks with Chinese leaders and 
sold prospects now appear good for a 
multimillion-dollar agreement. 


The Chinese, Logan said at a Chicago 


press conference, want to make use of 
UOP's technological expertise to design 
petrochemical complexes to produce 
fuel, fiber and fertilizer. Several UOP of- 
ficials have remained In China and the 
company has been assured that the talks 
will continue, he said. 


"The Chinese don't say what their pri- 


orities are," sold Logan. "But they need 
to solvo their petroleum problems to get 


on with their fiber and fertilizer produc- 
tion. They are interested in UOP because 
we are a constant source of new tech- 
nology." 


THESE ENERGY SOURCES, said Lo- 


gon, would enable the technology-starved 
Chinese to industrialize further and help 
meet the needs of the country's 800 mil- 
lion people. 


The proposed petrochemical complexes 


will convert crude oil into fuels and raw 
material for the production of fibers and 
fertilizers. 


"The Idea for the trip started a year 


ago when some of our people sensed 
there would be opportunities in China," 
sold Logan. "We had a contact with 
China via Pakistan (through a former 
CIA agent) and subsequently we have 
worked with the Chinese Embassy in Ot- 
tawa. Wo also used the services of the 
new U.S. liaison office in Peking." 


Explaining that the Chinese don't

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make decisions very quickly but meth- 
odically plod a course of action step by 
step, Logan felt they would speed up the 
talks with UOP because of an immediate 
need which must be filled. 


"We know, for example, that the Chi- 


nese have had contact with other major 
companies. We also read in the Japanese 
newspapers that the Chinese have been 
uncovering new sources of crude oil. 


They have the intermediate petroleum 
technology. They know what's going on 
but they don't necessarily know how to 
apply this knowledge to building plants. 
They are setting up means to bring in 
technology and plants to China." 


LOGAN SAID THE agreement would 


call for UOP to supply the technological 
"know-how" to the Chinese, who would, 
in turn, use their own resources and 
equipment to build the facilities. He said 
the Chinese would probably purchase 
special equipment and construction ma- 
terials from other countries and employ 
foreign construction supervisors. 


He said the agreement would be part 


of an overall plan by the Chinese which 
could cost them nearly a half billion dol- 
lars to complete. The Chinese will "milk 
the world supply" to achieve their goals, 
Logan said. 


Logan explained that the trip to Pek- 


ing, which was first discussed about a 
year ago, and the subsequent talks with 


Chinese leaders, followed a similar pat- 
tern the company has followed in several 
meetings with the Soviet Union. UOP's 
British outlet, said Logan, has sold some 
products to the Russians. 


UOP, ACCORDING TO Logan, is the 


only petroleum company which received 
a formal invitation to enter into talks 
with the Chinese. Other companies have 
dealt with China through Japanese con- 
tacts, he said. 


As a result of the trip, Logan said, 


UOP will form what he called a UOP 
East-West Trading Co. to "focus UOP 
activities on the very important and 
growing Asian markets" and "assist our 
customers and business friends in pro- 
moting their products and technologies in 
the East, particularly China." 


Logan said this might spark American 


interest in dealing with the Chinese, 
something he feels is lacking despite the 
fact that relations with that country have 
begun again.

Later, Miss Kelly said evidence pre- 


sented by the group will be reviewed by 
assistant U. S. attorneys. Miss Kelly also 
referred the group to the FBI for a pos- 
sible Investigation, she said. 


BEFORE THEIR trip to Chicago yes- 


terday, several of the young people gath- 


ered at Spare Things said Lake' County 
police have harassed them since the in- 
cident Saturday. They said police have 
been taking pictures as well as following 
and stopping vehicles leaving the proper- 
ty- 


Cpl. Louis Harceg of the sheriff's po- 


lice denied the harassment charges. 


"There is no such thing as that," he 


said. "We had one squad, who made a 
stop on one subject who is known, but 
there is no one harassing him." 


Harceg said the police squad cars pa- 


trol the area as part of their regular 
rounds. "But there are no orders for us 
to be over there unless there is trouble," 
he said. "There is nobody harassing 
them.".

Rcgnrr's plan sets up a licensing board

Under the 
bill, contractors who had been in the 
home construction business four years 
out of the 4V4 years preceding passage of 
the bill could take an oral test, rather 
than a wit ten one. 


REGNER SAID after the first year

This could be considered a grand- 
father clause, Rcgner agreed, but said it 
Is standard procedure to have such a 
measure when the state first starts li- 
censing any profession. The oral exam- 
ination would allow Investigation of any 
complaints against a builder, and would 
benefit some contractors who may not be 
"too articulate," said Rcgncr. 


Schlickman opposes Rcgncr's bill be- 


cause It does not provide any com- 
pensation for the home buyer who has 
suffered from shoddy workmanship. His 
"bill Is for the new homebuylng public, 
and the Rcgncr bill Is for the new homo 
builder," Schlickman said. 


But Rcgncr said some builders operate 


on such a low profit margin they could 
not contribute an escrow fund. And his 
bill provides for revocation of a license 
or a fine, he noted.

It is possible that the future of plan; to 


build a 200 to 300-bed facility in Hoffman 
Estates may be affected by the legisla- 
tion if it is approved by the Senate and 
signed into law by the governor. 


The state has already given approval 


for a 200-bed branch of Rush Presby- 
tcrlan-St. Luke's Medical Center and 
some officials have suggested that anoth- 


er hospital may not be needed in the 
area. 


A PLANNING study, which was par- 


tially funded through a state grant, rec- 
ommended that 500 hospital beds be built 
In the area by 1975, but it urged one fa- 
cility be built In the Harrington area. 


Apparently some opposition is expected 


in the Senate by representatives of the 
Illinois Medical Society and nursing 
home operators. They have contended 
that the bill interferes with the operation 
of private businesses and the rights of 
local communities to approve hospitals. 


Similar legislation has been defeated In 


past years in the General Assembly. It is 
expected that the bill may be brought up 
for a vote In the Senate in the next few 
weeks.

Ex-POW denies colonel's collaboration charges 


by KATIIEIUNE BOYCE 


Army Staff Sgt John Young, the for- 


mer POW charged by a fellow prisoner 
with aiding the North Vietnamese while 
being held prisoner, said yesterday he's 
not a traitor. 


"I've done nothing against the United 


States, Its people or Constitution," said 
Young, adding "It makes me angry to 
hear such things." 


YOUNG. WHO IS now living In Arling- 


ton Heights, spoke to a crowd of students 
nt Conant High School In Hoffman Es- 
tates yesterday and answered formal 
charges made by Air Force Col. Theo- 


dorc W. Guy in a press conference fol- 
lowing his speech. Seven other former 
prisoners have also been named hi Guy's 
charges. 


Charges from Guy that Young aided 


the enemy while in a Hanoi prison camp 
are 
"completely illegitimate," said 


Young. He said Guy has disregarded 
"my right to have my own personal be- 
liefs." Young said he was opposed to the 
war in Vietnam and "I have to abide by 
my conscience." 


Young said statements he allegedly 


made while a prisoner were "not propa- 
ganda" but refused to say what the 


statements were because his attorney 
was not present. "The military does not 
want to prosecute, that's what I've been 
told," he said. 


"I am opposed to the war, to our in- 


volvement in the war. It has torn our 
country apart," said Young. 


YOUNG CALLED Guy's charges "dls- 


graceful." Earlier yesterday, he told the 
Herald they were "totally ridiculous." 


"I cannot imagine why Col. Guy Is 


making these charges. I have nothing 
against Col. Guy personally, but he Is 
dragging up this whole thing, the entire 
war before the American people, and ev- 


eryone is sick of it," he told the Herald. 


Guy has charged that some POW's ex- 


posed his efforts to organize the prison- 
ers secretly and as a result he was tor- 
tured. 


Young said he "never made a derog- 


atory statement" against Guy. "On the 
contrary, I have done things to put my 
own neck on the line," he said, and 
added that he was also tortured during 
his five years as a prisoner. 


Young, 27, is a paratrooper in the 


Green Berets. He was ambushed and 
captured while leading a patrol in 1968 
and was released two months ago. He is 


now on convalescent leave from Fitzsim- 
mons Army Hospital in Denver, Colo. 


YOUNG SAID earlier yesterday that 


he has not seen a copy of the charges 
against him but that he is now represent- 
ed by David Addlestone, an attorney with 
the American Civil Liberties Union. 
Young denied Guy's charges that he 
sought political asylum in North Vietnam 
and that he made model airplanes for 
target practice by the North Vietnamese. 


Young appeared hi dress uniform dur- 


ing his appearance at Conant yesterday 
and saluted as the American flag was

WHO IS RESPONSIBLE and who can 


solve the problem? After all the cajoling 
and pleading with government officials 
for help, the final burden seems to fall on 
the individual homeowner. 


Although he may not have built the 


house, or ho might not have directly 
caused the backup, he is the one left 
holding the bag. 


Until residents can prove that some ob- 


struction on township, state or county 
roads is causing their property to flood, 
any standing water on their own land is 
essentially their problem. 


There apparently Is no inexpensive, 


permanent solution for these people. New 
drainage tiles will help. A sewer system 
similar to the ones in incorporated areas 
could solve the problem, too, but at great 
tax expense to township residents. 


AN ILLINOIS Farm Drainage Law 


docs exist, according to state con- 
servationist Don Paugen. But it lacks 
teeth. There is no agency pinpointed to 
check drainage tiles and to track down 
possible offenders who have broken the 
tiles without fixing them later. 


If a homeowner finds that his property 


Is flooded because a neighbor has a bro- 
ken drainage tile he refuses to fix, a 
court lawsuit under the Illinois drainage 
law could help. In other cases, neighbors 
have joined together to fix an entire sec- 
tion of drainage tiles. 


There's a catch, though. Workers say 


they can't rod or replace old tile until the 
land is dry. And in most instances of 
flooding, standing water has been an un- 
ceasing problem. Earlier this week, a 
Palatine Township resident who had 
come to the township officials for relief 
from standing water had this exchange 
with township highway commissioner 
Robert Bergman: 


"The standing water problem has been

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Universal Oil Products seeking China export deal

Universal Oil Products Co. of DCS 


Plalnes yesterday announced Its in- 
tention to export petroleum technology In 
a pioneer business deal with the Peoples' 
Republic of China. 


John Logan, UOP president and chief 


executive officer, disclosed that a dozen 
company officials have just finished a 
week of talks with Chinese leaders and 
said prospects now appear good for a 
multimillion-dollar agreement. 


The Chinese, Logan said at a Chicago 


press conference, want to make uso of 
UOP's technological expertise to design 
petrochemical complexes to produce 
fuel, fiber and fertilizer. Several UOP of- 
ficial;) have remained in China and the 
company has been assured that the talks 
will continue, he said. 


"The Chinese don't say what their pri- 


orities arc," said Logan. "But they need 
to solve their petroleum problems to get 


on with their fiber and fertilizer produc- 
tion. They are interested in UOP because 
we are a constant source of new tech- 
nology." 


THESE ENERGY SOURCES, said Lo- 


gan, would enable the technology-starved 
Chinese to industrialize further and help 
meet the needs of the country's BOO mil- 
lion people. 


The proposed petrochemical complexes 


will convert crude oil into fuels and raw 
material for the production of fibers and 
fertilizers. 


"The Idea for the trip started a year 


ago when some of our people sensed 
there would be opportunities in China," 
said Logan. "We had a contact with 
China via Pakistan (through a former 
CIA agent) and subsequently we have 
worked with the Chinese Embassy in Ot- 
tawa. We also used the services of the 
new U.S. liaison office in Peking." 


Explaining that the Chinese don'l

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make decisions very quickly but meth- 
odically plod a course of action step by 
step, Logan felt they would speed up the 
talks with UOP because of an immediate 
need which must be filled. 


"We know, for example, that the Chi- 


nese have had contact with other major 
companies. We also read in the Japanese 
newspapers that the Chinese have been 
uncovering new sources of crude oil. 


They have the intermediate petroleum 
technology. They' know what's going on 
but they don't necessarily know how to 
apply this knowledge to building plants. 
They are setting up means to bring in 
technology and plants to China." 


LOGAN SAID THE agreement would 


call for UOP to supply the technological 
"know-how" to the Chinese, who would, 
in turn, use their own resources and 
equipment to build the facilities. He said 
the Chinese would probably purchase 
special equipment and construction ma- 
terials from other countries and employ 
foreign construction supervisors. 


He said the agreement would be part 


of an overall plan by the Chinese which 
could cost them nearly a half billion dol- 
lars to complete. The Chinese will "milk 
the world supply" to achieve their goals, 
Logan said. 


Logan explained that the trip to Pek- 


ing, which was first discussed about a 
year ago, and the subsequent talks with 


Chinese leaders, followed a similar pat- 
tern the company has followed in several 
meetings with the Soviet Union. UOP's 
British outlet, said Logan, has sold some 
products to the Russians. 


UOP, ACCORDING TO Logan, is the 


only petroleum company which received 
a formal invitation to enter into talks 
with the Chinese. Other companies have 
dealt with China through Japanese con- 
tacts, he said. 


As a result of the trip, Logan said, 


UOP will form what he called a UOP 
East-West Trading Co. to "focus UOP 
activities on the very important and 
growing Asian markets" and "assist our 
customers and business friends in pro- 
moting their products and technologies in 
the East, particularly China." 


Logan said this might spark American 


interest in dealing with the Chinese, 
something he feels is lacking despite the 
fact that relations with that country have 
begun again.

lem within a week, given some dry 
weather. But in rain-drenched Palatine 
Township, a dry week is a rare com- 
modity. And in some areas of the town- 
ship stagnant water has been there all 
year long. 


Palatine Township residents aren't the 


only ones with soggy yards and flooded 
driveways. U. S. soil conservationist 
Donald Pauken said that throughout the 
Chicago metropolitan area, drainage 
tiles are creating problems wherever ag- 
ricultural land is being turned Into resi- 
dential and business communities. 


"THE PROBLEM is caused a lot of 


times when a developer or individual 
comes into the site and starts grading 
the land. They can break the tiles, but 
they don't repair them," Paugen said. 
Before long, the dream house in the 
country can become an island in stagnat- 
ing water. 


It's happened all over Palatine Town- 


ship. The most persistent flooding has oc- 
curred on narrow Arlington Road in 
northwestern Palatine To-mshlp. Long- 
time elderly residents s'.w the water 
gradually rise last summer, but instead 
of draining off after a few days, the Ar- 
lington Road pond grew and grew, until 
it threatened two of the homes. 


The water is still there, despite efforts 


by Cook County, the Northwest Mosquito 
Abatement District and Palatine Town- 
ship Highway officials. They say the 
breakthrough could come sometime next 
week, when the final rodding and re- 
placement of old drainage tiles may oc- 
cur. But if and when the water does re- 
cede, Arlington Road residents will have 
a vivid reminder of their year-old lake. 
There will be the blackened, dead trees 
and murky silt In place of the green field 
of last year. 


IN OTHER AREAS, parents fear their 


children may drown in the flooded areas 
of their backyards Neighbors along 
Haman Road in the western area of the 
township said they had three to four feet 
of water in the backyards, water they 
claim is coming from misdirected cul- 
verts one block away. 


Township Highway Commissioner Rob- 


ert Bergman says the water naturally 
flows to the residents' backyards, and 
the township's culverts are not the prob- 
lem. 


Haman Road homeowners are con- 


templating installing their own system 
of drainage tiles. That system, which will 
be put in with the aid of mosquito abate- 
ment director Wilbur Mitchell, should be 
adequate to handle normal rains. 


There are any number of other in- 


stances of persistent flooding hi the town- 
ship. Neighbors living near Dundee Road 
on Quentln have fought to get a drainage 
tile repaired on vacant private property 
across the street so that their houses and 
Quentin Road don't get flooded every 
time it rains. 


THE INTERSECTION of Wood and Ce- 


dar streets, just a stone's throw from 
Palatine village boundaries, has been 
persistently flooded. Why? Broken drain- 
age tile, the township says. But for 
months they and other highway officials 
have been unable to figure out which di- 
rection the drainage tile runs. It was in- 
stalled in the 1930s. 


In nearly every instance of flooding, 


the blame has been pinned on broken or 
clogged drainage tiles. Once the problem 
has been pinpointed, though, a solution is 
not usually simple. 


"Most homeowners just don't know 


what they (drainage tiles) are," said 
Mitchell. Tile routes are difficult to 
trace, since the farmer who Installed the 
tiles is usually no longer around, and no 
real records are available to determine 
the direction the tiles run. 


Mitchell blamed the condition of the 


streams for much of the flooding prob- 
lems in the township. 


"A LOT OF THIS drainage could be 


improved If the creeks were restored to 
their original grade. I'd say up to 65 per 
cent of the flooding could be avoided," 
Mitchell said. 


In the meantime, an increasing num- 


ber of people are moving to the Palatine 
Township area, and residents will prob- 
ably see more and more of the flooding 
in the coming months. One answer may 


be to check the drainage tile system on 
the property, and clean or repair it be- 
fore it backs up. Neglect or ignorance 
about the workings of the drainage tile 
system has caused many headaches 
among township residents. 


About all that drenched homeowners 


can do at this point is to watch the wa- 
ter, try to get their drainage tiles repair- 
ed, and pray that it doesn't rain. 
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Charge police brutality, civil rights violations 
Cleanup organizers press complaints

Organizers of last weekend's con- 


trovcr.ilnl "stream cleanup" north of 
W h e e l i n g yesterday presented com- 
plaint* of police brutality and civil rights 
violations to the U. S. Attorney's office In 
Chicago. 


The Saturday gathering, sponsored by 


Spare Things, a non-profit cooperative 
exchange located at 081 Milwaukee Avc., 
Vcrnon Twp., was disbanded by Lake 
County Sheriff's police, who arrested 
about 23 young people. 


The organizers, who accused police ot 


violating their civil rights in breaking up 
the gathering, held a rally yesterday at 
the federal building and then met with 
Susan Kelly, research analyst for the U. 
S. Attorney's office, to present their com- 
plaints. 


Later, Miss Kelly said evidence pre- 


sented by the group will be reviewed by 
assistant U. S. attorneys. Miss Kelly also 
referred the group to the FBI for a pos- 
sible Investigation, she said. 


I1KFOI1K THEIR trip to Chicago yes- 


tcrday, several of the young people gath- 
ered at Spare Things said Lake County 
police have harassed them since the in- 
cident Saturday. They said police have 
been taking pictures as well as following 
and stopping vehicles leaving the proper- 
ly. 


Cpl. Louis Harccg of the sheriff's po- 


lice denied the harassment charges. 


"There is no such thing as that," ho 


said. "We had one squad, who made a 
stop on one subject who Is known, but 
there is no one harassing him." 


Harceg said the police squad cars pa- 


trol the area as part of their regular 
rounds. "But there are no orders for us 
to be over there unless there is trouble," 
he said. "There is nobody harassing 
them." 


Charles Masinl, 28, one of the organ- 


izers, said he was not concerned about 
police harassment. "It's nothing serious 
at tills point," he said. "At this point it's 
very typical, very expected and -very 
childish. It just brings the people togeth- 
er a bit more." 


MASINI SAID, however, he was more 


concerned with a summons Issued to him 
Tuesday night. It calls for him to show 
cause why he should not be held in con- 
tempt of court for violating a restraining 
order issued against the weekend gather- 
ing. 


The order was issued last Friday 


against the stream cleanup, which was 
referred to as a "rock concert festival." 
Maslni said he ignored the court order on 
the advice of his attorneys, who told him 
the order violated his right of free as- 
sembly. The group had gathered, he 
said, to clean up the banks of the DCS 
Plalnes River at the Spare Things prop- 
erty. 


Masinl said he will be In court tomor- 


row to testify on the contempt charge. 
Because he Is on parole from the state 
penitentiary for a 1964 counterfeiting 
conviction a contempt of court charge 
could mean rclmprlsonmcnt, he said. 


According to Maslni, he has scheduled 


n meeting with his parole officer to dis- 
cuss the contempt charge. If his parole is 
revoked, he will give himself up. "I 
won't run even though I have until 1985 
to serve," he said. 


Home buyer protection 
bills decision near 


The day of reckoning Is at hand for two 


homcbuycr protection bills now pending 
In the state legislature, both sponsored 
by local lawmakers but approaching the 
subject from different angles. 


Action was delayed late Tuesday night 


on a bill Introduced in the House by Rep. 
Eugene F. Schllckman, R-Arlington 
Heights, when ho could count only 80 
votes In Its favor. A total of 89 votes are 
needed to pass the bill and send it to the 
state Senate. 


The Senate already has approved a 


contractor licensing bill sponsored by 
Sen. David Regncr, R-Mount Prospect, 
and forwarded It to the House. 


Rogncr's bill Is supported by the Illi- 


nois Home Builders Association. Schllck- 
man'* bill has aroused the association to 
fight Its passage. 


The association has sent a letter to 


each representative, urging votes against 
Schllckman's measure and support of 
Rcgncr's instead. 


SCHLICKMAN RESPONDED Tuesday 


morning by distributing to his fellow rep- 
resentatives copies of a letter he wrote to 
tho association saying "the Rcgncr-spon- 
sored bill grandfathers all existing resi- 
dential builders and docs not provide any 
relief to new home buyers." 


Schllckman's measure would require 


ench residential builder to contribute $25 
to $63 per home, depending on tho selling 
price, to a fund to be administered by 
tho state treasurer and attorney general. 
Tito fund would provide compensation to 
homcbuycrs who can prove substantial 
financial loss from defects in the home 
they have purchased. It also would per- 
mit the attorney general to investigate 
complaints of shoddy home construction 
and flic suits against the builders. 


Regncr's plan sets up a licensing board 


with six members from tho home con- 
struction Industry and six from tho pub- 
lic, to bo appointed by the director of the 
department of registration and educa- 
tion. Tho department would test builders 
applying for licenses, and the board 
would judge tho applications. Under the 
bill, contractors who had been in the 
home construction business four years 
out of tho 4H§ years preceding passage of 
tH bill could toko an oral test, rather 
than a written one. 


RKGNKR SAID after tho first year 


that provision likely would be removed, 
and all applicants would take a written 
test. This could be considered a grand- 
father clause, Regncr agreed, but said It 
Is standard procedure to have such a 
measure wlicn the state first starts li- 
censing any profession. The oral exam- 
ination would allow Investigation of any 
complaints against a builder, and would 
benefit some contractors who may not be 
"too articulate," said Rcgner.

MASINI SAID he will file civil rights

the gathering to back up his charges. He 
said he also has photos, slides and mov- 
ies of incidents of police brutality.

sheriff, denied the charges made by Ma- 
sinl, saying he was merely enforcing a 
"no-use permit" issued by the court 
against the gathering. 


Clavey discounted Masini's statements 


about the police. "We're not too worried 
about what Mr. Maslni has to say," he 
said. "Let him say what he wants. There 
are no charges against us as far as we're 
concerned." 


The sheriff said he was not worried 


about the charges because he had two 
assistant state's attorneys and several 
state police who dispute the charges of 
brutality and illegal search. 
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Ex-POW denies colonel's collaboration charges

Army Staff Sgt John Young, the for- 


mcr POW charged by a fellow prisoner 
with aiding the North Vietnamese while 
being held prisoner, said yesterday he's 
not a traitor. 


"I've don» nothing against the United 


States, its people or Constitution," said 
Young, adding "It makes me angry to 
hear such tilings." 


YOUNG. WHO IS now living In Arling- 


ton Heights, spoke to a crowd of students 
at Conant High School In Hoffman Es- 
tates yesterday and answered formal 
charges mode by Air Force Col. Theo- 


dore W. Guy in a press conference fol- 
lowing his speech. Seven other former 
prisoners have also been named in Guy's 
charges. 


Charges from Guy that Young aided 


the enemy while in a Hanoi prison camp 
a r e "completely illegitimate," said 
Young. He said Guy has disregarded 
"my right to have my own personal be- 
liefs." Young said he was opposed to the 
war in Vietnam and "I have to abide by 
my conscience." 


Young said statements he . allegedly 


made while a prisoner were "not propa- 
ganda" but refused to say what the 


statements were because his attorney 
was not present. "The military does not 
want to prosecute, that's what I've been 
told," he said. 


"I am opposed to the war, to our in- 


volvement in the war. It has torn our 
country apart," said Young. 


YOUNG CALLED Guy's charges "dis- 


graceful." Earlier yesterday, he told the 
Herald they were "totally ridiculous." 


"I cannot Imagine why Col. Guy Is 


making these charges. I have 'nothing 
against Col. Guy personally, but he is 
dragging up this whole thing, the entire 
war before the American people, and ev- 


eryone is sick of it," he told the Herald. 


Guy has charged that some POW's ex- 


posed his efforts to organize the prison- 
ers secretly and as a result he was tor- 
tured. 


Young said he "never made a derog- 


atory statement" against Guy. "On the 
contrary, I have done things to put my 
own neck on the line," he said, and 
added that he was also tortured during 
his five years as a prisoner. 


Young, 27, is a paratrooper in the 


Green Berets. He was ambushed and 
captured while leading a patrol in 1968 
and was released two months ago. He is 


now on convalescent leave from Fitzsim- 
mons Army Hospital in Denver, Colo. 


YOUNG SAID earlier yesterday that 


he has not seen a copy of the charges 
against him but that he is now represent- 
ed by David Addlestone, an attorney with 
the American Civil Liberties Union. 
Young denied Guy's charges that he 
sought political asylum in North Vietnam 
and that he made model airplanes for 
target practice by the North Vietnamese. 


Young appeared in dress uniform dur- 


ing his appearance at Conant yesterday 
and saluted as the American flag was

Cil<? flood threat 
10 from Holly Lane 
hit plan for bakery

Holly Lane homeowners, who for years 


have fought attempts to allow com- 
mercial zoning on Klrchoff Road behind 
their homes In Rolling Meadows, turned 
out last night to wage n battle against an 
attempt to build a bakery. 


A group of about 10 homeowners, in- 


cluding Aid. Ken Rctzkc, (Sth) appeared 
before a special zoning commission 
which Is considering a petition to annex 
and rezono for commercial use, a 1V4- 
acre site on Kirchoff, cast of Rohlwlng 
Road. 


The property, in unincorporated Cook 


County, Is being purchased by the Star 
Rcnlty Co. to be leased to the Continental 
Bakery Co. The bakery plans to build a 
thrill store for the retail and truck route 
sales of bakery goods. 


Residents opposed tho plan because 


they say building a commercial store on 
the site, which Is in a flood plain, would 
increase already serious flooding condi- 
tions on Holly Lane. 


THE ZONING commission met last 


night to consider whether to recommend 
approval of the project. No decision was 
made by 10:30. Final approval must 
come from tho city council. 


Ron Olson, architect for tho project, 


said tho 11,000-squarc-foot building would 
bo built next to tho existing Sunoco Gas 
Station west of tho property. 


Tho building would include a roar dis- 


patching area for 11 bakery delivery 
trucks while tho front would bo a retail 
sales area. 


Three weeks ago the same proposal 


was mado to the Cook County Zoning 
Board of Appeals In an attempt to win 
county zoning approval of tho project. No 
decision has been made by the county, 
however, Dwight Adams, the attorney 
representing the bakery, has said the 
company would prefer to got its zoning 
from tho city. 


Residents at tho meeting last night 


said they objected most to the com- 
mercial zoning site and the increased 
threat of flooding it would present. 


"My property is directly behind this 


and I'm concerned about the water," 
said Dlano Manna, 3704 Holly Ln. "I nev- 


er had water and now I'm concerned 
that I'll have it." 


Another resident, Paulino Scoglictti, 


3608 Holly Ln., said she saw no need for 
the bakery there. 


"A business should come Into an area 


lo fill a need and serve people," she said, 
adding that an adequate bakery is lo- 
cated several blocks from the site and 
that thrift stores also arc located In Pal- 
atine and Mount Prospect. 


IN VOICING'his objections, Retzke 


said allowing the bakery would be "poor 
zoning. 
>r He reminded the panel that 


eight years ago the Sun Oil Co.'s request 
for commercial zoning west of the site 
was rejected by the city and county. A 
court order later overturned the ruling. 


"Zoning In this area should be residen- 


tial and the county board agreed with 
that viewpoint," Retzke said. Mayor Ro- 
land Meyer countered Retzke's state- 
ment, saying the city had not objected to 
the commercial zoning but rather to the 
gas station. 


"The city has long understood this 


could not be a suitable single-family 
use," Meyer said. "The court agreed 
that this was a legitimate commercial- 
use site and made the ruling on that 
basis."

Mothers protest transfer of preschool classes from sports complex I 


Petitions opposing the transfer of the 


Rolling Meadows Park District preschool 
classes from the sports complex to an- 
other facility will be presented to the 
park board tonight. 


Approximately 40 preschool mothers 


have been circulating the petitions and 
expect to have nearly 1,000 signatures by 
tonight. Sharon Kirmse will present the 
petitions to the board at its 8:30 p.m. 
meeting In the administration office, 1 
Park Meadow Place. 


"It has come to our attention that the 


park district is considering moving the 
preschool facilities out of the sports com- 
plex. Wo ore asking them to consider our 


strong opposition to the move before they 
reach a final decision," said Jean Swich- 
tcnberg, one of the organizers of the peti- 
tion drive. 


Steve Person, superintendent of parks 


and recreation, verified that the move is 
being considered but said no decision has 
been reached and the matter has not 
even come before the board. 


"WE ARE just beginning to kick the 


idea (transfer of preschool classes) 
around. We are so busy with the opening 
of the pool and rink, we haven't had time 
to look toward the fall," said Person. 


He said talks have been held with rep- 


resentatives of the Community Church of 


Rolling Meadows about renting the 
church basement for preschool classes 
but no decision has been reached. 


When the park district started its pre- 


school program, the classes were held at 
the Community Church of Rolling Mead- 
ows, 2720 Kirchoff Rd. The facilities were 
rented for $25 a month. Two years ago, 
when the sports complex opened, the pre- 
school classes were transferred to the 
complex. 


"They are petitioning the board at the 


wrong time. The board doesn't know any- 
thing about it. I have not brought it (the 
transfer) up to any board member," said 
Person. He said June would be the 


earliest time for board consideration and 
the matter probably wouldn't be brought 
up until July. 


"When the sports complex opened, we 


were led to believe the preschoolers had 
a permanent home and we still feel our 
youngest children have as much of a 
right as the rest of the population to use 
the facility," said Mrs. Swichtenberg. 


ONE OF the major objections to the 


possible move of the preschool classes is 
the loss of the gym facilities at the snorts 
.complex. Mrs.. Swichtenberg said .the. 
gym Is used to play games to help the 
children improve their motor skills. 


Any other programs the park board is 


considering can be made compatible 
with preschool classes and should not 
displace preschool classes, said Mrs. 
Swichtenberg. 


The thought behind the possible trans- 


fer is to make the meeting rooms in the 
complex where the preschool classes are 
held open to more people, said Person. 
He said they might be developed so resi- 
dents could pursue individual interests. 


Among the talked-about uses for the 


meeting rooms are an exercise room and 
a game room complete with pool tables. 
Person said these talks are premature 
and no decision has been reached.

Republic of Clilnn. 


John Logan, UOP president and chief 


executive officer, disclosed that a dozen 
company officials have just finished a 
week of talks with Chinese leaders and 
snld prospects now appear good for a 
mulllmllllon-dollar agreement. 


The Chlneio, Logan said at a Chicago 


pre« conference, want to make use of 
UOP's technological expertise to design 
petrochemical complexes to produce 
fuel, fiber and fertilizer. Several UOP of- 
ficials have remained In China and the 
company has been assured that the talks 
will continue, he said. 


"The Chinese don't say what their pri- 


orities are," said Logan. "But they need 
to solve their petroleum problems to got 


on with their fiber and fertilizer produc- 
tion. They arc interested In UOP because 
we arc a constant source of new tech- 
nology." 


THESE ENERGY SOUHCES, said Lo- 


gan, would enable the technology-starved 
Chinese to Industrialize further and help 
meet the needs of the country's 800 mil- 
lion people. 


The proposed petrochemical complexes 


will convert crude oil into fuels and raw 
material for the production of fibers and 
fertilizers. 


"The Idea for the trip started a year 


ago when some of our people sensed 
(here would be opportunities In China," 
said Logan. "We had a contact with 
China via Pakistan (through a former 
CIA agent) and subsequently we have 
worked with the Chinese Embassy in Ot- 
tawa. We also used the services of the 
new U.S. liaison office in Peking." 


Explaining that the Chinese don't

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make decisions very quickly but meth- 
odically plod a course of action step by 
step, Logan felt they would speed up the 
talks with UOP because of an immediate 
need which must be filled. 


"We know, for example, that the Chi- 


nese have had contact with other major 
companies. We also read in the Japanese 
newspapers that the Chinese have been 
uncovering new sources of crude oil. 


They have the intermediate petroleum 
technology. They know what's going on 
but they don't necessarily know how to 
apply this knowledge to building plants. 
They are setting up means to bring in 
technology and plants to China." 


LOGAN SAID THE agreement would 


call for UOP to supply the technological 
"know-how" to the Chinese, who would, 
in turn, use their own resources and 
equipment to build the facilities. He said 
the Chinese would probably purchase 
special equipment and construction ma- 
terials from other countries and employ 
foreign construction supervisors. 


He said the agreement would be part 


of an overall plan by the Chinese which 
could cost them nearly a half billion dol- 
lars to complete. The Chinese will "milk 
the world supply" to achieve their goals, 
Logan said. 


Logan explained that the trip to Pek- 


ing, which was first discussed about a 
year ago, and the subsequent talks with 


Chinese leaders, followed a similar pat- 
tern the company has followed In several 
meetings with the Soviet Union. UOP's 
British outlet, said Logan, has sold some 
products to the Russians. 


UOP, ACCORDING TO Logan, is the 


only petroleum company which received 
a formal invitation to enter into talks 
with the Chinese. Other companies have 
dealt with China through Japanese con- 
tacts, he said. 


As a result of the trip, Logan said, 


UOP will form what he called a UOP 
East-West Trading Co. to "focus UOP 
activities on the very important and 
growing Asian markets" and "assist our 
customers and business friends in pro- 
moting their products and technologies in 
the East, particularly China." 


Logan said this might spark American 


interest in dealing with the Chinese, 
something he feels is lacking despite the 
fact that relations with that country have 
begun again. 


Flooding might be stopped 
Oh, for those old 
drainage tiles!

A New* Analysis 


Back In the horso and buggy days, ce- 


ramic drainage tiles were all that local 
farmers needed to keep their fields dry 
enough to plant. 


But things have changed since then. 


Now tlicre are houses In every field, and 
construction equipment is out building 
more homes every day. What was once 
acres of farm land has turned Into subdi- 
visions where hundreds of people make 
their homes. 


This Is unincorporated Palatine Town- 


ship today, where developers have dis- 
regarded one of the basic systems that 
had kept the countryside from turning 
Into a swamp. Now It's catching up with 
them as home after homo is plagued 
with standing water. 


WHO IS RESPONSIBLE and who con 


solve the problem? After all the cajoling 
and pleading with government officials 
for help, the final burden seems to fall on 
the Individual homeowner. 


Although he may not have built the 


house, or he might not have directly 
caused the backup, he is the one left 
holding the bag. 


Until residents can prove that some ob- 


struction on township, state or county ' 
roads Is causing their property to flood, 
any standing water on their own land is 
essentially their problem. 


There apparently Is no Inexpensive, 


permanent solution for these people. New 
drainage tiles will help. A sewer system 
similar to the ones In incorporated areas 
could solve the problem, too, but at great 
tax expense to township residents. 


AN ILLINOIS Farm Drainage Law. 


docs exist, according to state con- 
servationist Don Puugcn. But it lacks 
teeth. There Is no agency pinpointed to 
check drainage tiles and to track down 
possible offenders who have broken the 
tiles without fixing them later. 


If a homeowner finds that his property 


is flooded because a neighbor has a bro- 
ken drainage tile he refuses to fix, a 
court lawsuit under the Illinois drainage 
law could help. In other cases, neighbors 
have joined together lo fix an entire sec- 
tion of drainage tiles. 


There's a catch, though. Workers say 


they can't rod or replace old tile until the 
land is dry. And in most Instances of 
flooding, standing water has been an un- 
ceasing problem. Earlier this week, a 
Palatine Township resident who had 
come to the township officials for relief 
from standing water had this exchange 
with township highway commissioner 
Robert Bergman: 


"The standing water problem has been 


growing for three or four years. We be- 
lieve that it's the deterioration of drain- 
ago conditions along the road," said resi- 
dent Robert Powell, representing 30 
homeowners In the northwest Hillcrcst 
Acres subdivision. 


"THE PROBABLE solution to this 


problem is the rodding of the existing 
Illcs. But our heavy equipment can't get 
In to do it until the water goes down," 
Bergman responded. 


"But the water never goes down!" 


POM ell snld. 


Bergman told town officials that he 


could get lo the Hill Crest drainage prob- 
lem within a week, given some dry 
weather. But In rain-drenched Palatine 
Township, a dry week is a rare com- 
modity. And In some areas of the town- 
ship stagnant water has been tlicre all 
year long. 


Palatine Township residents aren't the 


only ones with soggy yards and flooded 
driveways. U. S. soil conservationist 
Donald Paukcn said that throughout the 
Chicago metropolitan area, drainage 
tiles arc creating problems wherever ag- 
ricultural land is being turned into resi- 
dential and business communities. 


••THE: PROBLEM is caused a lot of 


times when a developer or Individual 


comes into the site and starts grading 
the land. They can break the tiles, but 
they don't repair them," Paugen said. 
Before long, the dream house in the 
country can become an island in stagnat- 
ing water. 


It's happened all over Palatine Town- 


ship. The most persistent flooding has oc- 
curred on narrow Arlington Road In 
northwestern Palatine Township. Long- 
time elderly residents saw the water 
gradually rise last summer, but Instead 
of draining off after a few days, the Ar- 
lington Road pond grew and grew, until 
it threatened two of the homes. 


The water is still there, despite efforts 


by Cook County, the Northwest Mosquito 
Abatement District and Palatine Town- 
ship Highway officials. They soy the 
breakthrough could come sometime next 
week, when the final rodding and re- 
placement of old drainage tiles may oc- 
cur. But if and when the water docs re- 
cede, Arlington Road residents will have 
a vivid reminder of their year-old lake. 
There will be the blackened, dead trees 
and murky silt in place of the green field 
of lost year. 


IN OTHER AREAS, parents fear their 


. children may drown in the flooded areas 


of their backyards Neighbors along 
Homan Rood in the western area of the 
township said they had three to four feet 
of water in the backyards, water they 
claim Is coming from misdirected cul- 
verts one block away. 


Township Highway Commissioner Rob- 


ert Bergman says the water naturally 
flows to the residents' backyards, and 
the township's culverts arc not the prob- 
lem. 


Haman Road homeowners arc con- 


templating installing their own system 
of drainage tiles. That system, which will 
bo put In with the aid of mosquito abate- 
ment director Wilbur Mitchell, should be 
adequate to handle normal rains. 


There arc any number of other in- 


stances of persistent flooding in the town- 
ship. Neighbors living near Dundee Road 
on Qucntin have fought to get a drainage 
tile repaired on vacant private property 
across the street so that their houses and 
Qucntin Road don't get flooded every 
time it rains. 


THE INTERSECTION of Wood and Cc- 


dar streets, just a stone's throw from 
Palatine village boundaries, has been 
persistently flooded. Why? Broken drain- 
age tile, the township says. But for 
month:) they nnd other highway officials 
have been unable to figure out which di- 
rection the drainage tile runs. It was in- 
stalled in the 1030s. 


In nearly every instance of flooding, 


the blame has been pinned on broken or 
clogged drainage tiles. Once the problem 


At new Treasury store 


has been pinpointed, though, a solution is 
not usually simple. 


"Most homeowners just don't know 


what they (drainage tiles) are," said 
Mitchell. Tile routes are difficult to 
trace, since the farmer who installed the 
tiles is usually no longer around, and no 
real records are available to determine 
the direction the tiles run. 


Mitchell blamed the condition of the 


streams for much of the flooding prob- 
lems in the township. 


"A LOT OF THIS drainage could be 


improved if the creeks were restored to 
their original grade. I'd say up to 65 per 
cent of the flooding could be avoided," 
Mitchell said. 


In the meantime, an increasing num- 


ber of people arc moving to the Palatine 
Township area, and residents will prob- 
ably sec more and more of the flooding 
In the coming months. One answer may 
be to check the drainage tile system on 
the property, and clean or repair It be- 
fore it backs up. Neglect or ignorance 
about the workings of the drainage tile 
system has caused many headaches 
among township residents. 


About all that drenched homeowners 


can do at this point is to watch the wa- 
ter, try to get their drainage tiles repair- 
ed, and pray that it doesn't rain.

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Villagers to fight big sign

Homeowners in southwest Arlington 


Heights are preparing to battle a giant. 
They have dubbed their opponent "Super 
Sign." 


The residents of Surrey Ridge West 


and Heritage Park subdivisions are con- 
cerned over plans by the J. C. Penney 
Co. to errect some toll signs at its new 
Treasury discount store at Golf and Al- 
gonquin roads in Rolling Meadows. 


The store is preparing to put up three 


free-standing signs, including a 35-foot 
sign at each of two principal driveways. 
One driveway is directly opposite Kenni- 
cott Drive, a main entrance to Surrey 
Ridge West. 


Fred Iwen, president of the Heritage 


Park Homeowners Association, says a 
petition is being circulated among resi- 
dents in the area asking that the sign's 
height be curtailed. 


A SPOKESMAN for Penneys, however, 


says all three signs have already been 
approved by the City of Rolling Mead- 
ows, despite the fact that a meeting has 
been scheduled Tuesday night in Rolling 
Meadows to discuss possible variations 
from the city's sign ordinance. 


Rolling Meadows' sign ordinance sets 


30 feet as the maximum height and per- 
mits only one free-standing sign per de- 
velopment. 


But when plans for the Treasury were 


approved, It Included three signs—a 35- 
foot sign at each entrance and a 20-foot 
sign set back In the parking lot, says Jim 
Schwaninger, public relations manager 
for J. C. Penney. 


"As far as we're concerned, there Is 


nothing further to be approved or dis- 
cussed with the city," he sold. 


Rolling Meadows City Mgr. James 


Watson says he Is not certain the signs 
really have been approved. 


"I can't find anything in the pre- 


annexation agreement, the plan commis- 
sion minutes or the city council minutes 
that says anything that there was offi- 
cial action taken to allow the signs. 


"I REMEMBER it was discussed but I 


can find no record of official action taken 
on it," Watson said. 


'As far as I know, the Tuesday night 


meeting is on," he added. 


The meeting, if it is held, will be 


chaired by Aid. Thomas Waldron (2nd), 
chairman of the city's special use com- 
mittee. 


Waldron says he also thinks the 35-foot 


signs have been approved and that the 
variation requests were for other, small- 


er signs around the Treasury store. 


He said he talked with a representative 


of the Surrey Ridge West Homeowners 
Association and told him that he could 
attend Tuesday night's meeting. 


"I TOLD HIM they could come to the 


meeting, but that we had already 
allowed the 35-foot signs in the pre- 
annexation agreement. We can't break a 
preannexation 
agreement," 
Waldron 


said. 


Iwen says he thinks the whole sign 


question is "nebulous enough" to merit 
further investigation. 


"If it's going to be stopped, the time 


has got to be now," he said, referring to 
homeowner fears that the Treasury sign 
will lead to more and bigger signs along 
Algonquin Road. 


"The question Is whether we're going 


to let Algonquin Road turn into another 
Rte. 83. I don't think we should let that 
happen," he said. 


The homeowners' petition asks the City 


of Rolling Meadows to deny a variation 
for the sign because it would set a prece- 
dent and trigger a sign war, become a 
commercial "landmark" for the area, be 
a safety hazard for motorists and in- 
fringe upon nearby residential neighbor- 
hoods. 


A BASE FOR a sign at the K-Mart 


shopping center, across Algonquin Road 
in Arlington Heights, is "sitting and wait- 
ing" for the signs to go in across the 
street, Iwen said. 


Area homeowners have had some suc- 


cess In their efforts to control the devel- 
opment of the K-Mart shopping center 
and other commercial properties along 
Algonquin Road in Arlington Heights. 


The Arlington Heights Village Board 


last week turned down a request for a 
free standing sign for the Ponderosa 
steak house, located in the K-Mart shop- 
ping center. 


Arlington Heights' present sign ordi- 


nance limits the height of free-standing 
signs to 16-feet, six-inches and the rec- 
ommendation of the village plan commis- 
sion was to approve a Ponderosa sign at 
12-feet, six inches. 


The village board, however, rejected 


the recommendation, saying that an ordi- 
nance is under study now that would 
eliminate 
all free-standing signs in 


Arlington Heights. 


Victor Johnson, president of the Sur- 


rey Ridge West association, says he 
hopes an agreement can be reached be- 
tween Rolling Meadows and Arlington 
Heights on "policing the aesthetics" of 


the Golf-Algonquin roads intersection. 


"I hope some way can be found to lim- 


it the commercialization of a strip, at 
least from an aesthetic standpoint," he 
said. 
According to Schwaninger, Penney's real 
estate leasing manager, Robert Murray, 
will probably ask to have the store's 
signs removed from Tuesday night's 
meeting agenda. Murray is also expected 
to meet with the homeowners representa- 
tives to discuss the sign plans. 
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Charge police brutality, civil rights violations 
Cleanup organizers press complaints

Organizers of last weekend's con- 


troversial "stream cleanup" north of 
W h e e l i n g yesterday presented com- 
plaints of police brutality and civil rights 
violations to the U. S. Attorney's office in 
Chicago. 


The Saturday gathering, sponsored by 


Spnro Things, a non-profit cooperative 
exchange located at 081 Milwaukee Avc., 
Vcrnon Twp., was disbanded by Lake 
County Sheriff's police, who arrested 
about 25 young people. 


The organizers, who accused police of 


violating their civil rights in breaking up 
the gathering, held a rally yesterday at 
Iho federal building and then met with 
Susan Kelly, research analyst for the U. 
S. Attorney's office, to present their com- 
plaints. 


Later, Miss Kelly said evidence pre- 


sented by the group will bo reviewed by 
assistant U. S. attorneys. Miss Kelly also 
referred the group to the FBI for a pos- 
sible Investigation, she said. 


BEFORE THEIR trip to Chicago yes- 


terday, several of the young people gath- 
ered at Spare Things said Lake County 
police have harassed them since the in- 
cident Saturday. They said police have 
been taking pictures as well as following 
and stopping vehicles leaving the proper- 
ty. 


Cpl. Louis Harccg of tho sheriff's po- 


lice denied the harassment charges. 


"There Is no such thing as that," he 


said. "Wo had one squad, who made a 
stop on one subject who is known, but 
there is no one harassing him." 


Harccg said tho police squad cars pa- 


trol the area as part of their regular 
rounds. "But there are no orders for us 
to be over there unless there is trouble," 
ho said. "There Is nobody harassing 
them." 


Charles Maslnl, 28, one of the organ- 


izers, said he was not concerned about 
police harassment. "It's nothing serious 
at thk point," he said. "At this point It's 
very typical, very expected end very 
childish. It just brings the people togeth- 
er a bit more." 


MASINI SAID, however, he was more 


concerned with a summons Issued to him 
Tuesday night. It calls for him to show 
cause why he should not be held in con- 
tempt of court for violating a restraining 
order Issued against the weekend gather- 
ing. 


Tho order was Issued last Friday 


against the stream cleanup, which was 
referred to as a "rock concert festival." 
Maslnl said he Ignored the court order on 
the advice of his attorneys, who told him 
the order violated his right of free as- 
sembly. The group had gathered, he 
said, to clean up the banks of the Des 
Plalnes River at the Spare Things prop- 
erty. 


Maslni said he will be in court tomor- 


row to testify on the contempt charge. 
Because he is on parole from the state 
penitentiary for a 1964 counterfeiting 
conviction a contempt of court charge 
could mean relmprlsonment, he said. 


According to Masini, lie has scheduled 


a meeting with his parole officer to dis- 
cuss the contempt charge. If his parole Is 
revoked, he will give himself up. "I 
won't run even though I have until 1985 
to serve," he sold. 


Home buyer protection 
bills decision near 


The day of reckoning Is at hand for two 


homcbuycr protection bills now pending 
in the state legislature, both sponsored 
by local lawmakers but approaching the 
subject from different angles. 


Action was delayed late Tuesday night 


on a bill Introduced In the House by Rep. 
Eugene F. 
Schllckman, R-Arllngton 


Heights, when he could count only 80 
votes In its favor. A total of 89 votes are 
needed to pass tho bill and send It to the 
state Senate. 


The Senate already has approved a 


contractor licensing bill sponsored by 
Sen. David Rcgncr, R-Mount Prospect, 
and forwarded It to the House. 


Regncr's bill Is supported by the Illi- 


nois Homo Builders Association. Schllck- 
man's bill has aroused the association to 
fight Its passage. 


Tho association has sent a letter to 


each representative, urging votes against 
Schllckman's measure and support of 
Regncr's Instead. 


SCHLICKMAN RESPONDED Tuesday 


morning by distributing to his fellow rep- 
resentatives copies of a letter he wrote to 
the association saying "the Regncr-spon- 
sored bill grandfathers all existing resi- 
dential builders and docs not provide any 
relief to new home buyers." 


Schllckmnn's measure would require 


each residential builder to contribute $25 
to $63 per home, depending on the selling 
price, to a fund to be administered by 
tho state treasurer and attorney general. 
The fund would pi ovide compensation to 
homcbuycrs who can prove substantial 
financial loss from defects in the home 
they have purchased. It also would per- 
mit the attorney general to Investigate 
complaints of shoddy home construction 
and flic suits against the builders. 


Regncr's plan sets up a licensing board 


with six members from the home con- 
struction industry and six from the pub- 
lic, to be appointed by the director of the 
department of registration and educa- 
tion. Tho department would test builders 
applying for licenses, and the board 
would judge the applications. Under the 
bill, contractors who had been in the 
homo construction business four years 
out of tho 4VS years preceding passage of 
tho bill could take an oral test, rather 
than a written one. 


RECNER SAID after tho first year 


that provision likely would be removed, 
and all applicants would take a written 
test. This could be considered a grand- 
father clause, Regncr agreed, but said it 
is standard procedure to have such a 
measure when tho state first starts li- 
censing any profession. Tho oral exam- 
ination would allow investigation of any 
complaints against a builder, and would 
benefit some contractors who may not be 
"too articulate," said Rcgncr.

MASINI SAID he will file civil rights 


suits against the sheriff's police and the 
Lake County state's attorney as soon as 
the contempt charge Is settled. 


"I expect to file suit once I win that,"

According to Masini, his lawyers al- 


ready have statements from people at 


the gathering to back up his charges. He 
said he also has photos, slides and mov- 
ies of incidents of police brutality. 


ORVILLE CLAVEY, Lake County 


sheriff, denied the charges made by Ma- 
sini, saying he was merely enforcing a 
"no-use permit" Issued by the court 
against the gathering. 


Clavey discounted Maslni's statements 


about the police. "We're not too worried 
about what Mr. Masini has to say," he 
said. "Let him say what he wants. There 
are no charges against us as far as we're 
concerned." 


> The sheriff said he was not worried 
about the charges because he had two 
assistant state's attorneys and several 
state police who dispute the charges of 
brutality and illegal search.

Army Staff Sgt John Young, the for- 


mer POW charged by a fellow prisoner 
with aiding the North Vietnamese while 
being held prisoner, said yesterday he's 
not a traitor. 


"I've done nothing against the United 


States, its people or Constitution," said 
Young, adding "It makes me angry to 
hear such things." 


YOUNG. WHO IS now living in Arllng- 


ton Heights, spoke to a crowd of students 
at Conant High School In Hoffman Es- 
tates yesterday and answered formal 
charges mode by Air Force Col. Theo-

doro W. Guy in a press conference fol- 
lowing his speech. Seven other former 
prisoners have also been named in Guy's 
charges. 


Charges from Guy that Young aided 


the enemy while in a Hanoi prison camp 
are 
"completely illegitimate," 
said 


Young. He said Guy has disregarded 
"my right to have my own personal be- 
liefs." Young said he was opposed to the 
war in Vietnam and "I have to abide by 
my conscience." 


Young said statements he allegedly 


made while a prisoner were "not propa- 
ganda" but refused to say what the 


statements were because his attorney 
was not present. "The military does not 
' want to prosecute, that's what I've been 
told," he.said. 


"I am opposed to the war, to our in- 


volvement in the war. It has torn our 
country apart," said Young. 


YOUNG CALLED Guy's charges "dis- 


graceful." Earlier yesterday, he told the 
Herald they were "totally ridiculous." 


"I cannot imagine, why Col. Guy is 


making these charges. I have nothing 
against Col. Guy personally, but he is 
dragging up this whole thing, the entire 
war before the American people, and ev- 


eryone Is sick of it," he told the Herald. 


Guy has charged that some POW's ex- 


posed his efforts to organize the prison- 
ers secretly and as a result he was tor- 
tured. 


Young said he "never made a derog- 


atory statement" against Guy. "On the 
contrary, I have done things to put my 
own neck on the line," he said, and 
added that he was also tortured during 
his five years as a prisoner. 


Young, 27, is a paratrooper in the 


Green Berets. He was ambushed and 
captured while leading a patrol in 1968 
and was released two months ago. He is 


now on convalescent leave from Fltzsim- 
mons Army Hospital in Denver, Colo. 


YOUNG SAID earlier yesterday that 


he has not seen a copy of the charges 
against him but that he is now represent- 
ed by David Addlestone, an attorney with 
the American Civil Liberties Union. 
Young denied Guy's charges that he 
sought political asylum in North Vietnam 
and that he made model airplanes for 
target practice by the North Vietnamese. 


Young appeared in dress uniform dur- 


ing his appearance at Conant yesterday 
and saluted as the American flag was

building loans, apply only to those loan 
applications approved after Jan. 1,1969. 


Dist. 54 received $1,652,000 in state 


loans before that time and will have to 
pay back the full amount. However appli- 
cations after the Jan. 1, 1969 date 
amount to approximately $3 million. 


Lapicola said the district received ap- 


proximately 41.6 million in state loans 
before that date and will have to pay off 
the full amount. However loans received 
after June 1,1969 amounted to $3 million. 


He said a portion of the $3 million debt 


could be repaid with the state grant with- 
out taxation to the local community if 
the bills are approved.

Village 'trades' five policemen for street repairs 


Hoffman Estates has traded five police 


patrolmen for a maximum of 182 feet of 
street resurfacing. 


Only six men will be added to the po- 


lice department this fiscal year, instead of 
the 11 men requested by Chief John 
O'Connell. 


The chief expressed "shock" at the 


size of the cutback on his request. 


The money for the five men subtracted 


from O'Connell's request will be used for 
street repairs instead, and will allow for 
100 to 182 lineal feet of road resurfacing, 
according to figures provided by Village 
Mgr. George Longmeyer. 


Each patrolman costs the village be- 


tween $12,000 and $13,000, including sala- 
ry, benefits, insurance, training and 
equipment, said Longmeyer. Using the 
maximum figure,, the five men the board 


cut from O'Connell's request would have 
cost about $65,000. Longmeyer said street 
resurfacing costs between $4 and $6.50 
per lineal foot. The $65,000 then would 
permit between 100 and 182 feet of pave- 
ment resurfacing. 


ALTHOUGH THE budget for the fiscal 


year,' which started May 1, still has not 
been adopted, the village board Tuesday 
night acted on the portion of the budget 


for additional police manpower. Trustees 
voted down a request from O'Connell 
that already had been cut from 11 to 
eight men, and instead approved hiring 
six men. 


The six additional men will bring the 


total force to 39 men — one chief, one 
captain, two lieutenants, six sergeants

Universal Oil Products seeking China export deal 


by BARRY SIGALE 


Universal Oil Products Co. of Des 


Plalncs yesterday announced its in- 
tention to export petroleum technology in 
a pioneer business deal with the Peoples' 
Republic of China. 


John Logan, UOP president and chief 


executive officer, disclosed that a dozen 
company officials have just finished a 
week of talks with Chinese leaders and 
said prospects now appear good for a 
multimillion-dollar agreement. 


The Chinese, Logan said at a Chicago 


press conference, want to make use of 
UOP's technological expertise to design 
petrochemical complexes to produce 
fuel, fiber and fertilizer. Several UOP of- 
ficials have remained In China and the 
company has been assured that the talks 
will continue, ho said. 


"The Chinese don't say whut their pri- 


orities are," sold Logan. "But they need 
to solve their petroleum problems to get 


on with their fiber and fertilizer produc- 
tion. They are interested in UOP because 
we are a constant source of'new tech- 
nology." 


THESE ENERGY SOURCES, said Lo- 


gan, would enable the technology-starved 
Chinese to Industrialize further and help 
meet the needs of the country's 800 mil- 
lion people. 


The proposed petrochemical complexes 


will convert crude oil into fuels and raw 
material for the production of fibers and 
fertilizers. 


"The Idea for the trip started a year 


ago when some of our people sensed 
there would be opportunities in China," 
said Logan. "We had a contact with 
China via Pakistan (through a former 
CIA agent) and subsequently we have 
worked with the Chinese Embassy In Ot- 
tawa. We also used the services of the 
new U.S. liaison office in Peking." 


Explaining that the Chinese don't

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make decisions very quickly but meth- 
odically plod a course of action step by 
step, Logan felt they would speed up the 
talks with UOP because of an immediate 
need which must be filled. 


"We know, for example, that the Chi- 


nese have had contact with other major 
companies. We also read in the Japanese 
newspapers that the Chinese have been 
uncovering new sources of crude oil. 


They have the intermediate petroleum 
technology. They know what's going on 
but they don't necessarily know how to 
apply this knowledge to building plants. 
They are setting up means to bring in 
technology and plants to China." 


LOGAN SAID THE agreement would 


call for UOP to supply the technological 
"know-how" to the Chinese, who would, 
in turn, use their own resources and 
equipment to build the facilities. He said 
the Chinese would probably purchase 
special equipment and construction ma- 
terials from other countries and employ 
foreign construction supervisors. 


He said the agreement would be part 


of an overall plan by the Chinese which 
could cost them nearly a half billion dol- 
lars to complete. The Chinese will "milk 
the world supply" to achieve their goals, 
Logan said. 


Logan explained that the trip to Pek- 


ing, which was first discussed about a 
year ago, and the subsequent talks with 


Chinese leaders, followed a similar pat- 
tern the company has followed in several 
meetings with the Soviet Union. UOP's 
British outlet, said Logan, has sold some 
products to the Russians. 


UOP, ACCORDING TO Logan, is the 


only petroleum company which recelvrd 
a formal invitation to enter into talks 
with the Chinese. Other companies have 
dealt with China through Japanese con- 
tacts, he said. 


As a result of the trip, Logan said, 


UOP will form what he called a UOP 
East-West Trading Co. to "focus UOP 
activities on the very important and 
growing Asian markets" and "assist our 
customers and business friends In pro- 
moting their products and technologies in 
the East, particularly China." 


Logan said this might spark American 


interest in dealing with the Chinese, 
something he feels is lacking despite the 
fact that relations with that country have 
begun again.

Tha current staff Includes 24 patrolmen 


and five sergeants, with the numbers for 
other ranking personnel the same. The 
additions will put six new patrolmen on 
the force. 


O'Conncll sold yesterday "I was 


shocked" when the board denied the 
8-mnn request. He needed authorization 
for at least four of the men immediately, 
ho said, to allow him to enroll them In 
the Police Training Institute at Lisle, a 
branch of the University of Illinois. The 
next session of the Institute starts Mon- 
day. O'Conncll said he had delayed seek- 
ing board action until this week, In hopes 
the budget would bo adopted by now. But 
with the classes so close to starting time 
he had to press for board approval. 


IN PRELIMINARY budget discussions 


O'Conncll said he had been informed he 
would be permitted only eight additional 
men, a number ho considered the min- 
imum he required. He had hoard the 
board was considering a lower number, 
but had not been Informed of a final deci- 
sion. "I honestly believed we did need 
11," ho said. 


O'Connell said ho realized the need for 


a balanced budget, and added "I can un- 
derstand budgetary problems." But he 
noted the primarily residential nature of 
the village, and sold residential areas 
generally require more steady 24-hour 
service from police than do Industrial 
areas. He also noted the village is near 
the 
Woodflold commercial area in 


Schaumburg, and the Industrial devel- 
opments in Rolling Meadows and Elk 
Grove Village. Although Hoffman Es- 
tates does not receive revenue from 
these areas, It does receive traffic from 
them, he said. This puts extra burden on 
police, without providing financial sup- 
port for manpower, he noted. 


Five of the six men the board ap- 


proved will bo used to provide one addi- 
tional squad car on the streets around 
the clock. The village now has a max- 
imum of five and a minimum of three 
cars out, depending on the day of the 
week and the time of day, O'Connell 
said. 


The sixth man will be assigned to Hoff- 


man Estates High School as a polk* con- 


sultant. The school is due to open next 
fall. Under the police consultant pro- 
gram, the school district reimburses the 
village for the man's salary during the 
school year. 


IF O'CONNELL had received the other 


five men, he said he would have assigned 
one to direct traffic, and used the other 
four to Increase manpower on the day 
and evening shifts. 


Last year O'Connell requested 10 addi- 


tional men, but the board did not ap- 


prove any. O'Connell said a tapering off 
of village growth had made the 10-man 
request less critical than he had antici- 
pated, and estimated the village now has 
one police staff member for every 800 
persons in the village, estimating the 
population at 32,000. 


Longmeyer said O'Connell's request 


would have provided roughly one man 
for every 650 persons, but the board felt 
he could provide adequate police service 
with only six new men. 


Home buyer protection 
bills decision near 


The day of reckoning is at hand for two 


homebuycr protection bills now pending 
in the state legislature, both sponsored 
by local lawmakers but approaching the 
subject from different angles. 


Action was delayed late Tuesday night 


on a bill introduced in the House by Rep. 
Eugene F. 
Schlickman, R-Arlington 


Heights, when he could count only 80 
votes in its favor. A total of 89 votes are 
need'.-d to pass the bill and send it to the 
state Senate. 


The Senate already has approved a 


contractor licensing bill sponsored by 
Sen. David Regner, R-Mount Prospect, 
and forwarded it to the House. 


Regner's bill is supported by the Illi- 


nois Home Builders Association. Schllck- 
man's bill has aroused the association to 
fight its passage. 


The association has sent a letter to 


each representative, urging votes against 
Schlickman's measure and support of 
Regner's Instead. 


SCIIL1CKMAN RESPONDED Tuesday 


morning by distributing to his fellow rep- 
resentatives copies of a letter he wrote to 
the association saying "the Regner-spon- 
sored bill grandfathers all existing resi- 
dential builders and does not provide any 
relief to new home buyers." 


Schlickman's measure would require 


each residential builder to contribute $25 
to $65 per home, depending on the selling 


price, to a fund to be administered by 
the state treasurer and attorney general. 
The fund would provide compensation to 
homebuyers who can prove substantial 
financial loss from defects in the home 
they have purchased. It also would per- 
mit the attorney general to investigate 
complaints of shoddy home construction 
and file suits against the builders. 


Regner's plan sets up a licensing board 


with six members from the home con- 
struction industry and six from the pub- 
lic, to be appointed by the director of the 
department of registration and educa- 
tion. The department would test builders 
applying for licenses, and the board 
would judge the applications. Under the 
biD, contractors who had been in the 
home construction business four years 
out of the 4% years preceding passage of 
the bill could take an oral test, rather 
than a written one. 


REGNER SAID after the first year 


that provision likely would-be removed, 
and all applicants would take a written 
test. This could be considered a grand- 
father clause, Regner agreed, but said it 
is standard procedure to have such a 
measure when the state first starts li- 
censing any profession. The oral exam- 
ination would allow Investigation of any 
complaints against a builder, and would 
benefit some contractors who may not be 
"too articulate," said Regner. -

The Illinois Homo approved a bill by a 


3 to 1 margin yesterday which requires 
hospital developers to prove a need for 
tliclr facilities before the state will grant 
permission to build. 


The House bill also calls for the estab- 


lishment of a 13-membor committee to 
review plans for new hospitals and ex- 
amine general planning in the health 
c.i re field. 


If the bill Is Approved by the state sen- 


ate, It could alfect plans to build a 200 to 
300 bed hospital in Hoffman Estates.

Organizers of last weekend's con- 


troversial "stream cleanup" north of 
W h e e l i n g yesterday presented com- 
plaints of police brutality and civil rights 
violations to the U. S. Attorney's office in 
Chicago. 


The Saturday gathering, sponsored by 


Spare Things, a non-profit cooperative 
exchange located at 981 Milwaukee Avc., 
Vernon Twp., was disbanded by Lake 
County Sheriff's police, who arrested 
about 25 young people. 


Tho organizers, who accused police ot 


violating their civil rights in breaking up 
the gathering, held a rally yesterday at 
the federal building and then met with 
Susan Kelly, research analyst for the U. 
S. Attorney's office, to present their com- 
plaints. 


Later. Miss Kelly said evidence pre- 


sented by the group will be reviewed by 
assistant U. S. attornoys. Miss Kelly also 
referred the group to the FBI for a pos- 
sible Investigation, sho said. 


BEFORE THEIR trip to Chicago yes- 


terday, several of the young people gath- 
ered at Spare Things said Lake County 
police hove harassed tlicm since the in- 
cident Saturday. They said police have 
been taking pictures is well as following 
and stopping vehicles leaving the proper* 
ty. 


Cpl. Louis Horccg nf the sheriff's po- 


lice denied the harassment charges. 


"There Is no such thing as that," he 


said. "Wo had one squad, who made a 
stop on one subject who is known, but 
there Is no one harassing him." 


Harccg said the police squad cars pa- 


trol the urea as part of their regular 
rounds. "But there arc no orders for us 
to be over (hero unless there is trouble," 
ho said. "There Is nobody harassing 
them." 


Charles Maslnl, 28, one of the organ- 


izers, said ho was not concerned about 
police harassment. "It's nothing serious 
at this point." he said. "At this point it's 
very typical, very crpectcd and very 
childish. It just brings the people togeth- 
er a bit more." 


MASINI SAID, however, he was more 


concerned with a summons issued to him 
Tuesday night. It calls for him to show 
cause why he should not be held in con- 
tempt of court for violating a restraining 
order issued against the weekend gather- 
Ing. 


The order was Issued last Friday 


against the stream cleanup, which was 
referred to as a "rock concert festival." 
Maslnl said he ignored the court order on 
the advice of his attorneys, who told him 
the order violated his right of free as- 
sembly. Tho group had gathered, he 
sold, to clean up the banks of the DCS 
Plalncs River at the Spare Things prop- 
erty. 


Maslni said ho will be in court tomor- 


row to testify on the contempt charge. 
Because he Is on parole from the state 
penitentiary for a 1964 counterfeiting 
conviction a contempt of court charge 
could mean rclmprbonmcnt, he said.

He said that when 
the police disbanded the gathering they 
beat people with riot clubs, destroyed 
about $3,000 of equipment, broke the rear 
legs of his horse, destroyed cameras and 
Illegally searched people without war- 
rants. 


According to Maslnl, his lawyers al- 


ready have statements from people at 
the gathering to back up his charges. He 
sold he also has photos, slides and mov- 
ies of Incidents of police brutality. 


onviLLE CLAVEY. Lake County 


sheriff, denied the charges made by Ma- 
sinl, saying he was merely enforcing a 
"no-use permit" Issued by tho court 
against the gathering. 


Clavcy discounted Masinl's statements 


about the police. "We're not too worried 
about what Mr. Maslni has to say," he 
said. "Let him say what he wonts. There 
are no charges against us as for as we're 
concerned." 


The sheriff sold he was not worried 


about tho charges because ho had two 
assistant state's attorneys and several 
state police who dispute the charges of 
brutality and illegal search.

Former POW denies colonel's collaboration charges 


by KATHEIIINE BOYCE 


Army Staff Sgt John Young, the for- 


mer POW charged by a fellow prisoner 
with aiding the North Vietnamese while 
being held prisoner, said yesterday he's 
not a traitor. 


"I've done nothing against the United 


States, Its people or Constitution," sold 
Young, adding "It makes me angry to 
hear such things," 


YOUNG. WHO IS now living In Arllng- 


ton Heights, spoke to a crowd of students 
at Conant High School In Hoffman Es- 
tates yesterday and answered formal 
charges made by Air Force Col. Theo- 


dore W. Guy In a press conference fol- 
lowing his speech. Seven other former 
prisoners have also been named In Guy's- 
Charges. 


Charges from Guy that Young aided 


the enemy while In a Hanoi prison camp 
are 
"completely illegitimate," said 


Young. He said Guy has disregarded 
"my right to have my own personal be- 
liefs." Young said he was opposed to the 
war In Vietnam and "I have to abide by 
my conscience." 


Young said statements he allegedly 


made while a prisoner were "not propa- 
ganda" but refused to say what the 


statements were because his attorney 
was not present. "The military does not 
want to prosecute, that's what I've been 
told," he said. 


"I am opposed to the war, to our in- 


volvement in the war. It has torn our 
country apart," said Young. 


YOUNG CALLED Guy's charges "dis- 


graceful." Earlier yesterday, he told the 
Herald they were "totally ridiculous." 


"I cannot imagine why Col. Guy is 


making these charges. I have nothing 
against Col. Guy personally, but he is 
dragging up this whole thing, the entire 
war before the American people, and ev- 


eryone Is sick of it," he told the Herald. 


Guy has charged that some POW's ex- 


posed his efforts to organize the prison- 
ers secretly and as a result he was tor- 
tured. 


Young said he "never made a derog- 


atory statement" against Guy. "On the 
contrary, I have done things to put my 
own neck on the line," he said, and 
added that he was also tortured during 
his five years as a prisoner. 


Young, 27, Is a paratrooper hi the 


Green Berets. He was ambushed and 
captured while leading a patrol In 1968 
and was released two months ago. He is 


now on convalescent leave from Fitzsim- 
mons Army Hospital in Denver, Colo. 


YOUNG SAID earlier yesterdry that 


he has not seen a copy of the charges 
against him but that he is now represent- 
ed by David Addlestone, an attorney with 
the American Civil Liberties Union. 
Young denied Guy's charges that he 
sought political asylum in North Vietnam 
and that he made model airplanes for 
target practice by the North Vietnamese. 


Young appeared in dress uniform dur- 


ing his appearance at Conant yesterday 
and saluted as the American flag was

School board 'no comment' 
on administrators' leaving

Board members in River Trails Dist. 


26 have refused to give any reasons for 
Tuesday's surprise resignation of Supt. 
Thomas Warden and the acceptance of a 
leave of absence for Fcchanvlllc School 
Principal Arthur Adelberg. 


Asked If the board had requested War- 


den's resignation, Board Prcs. Lloyd DC- 
met said, "I would prefer not to com- 
ment on that." The only comment the 
board would make concerning Warden 
came In a written statement: "After full 
consideration of all educational aspects, 
the board's unanimous opinion was that 
It would be In the best interests of all 
concerned for tho board to accept the 
resignation tendered by tho superintend- 
ent." 


Warden also refused to comment on 


tho reasons for the resignation. 


Asked If the board had pressured the 


Fcchnnvillc principal to request a leave, 
Domcl answered, "I can honestly say 
no." 


THE BOARD VOTED on Warden's res- 


Ignation and Adelberg's request for a 
leave after four hours in executive ses- 
sion Tuesday. It was the third executive 
session convened to consider the person- 
nel matters. More than 100 parents and 
teachers waited until close to midnight to 
hear the announcements. Neither War- 
den nor Adelberg was present when the 
final votes came. 


In recommending acceptance of War- 


den's resignation, board member Wil- 
liam Haosc stipulated that the superin- 
tendent would draw a check for the re- 
mainder of the school year (until June 
30) plus $14,000. This means that he 
would receive about $16,000 in total. 


According to Haase, the board paid out 


the $14,000 extra in order to, in effect, 
buy up Warden's contract. Though War- 
den had only an oral agreement on a 
year-to-year basis with the district, he 
did have tenure. According to Ralph 
Miller, the district's attorney, tenure is 
achieved by any certificated employe of

Universal Oil Products Co. of Des 


Plalncs yesterday announced its in- 
tention to export petroleum technology In 
a pioneer business deal with the Peoples' 
Republic of China. 


John Logan, UOP president and chief 


executive officer, disclosed that a dozen 
company officials havo Just finished a 
week of talks with Chinese leaders and 
said prospects now appear good for a 
multimillion-dollar agreement. 


The Chinese, Logan said at a Chicago 


press conference, want to make use of 
OOP's technological expertise to design 
petrochemical complexes to produce 
fuel, fiber and fertilizer. Several UOP of- 
ficials havo remained In China and the 
company has been assured that the talks 
will continue, he said. 


"The Chinese don't say what their pri- 


orities arc," said Logan. "But they need 
to solve their petroleum problems to get 


on with their fiber and fertilizer produc- 
tion. They are interested in UOP because 
we ore a constant source of new tech- 
nology." 


THESE ENERGY SOURCES, said Lo-' 


gan, would enable the technology-starved 
Chinese to Industrialize further and help 
meet the needs of the country's 800 mil- 
lion people. 


The proposed petrochemical complexes 


will convert crude oil into fuels and raw 
material for the production of fibers and 
fertilizers. 


"The idea for the trip started a year 


ago when some of our people sensed 
there would be opportunities in China," 
said Logan. "We had a contact with 
China via Pakistan (through a former 
CIA agent) and subsequently we have 
worked with the Chinese Embassy in Ot- 
tawa. We also used the services of the 
new U.S. liaison office hi Peking."

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make decisions very quickly but meth- 
odically plod a course of action step by 
step, Logan felt they would speed up the 
talks with UOP because of an immediate 
need which must be filled. 


"We know, for example, that the Chi-

We also read in the Japanese 
newspapers that the Chinese have been 
uncovering new sources of crude oil. 


They have the intermediate petroleum 
technology.

call for UOP to supply the technological 
"know-how" to the Chinese, who would, 
in turn, use their own resources and 
equipment to build the facilities. He said 
the Chinese would probably purchase 
special equipment and construction ma- 
terials from other countries and employ 
foreign construction supervisors. 


He said the agreement would be part 


of an overall plan by the Chinese which 
could cost them nearly a half billion dol- 
lars to complete. The Chinese will "milk 
the world supply" to achieve their goals, 
Logan said. 


Logan explained that the trip to Pek- 


ing, which was first discussed about a 
year ago, and the subsequent talks with 


Chinese leaders, followed a similar pat- 
tern the company has followed in several 
meetings with the Soviet Union. UOP's 
British outlet, said Logan, has sold some 
products to the Russians. 


UOP, ACCORDING TO Logan, is the 


only petroleum company which received 
a formal invitation to enter into talks 
with the Chir.ese. Other companies have 
dealt with China through Japanese con- 
tacts, he said. 


As a result of the trip, Logan said, 


UOP will form what he called a UOP 
East-West Trading Co. to "focus UOP 
activities on the very important and 
growing Asian markets" and "assist our 
customers and business friends in pro- 
moting their products and technologies in 
the East, particularly China." 


Logan said this might spark American 


interest in dealing with the Chinese, 
something he feels is lacking despite the 
fact that relations with that country have 
begun again.

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Charge police brutality, civil rights violations 
Cleanup organisers press complaints

Organizers of last weekend's con- 


troversial "stream cleanup" north of 
W h e e l i n g yesterday presented com- 
plaints of police brutality and civil rights 
violations to the U. S. Attorney's office In 
Chicago. 


The Saturday gathering, sponsored by 


Sparo Things, a non-profit cooperative 
exchange located at 081 Milwaukee Ave., 
Vcrnon Twp,, was disbanded by Lake 
County Sheriff's police, who arrested 
ahout 25 young people. 


The organizers, who accused police ot 


violating their civil rights In breaking up 
the gathering, held a rally yesterday at 
I ho federal building and then met with 
Susan Kelly, research analyst for the U. 


I 
S. Attorney's office, to present their com- 
plaints. 


Later. Miss Kelly said evidence pre- 


sented by the group will be reviewed by 
assistant U. S. attorneys. Miss Kelly also 
referred the group to the FBI for a pos- 
sible Investigation, she said. 


IlKKOHE THEIR trip to Chicago yes- 


terday, several of the young people gath- 
ered at Spare Things said Lake County 
police have harassed them since the In- 
cident Saturday. They sold police have 
been taking pictures as well as following 
and stopping vehicles leaving the proper- 
ty. 


Cpl. Louis Harccg of the sheriff's po- 


lice denied the harassment charges. 


"There Is no such thing as that," he 


said. "We had one squad, who made a 
stop on one subject who is known, but 
there Is no one harassing him." 


Harccg said the police squad cars pa- 


trol the area as part of their regular 
rounds. "But there are no orders for us 
to be over there unless there Is trouble," 
he said. "There is nobody harassing 
them." 


Charles Maslni, 28, one of the organ- 


izers, said he was not concerned about 
police harassment. "It's nothing serious 
at this point," he said. "At this point It's 
very typical, very expected and very 
childish. It just brings the people togeth- 
er a bit more." 


MASINI SAID, however, he was more 


concerned with a summons Issued to him 
Tuesday night. It calls for him to show 
cause why he should not be held in con- 
tempt of court for violating a restraining 
order issued against the weekend gather- 
ing. 


The order was Issued last Friday 


against the stream cleanup, which was 
referred to as a "rock concert festival." 
Mnsini said he Ignored the court order on 
the advice of his attorneys, who told him 
the order violated his right of free as- 
sembly. The group had gathered, he 
said, to clean up the banks of the DCS 
Plalncs River at the Spare Things prop- 
erty. 


Maslni said he will be in court tomor- 


row to testify on the contempt charge. 
Because he Is on parole from the state 
penitentiary for a 1S64 counterfeiting 
conviction a contempt of court charge 
could mean rclmprlsonmcnt, he said. 


According to Maslni, he has scheduled 


a meeting with his parole officer to dis- 
cuss the contempt charge. If his parole is 
revoked, he will give himself up. "I 
won't run even though I have until 1985 
to serve," he said.

He said that when 
the police disbanded the gathering they 
beat people with riot clubs, destroyed 
about $3,000 of equipment, broke the rear 
legs of his horse, destroyed cameras and 
illegally searched people without war- 
rants. 


According to Maslni, his lawyers al- 


ready have statements from people at 


the gathering to back up his charges. He 
said he also has photos, slides and mov- 
ies of incidents of police brutality. 


ORVILLE CLAVEY, Lake County 


sheriff, denied the charges made by Ma- 
sini, saying he was merely enforcing a 
"no-use permit" issued by 'the court 
against the gathering. 


Clavey discounted Masinl's statements 


about the police. ".We're not too worried 
about what Mr. Masini has to say," he 
said. "Let him say what he wants. There 
are no charges against us as far as we're 
concerned." 


The sheriff said he was not worried 


about the charges because he had two 
assistant state's attorneys and several 
state police who dispute the charges of 
brutality and Illegal search.

Ex-POW denies colonel's collaboration charges

Army Staff Sgt John Young, the for- 


mer POW charged by a fellow prisoner 
with aiding tlio North Vietnamese while 
being held prisoner, said yesterday he's 
not a traitor. 


"I've done nothing against the Unltud 


Slates, its people or Constitution," said 
Young, adding "It mokes me angry to 
hear such things." 


YOUNG. WHO IS now living in Arling- 


ton Heights, spoke to a crowd of students 
at Conunt High School In Hoffman Es- 
tales yesterday and answered formal 
charges made by Air Force Col. Theo- 


dore W. Guy in a press conference fol- 
lowing his speech. Seven other former 
prisoners have also been named In Guy's 
charges. 


Charges from Guy that Young aided 


the enemy while in a Hanoi prison camp 
arc "completely illegitimate," said 
Young. He said Guy has disregarded 
"my right to have my own personal be- 
liefs." Young said he was opposed to the 
war In Vietnam and "I have to abide by 
my conscience." 


Young said statements he allegedly 


made while a prisoner were "not propa- 
ganda" but refused to say what the 


, statements were because his attorney 


was not present. "The military does not 
want to prosecute, that's what I've been 
told," he said. 


"I am opposed to the war, to our in- 


volvement In the war. It has torn our 
country apart," said Young. 


YOUNG CALLED Guy's charges "dis- 


graceful." Earlier yesterday, he told the 
Herald they were "totally ridiculous." 


"I cannot imagine why Col. Guy is 


making these charges. I have nothing 
against Col. Guy personally, but he is 
dragging up this whole thing, the entire 
war before the American people, and ev- 


eryone is sick of it," he told the Herald. 


Guy has charged that some POW's ex- 


posed his efforts to organize the prison- 
ers secretly and as a result he was tor- 
tured. 


Young said he "never made a derog- 


atory statement" against Guy. "On the 
contrary, I have done things to put my 
own neck on the line," he said, and 
added that he was also tortured during 
his five years as a prisoner. 


Young, 27, is a paratrooper in the 


Green Berets. He was ambushed and 
captured while leading a patrol in 1968 
and was released two months ago. He is 


now on convalescent leave from Fitzsim- 
mons Army Hospital in Denver, Colo. 


YOUNG SAID earlier yesterday that 


he has not seen a copy of the charges 
against him but that he is now represent- 
ed by David Addlestone, an attorney with 
the American Civil Liberties Union. 
Young denied Guy's charges that he 
sought political asylum in North Vietnam 
and that he made model airplanes for 
target practice by the North Vietnamese. 


Young appeared in dress uniform dur- 


ing his appearance at Conant yesterday 
and saluted as the American flag was

ows, despite the fact that a meeting has 
been scheduled Tuesday night in Rolling 
Meadows to discuss possible variations 
from the city's sign ordinance. 


Rolling Meadows' sign ordinance sets 


no feet as the maximum height and per- 
mits only one free-standing sign per de- 
velopment.

Flood control referendum date postponed until fall 


A referendum date for a $14 million 


village-wide flood control program has 
been postponed indefinitely and may not 
be scheduled now until the faH. 


A vote on whether to sell $14 million 


worth of general obligation bonds to fi- 
nance the projects was first set for Dec. 
16 and then put over to June 2. 


The bond Issue, if approved, would cost 


an Arlington Heights homeowner with an 
assessed valuation of $10,000 a total of 
about $514.57 over 20 years. 


The average tax payment would be 


127.08 a year. During the first year the 
tax on a $10,000 assessment would be 
$37.77, dropping to $19.94 In the 20th 
year. 


Unanswered questions about several of 


the projects and the time needed to 
mount a public Information campaign 
have prompted the Citizens Action Com- 
mittee Against Flooding to delay in- 
definitely fixing another date at this 
time. 


TRUSTEE FRANK Palmatler, chair- 


man of the flooding committee, said 
there are three basic questions to be re- 
solved in the flood control package: 


• A working agreement among Arling- 


ton Heights, Mount Prospect and the 
Metropolitan Sanitary District (MSD) on 
construction of a large retention reser- 
voir north of Central Road and east of 
the Charles Bruning Co. 


• A decision whether an underground 


or surface detention basin will be pro- 
posed for Pioneer Park. 


• A statement of the MSD's guidelines 


for funding a 100-acre retention project 
along McDonald Creek known as Lake 
Arlington. 


A THREE-WAY agreement between 


Arlington Heights, Mount Prospect and 
the MSD is anticipated, Palmatier said, 
and new plans for a surface retention ba- 
sin at Pioneer Park are being prepared 
by a landscape architect. 


Funding for Lake Arlington, estimated 


to cost $9.8 million, may have to come 
through federal channels, rather than 
the 'MSD as the village had hoped ear- 


lier. The effect has been to push back 
plans for the project. 


Palmatier said the total request for 


funds from the MSD far exceeds the 
money it has and that the sanitary dis- 
trict is now working on new funding 
guidelines. 


Delays over the referendum have cost 


the village flood control program some 
momentum, Palmatier said. 


"The longer we put this off, we lose 


some of the sense of urgency about these 
projects." But, he said, he thought it was 
"essential" that the unanswered ques- 
tions be resolved before the package is 
put to the voters.

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Universal Oil Products seeking China export deal

Universal Oil Products Co. of DCS 


Plnincs yesterday announced its In- 
tention to export petroleum technology in 
a pioneer business deal with the Peoples' 
Republic of China. 


John Logan, UOP president and chief 


executive officer, disclosed that a dozen 
company offlclils have Just finished a 
week of talks with Chinese leaders and 
said prospects now nppear good for a 
multimillion-dollar agreement. 


The Chinese, Logan said at a Chicago 


press conference, want to make use of 
UOP's technological expertise to design 
petrochemical complexes to produce 
fuel, fiber and fortlllzcr. Several UOP of- 
ficlals have remained in China and the 
company has been assured that the talks 
will continue, he said. 


"The Chinese don't say what their prl- 


critics arc," sati Logan. "But they need 
to solve their petroleum problems to get 


on with their fiber and fertilizer produc- 
tion. They are interested in UOP because 
we are a constant source of new tech- 
nology." 


THESE ENERGY SOURCES, said Lo- 


gan, would enable the technology-starved 
Chinese to industrialize further and help 
meet the needs of the country's 800 mil- 
lion people. 


The proposed petrochemical complexes 


will convert crude oil into fuels and raw 
material for the production of fibers and 
fertilizers. 


"The idea for the trip started a year 


ago when some of our people sensed 
there would be opportunities in China," 
said Logan. "We had a contact with 
China via Pakistan (through a former 
CIA agent) and subsequently we have 
worked with the Chinese Embassy in Ot- 
tawa. We also used the services of the 
now U.S. liaison office in Peking." 


Explaining that the Chinese don't

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make decisions very quickly but meth- 
odically plod a course of action step by 
step, Logan felt they would speed up the 
talks with UOP because of an immediate 
need which must be filled. 


"We know, for example, that the Chi- 


nese have had contact with other major 
companies. We also read in the Japanese 
newspapers that the Chinese have been 
uncovering new sources of crude oil. 


They have the intermediate petroleum 
technology. They know what's going on 
but they don't necessarily know how to 
apply this knowledge to building plants. 
They are setting up means to bring in 
technology and plants to China." 


LOGAN SAID THE agreement would 


call for UOP to supply the technological 
"know-how" to the Chinese, who would, 
in turn, use their own resources and 
equipment to build the facilities. He said 
the Chinese would probably purchase 
special equipment and construction ma- 
terials from other countries and employ 
foreign construction supervisors. 


He said the agreement would be part 


of an overall plan by the Chinese which 
could cost them nearly a half billion dol- 
lars to complete. The Chinese will "milk 
the world supply" to achieve their goals, 
Logan said. 


Logan explained that the trip to Pek- 


ing, which was first discussed about a 
year ago, and the subsequent talks with 


Chinese leaders, followed a similar pat- 
tern the company has followed in several 
meetings with the Soviet Union. UOP's 
British outlet, said Logan, has sold some 
products to the Russians. 


UOP, ACCORDING TO Logan, is the 


only petroleum company which received 
a formal invitation to enter into talks 
with the Chinese. Other companies have 
dealt with China through Japanese con- 
tacts, he said. 


As a result of the trip, Logan said, 


UOP will form what he called a UOP 
East-West Trading Co. to "focus UOP 
activities on the very important and 
growing Asian markets" and "assist our 
customers and business friends in pro- 
moting their products and technologies in 
the East, particularly China." 


Logan said this might spark American 


interest. in dealing with the Chinese, 
something he feels is lacking despite the 
fact that relations with that country have 
begun again.

Spare Things, a non-profit cooperative 
exchange located at Bill Milwaukee Avc., 
Vernon Twp., was disbanded by Lake 
1,'ounty Sheriff's police, who arrested 
nhnut 23 young people. 


The organl/ers, who accused police at 


violating their civil rights In breaking up 
(In- gathering, held a rally yesterday at 
the federal building and then met with 
Susan Kelly, research analyst for the U. 
S. Attorney's office, to present their com- 
plaint*. 


Later. Miss Kelly said evidence pre- 


sented by the group will bo reviewed by 
itsiiilant U. S. attorneys. Miss Kelly also 
referred the group to the FBI for a pos- 
sible Investigation, she said. 


IIKKOHK TIIKtlt trip to Chicago yes- 


tcrday. several of the young people gath- 
ered at Spare Things said Lake County 
police have harassed them since the In- 
cident Saturday. They said police have 
been taking pictures as well as following

on such a low profit margin they could 
not contribute an escrow fund. And his 
bill provides for revocation of a license 
or a fine, he noted. 


"Just by upgrading the Industry, that's 


where the relief to the home buyer 
comes In. Let's clean up the industry 
rather than have all sorts of individuals 
filing suits. Let's get the bod contractors 
out of business in the state," Regncr 
said.

MASINI SAID he will file civil rights 


suits against the sheriff's police and the 
Lake County state's attorney as soon as 
the contempt charge is settled. 


"I expect to file suit once I win that," 


he said. "I will file suit immediately." 


Masinl said the .suits will charge police 


brutality, search without warrants and 
violations of the freedom of assembly, 
privacy, search-and-seizure laws and 
due process of law. He said that when 
the police disbanded the gathering they 
beat people with riot clubs, destroyed 
about $3,000 of equipment, broke the rear 
legs of his horse, destroyed cameras and 
Illegally searched people without war- 
rants. 


According to Maslni, his lawyers al- 


ready have statements from people at 


the gathering to back up his charges. He 
said he also has photos, slides and mov- 
ies of Incidents of police brutality. 


ORVILLE CLAYEY, Lake County 


sheriff, denied > 
:te charges made by Ma- 


sinl, saying he was merely enforcing a 
"no-use permit" issued by the court 
against the gathering. 


Clavey discounted Maslnl's statements 


about the police. ''We're not too worried 
about what Mr. Maslni has to say," he 
said. "Let him say what he wants. There 
'are no charges against us as far as we're 
concerned." 


The sheriff said he was not worried 


about the charges because he had two 
assistant state's attorneys and several 
state police who dispute the charges of 
brutality and Illegal search.
